The  Reverend  Carl  E.  Bates,  after  a  long, 
effective,  and  influential  ministry  of  service  to 
Baptists  world-wide,  went  to  be  with  our  Lord 
from  his  home  in  Horse  Shoe,  North  Carolina, 
on  December  21,  1999,  at  88  years  of  age. 
The  Reverend  Bates  was  a  native  of  Liberty, 
Mississippi  and  was  a  graduate  of  Mississippi 
College  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  where  he  earned  the  Master  of 
Theology  degree.  Both  schools  later  recognized 
him  as  an  outstanding  alumnus,  and 
Mississippi  College  awarded  him  the  Order  of 
the  Golden  Arrow.  He  received  honorary  doc- 
torates from  Baylor  University,  Wake  Forest 
University,  Mississippi  College,  Campbell 
University,  and  Judson  College  of  Illinois.' 
Dr.  Bates  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Leesberg,  Florida,  and  pastored  in  Texarkana 
and  Amarillo,  Texas,  before  moving  to  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  where  he  served  as 
pastor  of  First  Church,  Charlotte  for  22  years.  Following  his  pastorate  in  Charlotte,  he 
joined  the  faculty  of  Southern  Seminary  as  senior  professor  of  preaching,  and  the  Carl 
E.  Bates  Chair  of  Preaching  was  established  there  in  his  honor  in  1982. 

Dr.  Bates  is  the  only  man  ever  to  serve  as  the  president  of  two  state  conventions: 
the  Baptist  General  Convention  of  Texas,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  from  1966  to  1968. 

Dr.  Bates  served  as  the  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference  and 
was  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  from  1970  to  1972.  His  wife,  Myra, 
was  elected  second  vice  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  1976.  They 
are  the  only  husband  and  wife  ever  to  have  been  elected  officers  of  the  national  con- 
vention. 

During  his  years  of  ministry,  Dr.  Bates  served  on  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Executive  Committee,  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the 
Committee  on  Bold  Missions  Thrust.  He  also  served  on  the  committee  of  state  con- 
vention presidents  that  framed  the  1963  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  and  was  a  member 
of  the  General  Council  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance. 

The  dormitory  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  is  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Bates 
in  recognition  of  his  many  contributions  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  and  much 
of  his  personal  library  has  been  donated  to  Fruitland. 

His  wife,  Myra;  a  daughter,  Judith  Stoneham;  two  grandsons;  a  brother  and  a  sis- 
ter survive  Carl  E.  Bates. 

Only  eternity  will  reveal  the  magnitude  of  his  impact  on  Baptists  in  North 
Carolina,  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  around  the  world. 

R.  Ernest  Poston,  Lake  Lure 
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Thomas  h.  Folwell,  Jr. 

Baptists  have  always  understood  the  impor- 
tance of  the  laity  in  the  work  of  God's  kingdom. 
From  time  to  time,  there  are  laypersons  whose 
lives  exemplify  what  the  Apostle  Paul  meant 
when  he  said,  "And  whatever  you  do,  whether 
in  word  or  deed,  do  it  all  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus..."  (Colossians  3:17a,  NIV).  Thomas 
Harold  Folwell,  Jr.  was  such  a  layman.  A  native 
of  High  Point,  he  was  bom  October  18,  1938, 
and  died  unexpectedly  on  February  20,  2000. 
His  beloved  wife,  Judy  Oldham  Folwell,  their 
daughter  Carolyn  F  Holubec  and  her  husband 
Bryan  Holubec,  and  a  grandson,  Michael,  survive 
him. 

Tom  Folwell's  service  to  First  Church,  Buies 
Creek  marked  him  as  a  true  churchman. 
Through  the  years  he  served  as  a  trustee  and 
deacon,  as  chairman  of  the  Finance,  Bylaws,  and 
Capital  Fundraising  committees,  and  most  recently  as  moderator.  At  his  funeral,  his 
pastor,  Dr.  Michael  Simmons,  described  him  as  "an  easy-going  moderator"  whose  "pos- 
itive style  of  leadership  maintained  a  gentle  spirit  of  harmony  and  peace  at  every  busi- 
ness meeting."  Mr.  Folwell  served  his  community  as  a  hospital  trustee,  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  N.C.  State  Library  Commission  and  the  N.C.  4-H  Foundation  Board  of 
Directors. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  knew  Tom  Folwell  best  as  the  Dean  of  the  Lundy- 
Fetterman  School  of  Business  at  Campbell  University,  where  he  spent  his  entire  37-year 
career.  He  came  to  Campbell  in  1963  as  an  instructor  in  business,  after  earning  his 
business  degree  from  Guilford  College  and  his  masters  degree  in  economics  from  Duke 
University.  Through  the  years  he  advanced  in  his  career,  being  named  acting  chairman 
of  Campbells  business  department  in  1971,  then  chairman  of  the  department  in  1976. 
When  the  University  established  its  business  school  in  1983,  he  was  named  acting 
dean,  then  was  appointed  dean  in  May  1985,  serving  in  that  position  until  his  death. 

Throughout  his  years  at  Campbell,  Dean  Folwell  received  numerous  recognitions 
and  awards  for  his  teaching.  The  Pine  Burr  student  yearbook  was  dedicated  to  him  in 
1974,  and  again  in  1993.  His  students  remember  him  as  a  beloved  teacher  and  friend 
who  drew  the  best  out  of  them,  who  truly  cared  about  them  and  took  time  to  know 
them.  His  colleagues  remember  him  with  utmost  respect.  As  a  professor,  he  not  only 
demonstrated  excellence  in  his  field;  he  demonstrated  a  Christian  walk  that  greatly 
influenced  his  students.  He  readily  impressed  on  them  the  importance  of  faith  in 
Christ. 

Dean  Folwell's  professional  accomplishments  were  many  and  significant.  But  his 
greatest  achievement  was  his  lasting  Christian  influence  on  thousands  of  students  who 
sat  in  his  classes.  As  a  Christian  professor,  he  served  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  God's 
kingdom  well. 

Mark  E.  Gaskins,  Fairmont 
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Troy  V.  Ham  rick 

One  of  God's  greatest  gifts  to  us  is  the  privi- 
lege of  knowing  some  great  people.  At  Ardmore 
Church  in  Winston-Salem,  where  I  once  served 
as  Associate  Minister,  one  who  stands  tall  in  my 
memory  is  Troy  Hamrick.  For  years  he  had 
served  as  Training  Union  Director  and  his  enthu- 
siasm and  promotion  of  that  program  gained 
him  the  title  "Mr.  Training  Union."  Troy  could 
have  carried  many  other  titles  because  every- 
thing he  did  was  approached  with  excitement. 

Troy  loved  and  was  loyal  to  his  church.  You 
could  count  on  him  to  be  present  in  the  services 
and  supportive  of  his  pastor  and  staff.  No  matter 
what  issue  was  at  hand,  Troy  Hamrick  was  going 
to  be  a  positive  influence. 

Troy  loved  his  denomination.  Long  after  I 
left  the  staff  of  Ardmore  Church,  I  could  find  the 
messengers  from  Ardmore  at  a  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  or  a  Baptist  State  Convention  by  looking  for  the  distinguished  head  of  Troy 
Hamrick,  standing  taller  than  most  of  the  messengers.  When  I  made  my  way  to  where 
Troy  was  I  always  received  a  very  warm  greeting.  It  was  a  privilege  also  in  recent  years 
to  serve  with  Troy  on  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  I  have  no  idea 
how  many  offices  Troy  held  at  Ardmore  Church,  Pilot  Mountain  Association,  or  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  but  know  he  served  in  many  places  and  loved  every  minute 
of  it.  Troy  believed  in  the  principles  that  Baptists  have  historically  held  dear. 

Troy  loved  his  family.  One  was  not  with  Troy  long  before  hearing  him  talk  about 
his  family.  At  church,  and  at  Baptist  meetings  his  dear  wife  Lydia  was  by  his  side.  The 
decline  of  her  health  was  hard  on  Troy.  At  one  point  he  wrote  to  tell  me  of  the  agoniz- 
ing decision  of  placing  her  in  a  health  care  facility  where  she  could  receive  the  care  that 
she  needed. 

Troy  loved  life.  There  are  few  people  I  have  known  who  have  approached  life  with 
the  joy  and  enthusiasm  of  Troy  Hamrick.  I  remember  he  mentioned  the  practice  of 
people  referring  to  life  as  a  "rat  race."  He  did  not  like  that  expression  at  all.  Life  was 
wonderful  and  every  day  for  him  was  a  new  and  exciting  adventure. 

1  have  written  from  a  personal  point  of  view  because  Troy  Hamrick  was  special  to 
me.  When  I  left  Ardmore  Church  and  each  time  1  moved  after  that,  Troy  asked  to  be 
placed  on  my  mailing  list.  From  time  to  time  he  would  write  and  comment  on  some- 
thing I  had  written.  I  was  amazed  that  he  continued  to  read  the  newsletters.  He  kept 
up  with  me  and  frequently  encouraged  me.  When  he  moved  a  few  years  ago,  he  wrote 
to  inform  me  so  he  could  continue  to  receive  the  newsletter.  I  am  sure  there  were  many 
he  encouraged  in  similar  ways.  The  last  time  I  saw  Troy  was  in  the  lobby  at  Caraway 
Conference  Center.  We  sat  down  in  the  lobby  and  had  a  good  visit  together.  I  had  no 
idea  that  a  few  weeks  later  at  the  state  convention  we  would  hear  the  announcement 
that  Troy  was  at  the  point  of  death. 

Troy  Hamrick  was  a  tall  man,  standing  head  and  shoulders  above  the  crowd.  He 
was  tall  in  many  ways  other  than  stature.  He  was  tall  in  faith,  in  love,  in  enthusiasm,  in 
service,  and  in  loyalty.  Troy  Hamrick  will  be  missed,  but  the  mark  he  left  on  the  lives  of 
many  of  us  will  live  on.

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Olin  Hefner 

Olin  D.  Hefner  of  Spruce  Pine,  died  July  16, 
2000,  at  Cape  Fear  Valley  Hospital  in 
Fayetteville,  NC.  He  was  75  years  old.  A  memor- 
ial celebration  was  held  at  First  Church,  Spruce 
Pine. 

His  wife,  Mildred;  daughter,  Gwen  Hawley 
and  her  husband,  Mike,  and  a  step-grand- 
daughter, Brie  Hawley;  four  sisters  and  two 
brothers  survive  him. 

A  World  War  II  veteran,  he  served  in  the 
European  Theater.  He  was  awarded  the  Purple 
Heart  for  wounds  he  received.  A  graduate  of  NC 
State  University  and  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  he  served  as  pastor  of  a 
number  of  churches  in  North  Carolina  and 
Florida.  After  a  lengthy  pastorate  at  First 
Church,  Red  Springs,  he  retired  in  1989. 

"Retirement"  does  not  adequately  describe 
Olin's  activities.  He  was  a  popular  pulpit  supply  for  churches  all  over  Mitchell  County. 
He  was  interim  pastor  for  several  churches,  including  First  Church,  Spruce  Pine,  where 
he  continued  as  associate  pastor  until  his  death. 

In  a  tribute  to  him,  Hospice  stated:  "He  began  a  second  career  as  a  volunteer 
preacher,  volunteer  Sunday  School  teacher,  volunteer  deliverer  for  Meals  on  Wheels, 
volunteer  Board  member  and  chaplain  for  Hospice,  volunteer  story-teller,  (he  was  fea- 
tured at  the  annual  Story  Tellers  Festival,)  and  volunteer  Master  of  Ceremonies  for  the 
holiday  celebrations  at  the  Orchard  in  Altapass."  He  did  it  all  with  humor,  gentleness, 
and  deep  integrity. 

These  qualities  served  NC  Baptists  well.  He  was  a  General  Board  member  for  four 
terms.  He  also  served  on  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee  on  Committees, 
Nominating  Committee,  and  the  Program,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  for  the 
Baptist  State  Convention. 

In  addition,  he  was  on  the  Coordination  Council  of  the  NC  Cooperative  Baptist 
Fellowship,  most  recently  chairing  the  Administrative  Task  Force  and  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Director  Search  Committee.  He  was  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Gardner- Webb  University,  as  well  as  the  Presidential  Search  Committee.  For  his  faithful 
work  he  received  the  Presidents  Award. 

The  last  several  years  he  continued  his  many  activities  as  his  health  declined  and 
dialysis  became  a  necessary  part  of  his  daily  routine. 

Posthumously,  on  September  26,  2000,  Olin  was  awarded  the  "Spirit  of  Hospice" 
award  by  the  Carolinas  Center  for  Hospice.  His  wife,  Mildred,  accepted  the  award. 

His  many  friends  will  remember  his  humor  and  great  stories.  Also  remembered  are 
his  courage  and  his  willingness  to  stand  alone,  to  protect  Christian  principles  and  the 
Baptist  beliefs  he  held  so  dear.  Olin,  you  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Jean  P  Warren,  Spruce  Pine 
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John  Elmore  Lawrence 

North  Carolina  Baptists  were  blessed 
December  21,  1916,  by  the  birth  of  John  Elmore 
Lawrence,  in  Scotland  Neck,  North  Carolina. 
August  17,  2000,  was  a  day  of  sadness  for  North 
Carolina  Baptists  as  we  lost  one  of  our  longtime 
fellow  laborers.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  and  co- 
laborer,  of  57  years,  Laura  Bateman  Lawrence,  and 
one  son,  Dr.  John  E.  Lawrence,  Jr.,  who  is  a  med- 
ical doctor  in  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

John  E.  Lawrence  was  a  graduate  of  Wake 
Forest  College,  Wake  Forest  Law  School,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary.  He  was 
conferred  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  by 
Campbell  University. 

The  law  career  of  John  Lawrence  was  cut 
short,  as  he  became  the  first  full-time  director  of 
the  Baptist  Student  Union  (BSU)  work  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention.  He  served  as  pastor  of 
four  churches  over  a  period  of  35  years,  including  Sunset  Park  Church,  Wilmington; 
First  Church,  Shelby;  and  Forest  Hills  Church,  Raleigh.  During  his  years  of  service  to 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  he  was  moderator  of  the  King's  Mountain  Association,  Shelby, 
and  president  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  (1969-1971),  and  vice 
president  for  four  years.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  General  Board  for  eight  years.  Dr. 
Lawrence  served  as  a  trustee  for  three  of  our  Baptist  colleges:  Chairman  of  the  Board  at 
Gardner- Webb  College,  vice-chairman  of  the  Board  of  Mars  Hill  College  and  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Campbell  College.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  Resolutions,  Nominations,  and  Order  of  Business  committees  and  preached 
the  convention  sermon  in  1964.  He  was  a  trustee  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  director  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  (now  North  American  Mission  Board), 
and  a  member  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission. 

It  was  in  1981  that  Dr.  Lawrence  retired  from  the  full-time  pastorate  (Forest  Hills 
Church).  He  and  his  wife,  Laura  made  their  home  at  the  old  Baptist  Retirement  Home 
in  Winston-Salem,  and  later  moved  to  the  Brookridge  Retirement  Community. 

Dr.  Lawrence  served  his  country  in  the  United  States  Navy  as  a  line  officer  aboard 
the  aircraft  carrier  "USS  Intrepid"  during  the  years  1942-1945. 

Dr.  Lawrence  can  be  characterized  by  the  text  of  the  first  sermon  he  preached  as 
the  BSU  Secretary  for  North  Carolina  Baptists:  "No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the 
plow,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God."  He  lived  by  that  text,  and  he 
never  looked  back.  Truly  this  lawyer  turned  preacher  felt  the  call  of  God  upon  his  life 
and  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  grateful  for  all  the  years  of  service  we  were  given. 

Gary  C.  McNair,  Louisburg 
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WILLIAM  E.  POE 

William  E.  (Bill)  Poe,  age  76,  went  home 
on  December  18,  1999,  to  be  united  with  the 
God  he  had  served  faithfully.  Bill  was  a  member 
of  First  Church,  Charlotte,  with  whom  he 
served  for  over  40  years  as  a  deacon  and 
Sunday  School  teacher.  His  influence  and 
example  were  felt  by  all  who  were  blessed  to 
serve  by  his  side,  whether  on  building  commit- 
tees, stewardship  campaigns,  or  as  Sunday 
School  class  officers. 

Mr.  Poe  was  a  veteran  of  the  United  States 
Army  Air  Corps,  serving  from  1943-1946  in 
the  European  Theater.  A  1947  graduate  of 
Wake  Forest  College  (magna  cum  laude),  he 
received  his  Juris  Doctor  degree  from  Harvard 
University  Law  School  in  1950. 

Bill  served  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  in  many  ways.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  from  1982-1985  and  was  president  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  from  1985-1987.  He  served  as  a  trustee  of  Wake 
Forest  University,  Campbell  University  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  An  important  contribution  of  time  and  love  was  made  through  his  member- 
ship on  the  Southern  Baptist  Conventions  Peace  Committee. 

Mr.  Poe  applied  his  faith  in  Christ  in  his  daily  life.  His  entire  professional  career 
was  with  the  Charlotte  law  firm  of  Parker,  Poe,  Adams,  and  Bernstein  (known  as 
Talliaferro,  Clarkson,  and  Grier  in  its  earlier  days).  In  his  work  in  the  legal  profession, 
he  was  known  as  a  leader  in  several  bar  associations  including  service  as  president  of 
the  Mecklenburg  County  Bar  Association.  He  served  the  Charlotte  community  as  a 
member  of  the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  Board  of  Education  from  1964-1976,  serving 
as  chairman  from  1966-1976.  He  led  and  participated  in  many  civic  organizations 
such  as  the  Salvation  Army,  Junior  Achievement,  the  Rotary  Club,  Rebound  (the 
Christian  Rehabilitation  Center)  and  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  In  all  of  his  profes- 
sional and  civic  roles,  he  glorified  his  Savior  Jesus  Christ  and  showed  Christ's  love  in 
all  he  did. 

His  wife,  Mary  Virginia  Warren  Poe  (Ginner)  and  his  six  children  and  their  fami- 
lies survive  Bill.  As  husband,  father,  businessman,  and  friend,  Bill  touched  many  lives 
and  led  all  he  touched  to  know  Christ  more  deeply.

PREAMBLE 

For  the  declaration  of  its  fundamental  purposes  and  the  permanent  guidance  and 
control  of  its  activities,  this  body  does  adopt  the  following  as  its  Constitution,  to  wit: 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSES 

The  purposes  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  assist  the  churches  in  their  divinely 
appointed  mission;  to  promote  missions,  evangelism,  education,  social  services,  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Bible  and  sound  religious  literature;  and  to  cooperate  with  the  work  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  is  understood  that  the  Convention  works  in  part- 
nership with  the  district  associations  in  seeking  to  fulfill  these  purposes. 

ARTICLE  III.  AUTHORITY 

While  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  sphere,  this  Convention  does  not 
claim  and  will  never  attempt  to  exercise  any  authority  over  any  other  Baptist  body, 
whether  church,  auxiliary  organizations,  association,  or  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV.  COMPOSITION 

This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of: 

A.  Those  messengers  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  cooperating  churches,  have 
been  duly  registered  by  the  Committee  on  Enrollment,  and  are  in  attendance 
at  the  annual  session. 

1 .  The  number  of  messengers  to  which  a  cooperating  church  is  entitled  may 
be  determined  on  either  a  numerical  or  financial  basis: 

a.  On  a  numerical  basis:  every  cooperating  church  shall  be  allowed  two 
(2)  messengers  and  one  (1)  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hun- 
dred (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  beyond  the  first  one 
hundred  (100)  members;  provided  that  to  have  more  than  two  (2) 
messengers,  the  cooperating  church  financially  supports  the 
Cooperative  Program  of  this  Convention  by  giving  at  least  one  per- 
cent (1%)  of  undesignated  budget  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  of  this  Convention;  for  the  purposes  of  this  calculation, 
funds  used  as  matching  funds  for  the  expanded  annuity  shall  not  be 
considered. 

b.  On  a  financial  basis:  every  cooperating  church  giving  five  percent 
(5%)  of  undesignated  budget  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
shall  have  two  (2)  messengers  and  one  (1)  additional  messenger  for 
every  one  percent  (1%)  beyond  the  initial  five  percent  (5%). 

2.  Messengers  shall  be  resident  members  of  a  cooperating  church. 

3.  A  cooperating  church  shall  be  one  that  financially  supports  any  program, 
institution,  or  agency  of  this  Convention,  and  which  is  in  friendly  cooper- 
ation with  this  Convention  and  sympathetic  with  its  purposes  and  work. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  entitled  under  any  circumstances  to  elect  more  than 
ten  (10)  messengers;  and 

B.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  the  members  of  the  General  Board,  the  three 
trustees  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  the 
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President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  the  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Men. 
This  amendment  will  be  effective  beginning  for  messengers  elected  for  the  annual 
convention  to  be  held  in  2000. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

This  Convention  shall  convene  annually  on  Monday  after  the  second  Sunday  in 
November  no  earlier  than  6:30  p.m.  and  no  later  than  7:15  p.m.  In  case  of  emergency 
or  unusual  circumstances,  the  General  Board  is  empowered  to  change  the  time  or  place 
of  meeting,  cancel  the  sessions  of  the  Convention,  or  call  a  special  meeting  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  when  the  vote  is  taken. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  Vice-President,  a 
Second  Vice-President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  an 
Executive  Director- Treasurer,  three  Trustees,  and  Parliamentarian(s).  The  President  shall 
appoint  the  Parliamentarian(s),  who  will  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  President. 

A.  President,  Vice-Presidents  and  Trustees 

The  terms  of  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  and  Trustees  shall  com- 
mence at  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  session  at  which  they  are  elected  and 
continue  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  session  of  this  Convention.  The 
President  and  Vice-Presidents  may  not  be  elected  for  more  than  two  (2)  con- 
secutive terms  in  the  same  office.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Vice-Presidents  succeeding  to  the  office  in  order  of  their  rank.  The 
President  shall  serve  as  an  ex  officio  voting  member  on  all  Convention  com- 
mittees. 

B.  Recording  Secretary  and  Assistant  Recording  Secretary 

The  terms  of  the  Recording  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Recording 
Secretary  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  May  following  the  annual  session 
at  which  they  are  elected  and  continue  until  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  follow- 
ing year. 

A  vacancy  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  offices  (in  A  and  B),  except  that 
of  President,  occurring  between  sessions  of  this  Convention  may  be  filled  by 
the  General  Board. 

C.  Executive  Director- Treasurer 

1.  In  cases  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Executive  Director- Treasurer,  the 
General  Board  shall  nominate  a  person  to  this  Convention  to  fill  this 
office. 

2.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  to  receive  additional  nominations  from  the 
floor  of  the  Convention. 

3.  The  person  receiving  the  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected. 
Upon  election  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  hold  office  for  an 
indefinite  period,  with  retirement  to  take  effect  based  upon  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  the  General  Board. 

4.  In  case  the  position  of  Executive  Director-Treasurer  becomes  vacant 
between  sessions  of  this  Convention,  the  General  Board,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  its  Executive  Committee,  shall  name  an  acting  Executive 
Director-Treasurer  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  session  of  this 
Convention. 

The  Executive  Director- Treasurer  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
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General  Board  staff,  the  chief  budget  officer  of  the  General  Board  staff,  the 
chief  professional  adviser  of  the  General  Board  and  its  committees,  the 
Executive  Director-Treasurer  of  the  General  Board  and  this  Convention, 
and  one  of  the  denominations  spiritual  leaders,  providing  statewide  guid- 
ance and  inspiration. 

The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex  officio  non-vot- 
ing member  on  all  committees  and  shall  aid  the  committees  by  furnishing 
information,  printed  materials  and  needed  guidance  for  their  work. 

ARTICLE  VII.  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

The  General  Board  shall  nominate  three  (3)  trustees  to  be  elected  by  this 
Convention  in  annual  session.  These  trustees  may  succeed  themselves,  if  nominated 
and  elected,  and  will  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  have  been  elected.  The 
trustees  shall  hold  title  to  the  property  of  this  Convention  and  convey  and  use  the  same 
as  directed  by  this  Convention,  its  General  Board  or  Executive  Committee.  They  shall 
execute  obligations  only  in  behalf  of  and  as  ordered  by  this  Convention.  They  shall 
have  the  powers  granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  but  subject  always  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  this  Constitution  and 
by  action  of  this  Convention,  its  General  Board  or  Executive  Committee.  They  shall 
require  the  treasurer  of  this  Convention  to  give  suitable  bond,  with  corporate  security 
and  in  adequate  amount  as  determined  by  the  General  Board,  and  they  shall  cause  such 
bonds  to  be  safely  kept.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  remove  the  treasurer  from  office 
should  he  fail  for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  days  or  longer  to  maintain  such  a  bond.  The 
trustees  shall  make  full,  detailed  reports  to  the  annual  session  of  this  Convention  and  at 
other  times  if  requested  by  the  General  Board.  They  shall  safely  keep  the  seal  of  this 
Convention  and  affix  it  only  as  authorized  by  this  Convention,  its  General  Board  or 
Executive  Committee.  The  seal  shall  be  circular  in  form  and  shall  bear  the  words: 

"Trustees  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  Incorporated  1893. 
SEAL." 

The  trustees  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  all  their  meetings  and  preserve  the  same  in 
permanent  form.  They  shall  elect  their  own  chairperson  and  secretary.  Any  vacancy 
occurring  in  their  membership  between  sessions  of  this  Convention  shall  be  filled  by 
the  General  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

A.     Membership 

1 .     All  members  of  the  General  Board  shall  be  active  resident  members  of 
cooperating  churches  as  defined  in  Article  IVA.3.  For  the  purpose  of 
achieving  equitable  geographical  distribution,  one  (1)  member  shall  be 
elected  from  each  region;  one  (1)  additional  member  shall  be  elected 
from  each  region  for  every  ten  thousand  (10,000)  resident  members  or 
additional  fraction  thereof,  based  on  the  most  recent  tabulation  of  annual 
church  profiles  as  recorded  by  the  Convention  offices.  Members  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  with  a  limit  of  one  (1) 
member  from  any  church,  and  with  careful  attention  to  equitable  geo- 
graphical distribution  within  each  region.  The  regions  shall  be  those 
which  have  appeared  on  a  map  of  North  Carolina  which  has  been  printed 
in  the  Convention  Annual  each  year  since  1938.  Each  member  shall  be 
considered  as  being  from  the  region  in  which  his  or  her  churchs  principal 
place  of  worship  is  located. 
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2.  The  President  and  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents  of  this  Convention 
shall  be  ex  officio  voting  members  of  the  General  Board  and  its 
Executive  Committee. 

3.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  and  the  Recording  Secretary  shall  be 
ex  officio  non-voting  members. 

4.  The  state  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President  and  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Men's  President  shall  be  ex  officio  voting  members. 

5.  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  who 
are  not  then  serving  as  elected  members  of  the  General  Board  shall  be  ex 
officio  non-voting  members  of  the  General  Board. 

6.  No  one  who  is  employed  by  this  Convention,  the  General  Board  or  any 
institution  or  agency  of  this  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or 
supplemented,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  on  the  General  Board 
except  as  an  ex  officio  member. 

7.  In  the  event  members  move  from  the  region  from  which  they  were 
elected,  their  membership  shall  serve  through  the  remainder  of  the  cal- 
endar year.  The  membership  of  those  moving  from  the  state  shall  be  ter- 
minated upon  the  date  of  the  move  from  the  state. 

In  the  event  a  member  fails  to  attend  at  least  one  (1)  meeting  of  the 
General  Board  in  a  calendar  year,  without  giving  due  notice  of  the 
absence,  the  membership  shall  immediately  terminate. 

8.  Any  vacancy  on  the  General  Board  occurring  between  annual  sessions  of 
this  Convention  may  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  Those  elected  shall  serve 
through  the  remainder  of  the  calendar  year.  This  Convention  shall  at  its 
next  annual  session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term. 

9.  The  President,  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents,  the  Recording  Secretary 
and  the  Executive  Director- Treasurer  of  this  Convention,  the  state 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  President  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Men's  President  shall  not  be  used  in  determining  the  number  of  mem- 
bers from  a  region  or  a  church. 

B.  Election 

1.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  as  directed  by  the  Bylaws  of  this 
Convention  and  in  keeping  with  Baptist  policies  and  practices,  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  annual  session  a  slate  of  nominees  for  election,  and  after 
opportunity  for  further  nominations  from  the  floor  is  given,  the  mem- 
bers shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention  in  session. 

2.  Board  members  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  (4)  years  with,  as 
nearly  as  may  be  possible,  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  membership  being 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  provided,  however,  that  any  such  board 
member  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  two 
(2)  years,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  re-elected  to  a  full  term. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself/herself  on  the  General 
Board  after  serving  a  full  term  of  four  (4)  years  until  one  (1)  full  term 
has  elapsed. 

C.  Powers  and  Functions 

Except  as  specifically  limited  by  the  Constitution,  the  General  Board 
shall  have  the  power  to  act  for  this  Convention  in  the  interim  between  ses- 
sions, and  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  agencies  and  institutions  fos- 
tered and  supported  by  this  Convention. 
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D.    Agency  of  the  General  Board 

FRUITLAND  BAPTIST  BIBLE  INSTITUTE.  The  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible 
Institute  is  an  agency  of  the  General  Board.  The  Institute  exists  to  prepare  per- 
sons for  whom  study  in  a  college  or  seminary  is  not  presently  appropriate  for 
the  Christian  ministries  into  which  they  are  called.  It  further  serves  to  encour- 
age some  to  further  training  in  college  and/or  seminary. 

ARTICLE  IX.  INSTITUTIONS,  AGENCIES  AND  COUNCILS 
OF  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  fosters  and  supports  institutions  and  agencies  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  the  churches  in  their  divinely  appointed  mission  of  evangelism, 
education,  missions  and  ministry. 

A.  Institutions  and  Agencies 

1.  Educational  Institutions 

a.  Campbell  University 

b.  Chowan  College 

c.  Gardner-Webb  University 

d.  Mars  Hill  College 

e.  Wingate  University 

2.  Social  Service  Institutions 

a.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

b.  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

3.  Agencies 

a.  Biblical  Recorder,  Inc. 

b.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

B.  Trustees  and  Directors  of  the  Conventions  Institutions  and  Agencies 

The  charter  of  every  institution  or  agency  owned  or  supported  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  this  Convention  shall  contain  the  following  provisions: 

1 .  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  shall  elect  the  trustees 
and  directors  of  the  institutions  and  agencies  listed  above  for  terms  of 
four  (4)  years.  At  the  first  election  by  this  Convention,  one-fourth  (1/4) 
of  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  (1) 
year,  one  fourth  (1/4)  for  two  (2)  years,  one-fourth  (1/4)  for  three  (3) 
years,  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  (1/4)  for  four  (4)  years.  At  each  sub- 
sequent regular  annual  session  of  this  Convention,  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the 
board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  the  institutions  and  agencies  listed  above 
shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention  to  succeed  the  retiring  members  of 
said  board. 

2.  Any  College  may  have  one  ex  officio  trustee  representing  the  Colleges 
alumni/alumnae  who  is  an  active  Christian  church  member.  This  trustee 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Colleges  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  serve 
no  more  than  four  consecutive  one-year  terms.  This  appointment  shall  be 
in  addition  to  the  usual  number  of  trustees  constituting  the  full  member- 
ship of  the  College's  Board. 

3.  The  trustees  and  directors  shall  be  responsible  to  this  Convention  for  the 
operation  of  its  institutions  or  agencies  in  accordance  with  Baptist  princi- 
ples; report  of  work  done  and  undertaken  shall  be  made  annually  to  this 
Convention;  any  change  in  the  charter  of  any  institution  or  agency  which 
would  affect,  alter  or  change  the  purpose  of  the  institution  or  agency  or 
the  relationship  of  the  institution  or  agency  or  its  board  of  trustees  to  this 
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Convention  shall  have  the  prior  approval  of  this  Convention.  No  program 
shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  this  Convention  directly  or 
indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  this 
Convention. 

4.  At  least  three-fourths  (3/4)  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  or 
directors  of  each  institution  or  agency  listed  above  shall  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  and  members  of  churches  cooperating  with  this 
Convention.  Up  to  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  or  directors  of  each  institution  or  agency  listed  above  may  be 
Baptists  from  outside  North  Carolina  who  are  members  of  churches  coop- 
erating with  a  Baptist  State  Convention  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  For  trustees  or  directors  from  outside  North  Carolina,  each 
institution  or  agency  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  a  letter  of  endorsement  from  the  nominees  church. 

5.  If  for  any  reason  a  member  of  a  board  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  a 
church  cooperating  with  this  Convention  or  shall  remove  residence  from 
the  State,  membership  on  any  board  shall  be  thereby  terminated.  Any 
vacancy  on  a  board  may  be  filled  by  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  to  the  Executive  Committee  until  the  next  regular  annual 
session  of  this  Convention,  and  this  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular 
annual  session  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  board  of 
trustees  or  directors  of  the  institutions  and  agencies  listed  above  by  affir- 
mative vote  of  three-fourths  (3/4)  of  the  entire  membership  given  in  regu- 
lar annual  meeting  or  in  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  shall 
have  the  power  to  remove  from  office  any  trustee  or  director  of  such  insti- 
tutions and  agencies  listed  above  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  such 
board,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  or  director,  and 
opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  Board.  This  Convention  shall  have  the 
right  to  remove  any  trustee  or  director  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by 
this  Convention,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  to  such  trustee  or  direc- 
tor, and  opportunity  for  the  trustee  to  be  heard  by  this  Convention. 
Notice  of  such  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  this  Convention  may 
be  given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the 
Convention. 

6.  The  trustees  or  directors  of  the  institutions  and  agencies  of  this 
Convention  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention  after  receiving  nomina- 
tions from  this  Conventions  Committee  on  Nominations  or  from  the 
floor.  Each  institution  or  agency  may  choose  to  nominate  up  to  fifty  per- 
cent (50%)  of  its  trustees  with  the  assurance  that  in  the  event  the 
Convention  does  not  elect  one  of  these  nominees  the  institution  or  agency 
alone  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  another  person  for  the  vacancy. 
Whenever  an  institution  or  agency  exercises  this  option  in  regard  to  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  its  total  number  of  trustees,  never  more  than  fifty  per- 
cent (50%),  the  General  Board,  upon  the  recommendation  of  its  Budget 
Committee,  shall  reduce  the  Cooperative  Program  funds  allocated  to  that 
institution  or  agency  by  the  same  percentage  and  shall  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  Convention,  through  the  proposed  annual  budget,  as  to 
how  such  funds  may  be  used  to  accomplish  other  significant  tasks  of  the 
Convention,  its  institutions  or  agencies.  Any  reversal  of  this  process 
involving  restoration  of  any  Cooperative  Program  funds  will  be  subject  to 
budgetary  limitations  and  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Budget 
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Committee  of  the  General  Board,  of  the  General  Board,  and  of  this 
Convention.  The  trustees  or  directors  of  each  institution  or  agency  of 
this  Convention  shall  make  an  annual  report,  no  later  than  February  1 
of  each  year,  notifying  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the 
Convention  and  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  General  Board  concerning 
the  exercising  of  such  an  option  and  of  all  vacancies  to  be  filled.  Each 
such  nominee  must  be  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  this 
Convention  or  a  church  cooperating  with  a  Baptist  State  Convention 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  each  insti- 
tution or  agency  will  be  required  to  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  a  letter  of  endorsement  from  the  nominees  church.  In  no 
case  shall  more  than  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  the  trustees  of  an 
institution  or  agency  be  from  outside  North  Carolina.  Trustees  thus 
nominated  by  the  institutions  or  agencies  will  not  be  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  Bylaw  II. E. 4.  Any  institution  or  agency  exercising  this 
option  will  forfeit  the  privilege  extended  in  Article  IX.B.3  above. 
7.     The  members  of  the  boards  of  trustees  and  directors  of  the  institutions 
and  agencies  of  this  Convention  shall  be  distributed  as  widely  as  practi- 
cable. The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  who  has  not  resigned,  died,  become 
disqualified,  or  been  removed  shall  not  expire  until  a  successor  shall 
have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

No  individual  shall  serve  on  the  board  of  an  institution  or  agency  of 
this  Convention  who  at  the  same  time  is  holding  membership  on  the 
board  of  any  other  institution,  agency,  or  on  the  General  Board.  No  indi- 
vidual who  is  employed  by  this  Convention,  the  General  Board  or  any 
institution  or  agency  of  this  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or 
supplemental,  shall  serve  on  the  General  Board  or  the  board  of  trustees 
or  directors  of  any  institution  or  agency. 

C.  Agencies 

1.  Biblical  Recorder,  Inc. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  journal  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina.  According  to  its  charter,  the  publication  is  "to  main- 
tain and  safeguard  the  inalienable  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free  press, 
these  rights  and  privileges  being  consistent  with  the  traditional  Baptist 
emphasis  upon  the  freedom,  under  Christ,  of  both  the  human  spirit  and 
Baptist  churches."  The  Biblical  Recorder  shall  be  operated  by  sixteen  (16) 
directors  who  shall  serve  four-year  (4)  terms.  One-fourth  (1/4)  of  the 
directors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  this  Convention. 

2.  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  shall  be  operated  by  twenty  (20)  directors 
who  shall  serve  for  four-year  (4)  terms.  One-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  directors 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  this  Convention.  The  purposes  of  the 
Foundation  shall  be  to  receive,  hold,  and  administer  donations  of 
money  and  property  which  charitable-minded  persons  may  leave  to  it 
from  time-to-time. 

D.  Councils  of  the  Convention 

1 .     Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education 

The  Council  will  work  with  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Council 
to  provide  an  effective  program  for  the  five  (5)  Baptist  colleges  and  uni- 
versities without  in  any  way  hindering  the  trustee  operation  of  any  one 
of  them. 
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a.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  ten  (10)  members  of  the 
General  Board.  The  ten  (10),  or  less,  members  will  be  the  same  per- 
sons who  are  serving  on  the  Christian  Higher  Education  Committee 
of  the  General  Board.  Also,  the  Council  consists  of  the  following 
associate,  voting  members:  the  president,  dean,  and  chairperson  of 
the  trustees  of  each  of  the  colleges  and  universities  receiving  funds 
from  the  Convention.  The  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Higher  Education  serves  as  an  ex  offico  non-voting 
member. 

b.  The  chairperson  shall  be  elected  from  one  of  the  ten  (10),  or  less, 
members  of  the  General  Board.  The  chairperson  of  the  Christian 
Higher  Education  Committee  shall  be  President  of  the  Council,  and 
also  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board. 
The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Council  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bylaws  of 
the  Convention. 

c.  No  member  of  the  Council  who  occupies  a  salaried  position  with  the 
Convention,  its  institutions,  or  its  auxiliaries  shall  have  a  vote  on 
appropriations  that  may  be  made  to  the  institutions.  All  recommend- 
ed appropriations  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General 
Board. 

2.  Council  on  Christian  Social  Services 

The  Council  will  work  to  provide  a  well-integrated  program  for  the 
Children's  Homes,  Retirement  Homes,  and  Hospital  without  in  any  way 
hindering  the  trustee  operation  of  any  one  of  them. 

a.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  ten  (10)  members  of  the 
General  Board.  The  ten  (10),  or  less,  members  will  be  the  same  per- 
sons serving  on  the  Christian  Social  Services  Committee  of  the 
General  Board.  Also,  the  Council  consists  of  the  following  associate, 
voting  members:  President  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.;  the  President  of  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.;  the  President  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.; 
the  Director  of  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care;  and  the  president  or 
chairperson  of  the  trustees  of  each  institution. 

b.  The  chairperson  of  the  Christian  Social  Services  Committee  shall  be 
elected  from  one  of  the  ten  (10),  or  less,  General  Board  members. 
The  chairperson  of  the  Committee  will  be  the  President  of  the 
Council,  and  be  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
General  Board.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Council  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Bylaws  of  the  Convention. 

c.  Representatives  on  the  Council  from  the  institutions  will  not  have 
voting  power  in  the  allocation  of  funds.  No  member  of  the  Council 
who  occupies  a  salaried  position  with  this  Convention,  its  institu- 
tions, or  its  auxiliaries  shall  have  a  vote  on  appropriations  that  may 
be  made  to  the  institutions.  All  recommendations  for  appropriations 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board. 

3.  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs 

a.      The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  ten  (10)  members  of  the 
General  Board,  and  twelve  (12)  at- large  members  serving  a  four  (4) 
year  term.  The  ten  (10),  or  less,  members  will  be  the  same  persons 
serving  on  the  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  Committee  of  the 
General  Board.  The  at-large  members  are  to  be  from  across  the  state 
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and  are  to  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
elected  by  the  Convention.  Also,  the  following  serve  as  associate, 
voting  members:  Editors  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  Charity  and 
Children,  and  two  (2)  college  students  elected  by  the  state  student 
convention  for  a  two-year  (2)  term.  Four  (4)  of  the  twelve  (12)  at- 
large  members  are  to  be  from  the  staff  and  faculty  of  Baptist  theologi- 
cal schools  located  in  North  Carolina,  North  Carolina  Baptist  Social 
Service  Institutions,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. The  remaining  eight  (8)  are  to  have  an  interest  in  and  under- 
standing of  the  field  of  practical  Christian  living. 

b.  The  chairperson  of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  from  one  of  the  ten 
(10),  or  less,  General  Board  members.  The  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  will  be  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  be  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board.  The  duties  and  pow- 
ers of  the  Council  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Bylaws  of  the  Convention. 

c.  Representatives  on  the  Council  from  the  institutions  will  not  have 
voting  power  in  the  allocation  of  funds.  No  member  of  the  Council 
who  occupies  a  salaried  position  with  this  Convention,  its  institu- 
tions, or  its  auxiliaries  shall  have  a  vote  on  appropriations  that  may 
be  made  to  the  institutions;  and  all  appropriations  agreed  upon  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Board. 

d.  The  Council  shall  have  an  Executive  Committee  with  authority  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  Council  between  regular  meetings.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Council,  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  three  (3)  members-at- 
large  elected  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  X.  CONCERNING  DEBTS 

All  borrowing  by  this  Convention  for  its  own  use,  or  for  its  institutions  or  agen- 
cies, or  borrowing  by  any  institution  or  agency,  which  directly  or  indirectly  obligates 
this  Convention,  the  payment  of  which  would  require  an  extension  of  time  beyond  the 
close  of  the  subsequent  fiscal  year,  shall  be  authorized  only  on  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

A.  The  General  Board  shall  have  authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
current  revenue,  provided  that  any  unpaid  balance  of  such  borrowing  at  the 
end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  shall  be  provided  for  in  and  made  a  part  of  the 
budget  for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

B.  Neither  this  Convention,  nor  any  institution  or  agency,  owned  or  supported  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  this  Convention,  shall  accept  or  receive,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, any  gift,  grant,  or  aid  from  the  Federal  or  State  governments  or  any  gov- 
ernmental agency,  except  for  definite  and  full  services  rendered  by  the  institu- 
tion or  agency  in  keeping  with  the  guidelines  established  by  the  General 
Board  upon  the  recommendations  of  its  Services  Rendered  Committee,  and 
reported  in  full  to  the  General  Board. 

C.  No  institution  or  agency  of  this  Convention  shall  encumber  its  property  or 
change  its  status  with  respect  to  this  Convention  without  authority  from  this 
Convention.  Institutions  and  agencies  of  this  Convention,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  General  Board,  shall  have  authority  to  borrow  money  in  antic- 
ipation of  current  revenue,  provided  that  any  unpaid  balance  of  such  borrow- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  shall  be  provided  for  in  and  made  a 
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part  of  the  budget  for  the  subsequent  current  year. 

D.  Upon  approval  of  their  trustees,  institutions  and  agencies  shall  have  the 
authority  to  borrow  money  when  the  Convention  will  not  directly  or  indi- 
rectly be  involved. 

E.  Any  and  all  resolutions  which  propose  the  borrowing  of  money  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  a  definite  schedule  for  repayment.  Such  requests 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  or  General  Board  by  September  15 
of  each  year  for  recommendation  to  this  Convention.  These  recommenda- 
tions shall  be  included  in  the  General  Board's  report  and  subject  to  the  rules 
concerning  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

E      Notice  of  any  and  all  contemplated  borrowing  shall  appear  in  the  Biblical 
Recorder  in  three  (3)  separate  issues  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  this 
Convention  during  which  it  is  proposed  that  action  be  taken. 

ARTICLE  XI.  FISCAL  YEAR 

This  Conventions  fiscal  year  shall  close  on  the  Friday  after  the  last  Sunday  of  the 
year. 

ARTICLE  XII.  ADOPTION  OR  TERMINATION  OF  ACTIVITIES; 
ESTABLISHMENT  OR  TERMINATION  OR  SEVERANCE  OF 
INSTITUTIONS,  AGENCIES  OR  COUNCILS 

A.  Adoption  or  Termination  of  Activities 

Proposals  concerning  a  new  work  or  activity  not  already  being  carried 
on  by  this  Convention  or  termination  of  any  current  work  or  activity  shall  be 
presented  to  the  trustees,  directors,  or  members  of  the  appropriate  agency, 
council,  or  committee  for  action  or  recommendation  as  may  be  necessary.  If 
the  new  work  shall  not  be  undertaken  for  lack  of  funds,  lack  of  authority,  or 
for  any  other  reason,  or  if  the  current  activity  shall  not  be  terminated  as 
requested,  the  proponent  may  present  the  same  to  this  Convention  at  its  reg- 
ular meeting  as  set  forth  hereinafter  in  Paragraph  C. 

B.  Establishment  or  Termination  or  Severance  of  an  Institution,  Agency  or 
Council 

Proposals  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  new  Institution,  Agency,  or 
Council,  or  the  termination  or  severance  of  any  Institution,  Agency  or 
Council  shall  be  presented  to  this  Convention  in  annual  session.  If  this 
Convention,  by  majority  vote,  agrees  that  the  proposal  should  be  further 
considered,  the  procedures  of  Paragraph  C  below  shall  be  favored. 

C.  Proposal  Referred  to  General  Board 

Upon  presentation  of  a  proposal  of  Paragraph  A  above,  or  upon  the  vote 
of  this  Convention  to  further  consider  a  proposal  under  Paragraph  B  above, 
this  Conventions  president  shall  refer  the  proposal  to  the  General  Board  for  a 
detailed  study.  No  final  action  on  any  such  proposal  shall  be  taken  at  the 
Convention  at  which  such  proposal  is  first  made. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  AUXILIARIES 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  North  Carolina  and  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Men  are  recognized  as  auxiliaries  of  this  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  XTV.  RELATIONSHIP  WITH  AFFILIATED 
EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 

Affiliated  educational  institutions  shall  mean  Wake  Forest  University  and  Meredith 
College.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  each  affiliated  educational 
institution  shall  have  a  fraternal,  voluntary  relationship  under  which  each  affiliated 
educational  institution  is  autonomous  in  governance.  In  order  to  facilitate  that  relation- 
ship, each  affiliated  educational  institution  will  have  associate,  non-voting  membership 
on  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  and  will  be  represented  by  the  same 
officers  as  schools  which  are  members  of  the  Council.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  each 
affiliated  educational  institution  shall  be  elected  by  that  Board  in  accordance  with  such 
procedures  as  that  Board  may  prescribe.  The  affiliated  educational  institutions  shall  not 
share  in  the  distribution  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  except  scholarship  funding  for 
North  Carolina  Baptist  students  which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  each  individual 
affiliated  educational  institution  was  receiving  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  at  the  time  the  relationship  changed. 

ARTICLE  XV.  RELATIONSHIP  WITH  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BAPTIST  HOSPITALS,  INCORPORATED 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Incorporated,  will  have  a  voluntary  relation- 
ship as  an  institution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  as  provided  exclusively  in  this 
Article  XV,  any  other  provisions  of  this  Constitution  to  the  contrary  not  withstanding. 

The  Convention  and  the  Hospital  shall  each  elect  one-half  of  the  members  of  the 
Hospital's  board  of  trustees  for  terms  of  four  years.  By  way  of  transition,  for  1998  and 
1999  the  Hospital  shall  elect  six  trustees  each  year,  three  for  four-year  terms  and  three 
for  two-year  terms.  For  2000  and  2001  the  Convention  shall  elect  six  trustees  each 
year,  three  for  four-year  terms  and  three  for  two-year  terms,  and  the  Hospital  shall  elect 
three  trustees  for  four-year  terms.  For  2002  and  thereafter  the  Hospital  shall  elect  three 
trustees  each  year,  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  three  trustees,  each  for  four-year 
terms. 

At  least  one-half  of  the  trustees  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  and  members  of  churches  cooperating  with  the  Convention. 

If  for  any  reason  a  trustee  elected  by  the  Convention  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
a  church  cooperating  with  the  Convention  or  shall  remove  residence  from  the  State 
(unless  in  the  latter  case  the  nonresident  trustee  becomes  a  member  of  a  church  coop- 
erating with  a  Baptist  State  Convention  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
and  there  would  be  no  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  Hospital  trustees  who  are  nonresi- 
dents of  North  Carolina),  membership  on  the  Hospital  board  shall  be  thereby  terminat- 
ed. Any  vacancy  on  the  Hospital  board  resulting  from  the  departure  of  a  trustee  elected 
by  the  Convention,  may  be  filled  by  a  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  to  the  Executive  Committee  until  the  next  regular  annual  session  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  Convention  shall  at  its  next  regular  annual  session  fill  the  vacancy 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Convention  shall  have  the  right  to  remove  any  trustee  elected  by  the 
Convention,  for  cause  considered  sufficient  by  the  Convention,  but  only  after  reason- 
able notice  to  the  trustee  and  an  opportunity  for  the  trustee  to  be  heard  by  the 
Convention.  Notice  of  the  contemplated  action  and  hearing  by  the  Convention  may  be 
given  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Convention. 

The  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  elected  by  the  Convention  who  has  not  resigned, 
died,  become  disqualified  or  been  removed,  shall  not  expire  until  a  successor  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
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The  committee  of  the  Hospital's  board  of  trustees  that  oversees  the  School  of 
Pastoral  Care  shall  have  as  its  members  only  trustees  who  have  been  elected  by  the 
Convention. 

No  individual  elected  by  the  Convention  shall  serve  on  the  Hospital  board  who  at 
the  same  time  is  holding  membership  on  the  board  of  any  other  institution,  agency,  or 
on  the  General  Board.  No  individual  who  is  employed  by  the  Convention,  the  General 
Board  or  any  institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or 
supplemental,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Hospital. 

No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  by  the  Hospital  which  might  involve  the 
Convention  directly  or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  XVI.  RELATIONSHIP  WITH  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  CONFERENCE 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Associational  Missions  Conference  shall  have  a  fraternal,  voluntary,  partnership  rela- 
tionship under  which  each  is  autonomous  in  governance.  The  partnership  between  the 
General  Board  staff  of  the  Convention  and  the  Conference,  comprised  of  Directors  of 
Missions/Associational  Missionaries  of  the  district  associations,  is  a  covenant  relation- 
ship which  recognizes  their  interdependent  roles,  purposes  and  missions,  and  their 
mutual  goal  of  assisting  churches  in  fulfilling  the  great  commission.  The  President  of 
the  Conference  will  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board. 

The  nature  of  the  partnership  consists  of: 

a.  Mutual  trust  and  cooperation  to  assist  churches; 

b.  Cooperative  planning  with  churches; 

c.  A  process  of  sharing  ideas  and  resources; 

d.  An  intentional  approach  to  understand,  trust,  and  accept  each 
other  as  "laborers  together"  in  the  Kingdom;  and 

e.  A  process  for  regularly  evaluating  the  partnership  and  for  regularly 
making  adjustments  as  mutually  deemed  appropriate. 

ARTICLE  XVIL  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  on  the  Tuesday  of  any  annual  ses- 
sion of  this  Convention  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  registered  messengers  present 
and  voting  when  the  vote  is  taken,  provided  that  notice  of  any  and  all  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  shall  appear  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  two  (2)  separate  issues  in 
advance  of  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  in  which  the  proposed  action  is  to  be  taken. 

ARTICLE  XVHI.  VALIDATE 

The  adoption  of  this  new  Constitution  shall  not  invalidate  any  action  validly  taken 
by  or  in  behalf  of  this  Convention  or  any  of  its  institutions  or  agencies  prior  to  the  date 
this  new  Constitution  becomes  effective. 
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BYLAWS 

The  work  of  this  Convention  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  bylaws: 

I.      DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THIS  CONVENTION 

A.  The  President 

The  president  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  this  Convention  and 
discharge  such  other  duties  as  are  imposed  upon  the  president  by  this 
Convention  or  as  are  incumbent  on  the  presiding  officer  of  a  deliberative  body. 
The  president  and  vice-presidents  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  of 
three  (3),  chaired  by  the  president,  to  recommend  a  Committee  on 
Enrollment  and  Committee  on  Committees  to  the  General  Board  for  their 
election  at  its  January  meeting.  The  president  may  appoint  other  committees 
when  so  directed  by  the  body  The  president  and  vice-presidents  shall  serve  as 
ex  officio  voting  members  of  all  Convention  committees,  the  General  Board, 
and  its  Executive  Committee. 

B.  The  Vice-Presidents 

1.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  incapacity  of  the  president  to  serve,  the  vice- 
presidents  shall  succeed  the  president  in  the  order  of  their  rank;  and  so 
succeeding  shall  have  and  discharge  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the 
president. 

2.  The  vice-presidents  shall  serve  on  a  nominating  committee,  chaired  by 
the  president,  to  recommend  a  Committee  on  Enrollment  and  a 
Committee  on  Committees  to  the  General  Board  for  their  election  at  its 
January  meeting  and  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  voting  members  of  all 
Convention  committees,  the  General  Board  and  its  Executive  Committee. 

C.  The  Recording  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  verify  the  draft  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Convention  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  provided  a  copy  of  the  audio 
recording  and  a  transcribed  draft  of  the  proceedings  by  the  secretary  of  the 
General  Board.  The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  will  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  during  a  Convention  year.  In  case  of  resignation  or  death  of  the 
Recording  Secretary,  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  will  succeed  to  the 
office  of  Recording  Secretary. 

D.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer 

1.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  of  this  Convention  shall  promote  the 
whole  program  of  this  Convention,  including  Missions,  Evangelism, 
Higher  Education,  and  Social  Services  and  may  serve  as  adviser  to  all  the 
institutions,  agencies,  and  committees  of  this  Convention.  The  Executive 
Director-Treasurer  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  and  be  subject  to  the 
authority  of  the  General  Board  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision 
of  such  work  as  shall  be  assigned  by  this  Convention  and/or  its  General 
Board. 

2.  In  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  each  and  all  these  functions,  the 
Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall: 

a.  Coordinate  and  evaluate  General  Board  programs  with  the  help  of 
the  General  Board  and  its  Executive  Committee; 

b.  Advise  and  otherwise  assist  the  General  Board,  this  Convention  and 
their  committees  and  subcommittees,  including  the  provision  of 
direct  staff  help  in  planning  meetings,  preparing  agenda,  presenting 
analyses,  facts,  and  recommendations; 
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c.  Plan,  coordinate,  and  supervise  the  entire  budgetary  process  (formu- 
lation, authorization,  and  administration)  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  where  appropriate,  this  Convention; 

d.  Assume  responsibility  for  the  administration,  coordination,  and 
direction  of  General  Board  staff,  including  the  recommendations  of 
all  divisions  and  department  heads,  organization  of  professional  staff, 
development  of  professional  staff  position  descriptions,  and  prepara- 
tion of  personnel  policies; 

e.  Encourage  staff  members  to  make  their  fullest  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina; 

f.  Work  on  a  cooperating  basis  with  the  heads  of  all  Boards  and 
Agencies  of  this  Convention; 

g.  Promote  participation  in  and  support  for  all  North  Carolina  Baptist 
and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  programs  and  represent  the 
General  Board,  as  appropriate,  to  the  denomination  and  the  public. 

3.  As  Treasurer,  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  sent 
for  the  objectives  of  the  Conventions,  and  make  acknowledgments  of  the 
same  in  the  manner  as  the  General  Board  may  determine  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  these  duties.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  sign 
all  checks  which  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Business  Manager. 
However,  in  the  event  that  either  is  unable  to  perform  this  duty  because 
of  disability  or  other  cause,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  designate 
someone  to  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  either  officer,  each  of  whom  shall  be 
bonded  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  General  Board.  The 
Executive  Director- Treasurer  shall  forward  at  least  once  a  month  all  con- 
tributions to  their  destinations  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  which  shall  be  published  in  the  minutes  of 
this  Convention,  and  upon  retiring  from  or  leaving  office,  shall  deliver  to 
the  successor  all  money,  papers,  books,  and  other  property  belonging 
thereto. 

4.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  General 
Board  staff. 

E.     The  Parliamentarian(s) 

The  Parliamentarian(s)  shall  advise  and  assist  the  Presiding  Officer  of  this 
Convention  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  proce- 
dure. The  Rules  of  Order  for  this  Convention  shall  be  those  laid  down  in 
Roberts  "Rules  of  Order,"  but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear 
the  President  shall  exercise  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  to  this  Convention. 

II.     CONVENTION  COMMITTEES 

A.     Categories 

1 .  Committees  nominated  by  this  Conventions  president  and  vice 
presidents: 

a.  Committee  on  Enrollment 

b.  Committee  on  Committees 

2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  which  shall 
also  nominate  the  chairperson  of  said  Committees: 

a.  Committee  on  Resolutions 

b.  Committee  on  Nominations 

c.  Committee  on  Convention  Program,  Place  and  Preacher 
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d.  Committee  on  Local  Arrangements 

e.  Committee  on  Memorials 

f.  Historical  Committee 

g.  Committee  on  Trustee  Orientation 

h.     Committee  on  Cooperation  with  General  Baptists 
3.     Special  Committees 

B.  Membership 

1.  Membership  on  Convention  committees  shall  not  bar  one  from  serving  as 
a  member  of  the  General  Board,  or  as  a  director  of  any  agency  of  this 
Convention,  or  as  a  trustee  of  any  institution  of  this  Convention. 

2.  The  terms  of  office  of  all  standing  Convention  committees  shall  begin  at 
the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  they  are  elected  and  shall 
terminate  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  at  which  their 
successors  are  elected,  unless  otherwise  designated. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  succeed  himself/herself  on  the  Committee 
on  which  he/she  is  serving,  or  any  other  standing  committee,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  until  one  full  term  has  elapsed,  provided  he/she  has 
served  a  full  term. 

C.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  occurring  in  committees  between  sessions  of  this  Convention 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
President  and  Vice-Presidents,  and  the  General  Board  shall  report  this  action 
to  the  Convention  for  approval  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Convention. 
When  the  Chairman  of  a  standing  committee  resigns  or  moves  out  of  the  state 
between  sessions  of  this  Convention,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  through  nomi- 
nation by  the  current  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  General  Boards  Executive  Committee. 

D.  Reports 

1.  All  Committees  shall  report  either  by  oral  report  or  written  report  at  the 
next  annual  session  of  this  Convention. 

2.  Nothing  contained  in  reports  to  this  Convention  shall  be  construed  as  an 
action  of  this  Convention  except  the  recommendations  which  are  defi- 
nitely listed  and  adopted  by  this  Convention. 

E.  Duties  and  Membership  of  Convention  Committees: 

1.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ENROLLMENT  shall  consist  of  nine  (9)  mem- 
bers, three  (3)  of  whom  shall  have  served  the  previous  year.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to  provide  for  the  registration  of  messengers  and  visitors  prior  to 
and  during  the  Convention.  This  Committee  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
assembled  messengers  upon  the  call  of  the  President  and  shall  serve  as  a 
committee  on  credentials. 

2.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  mem- 
bers. Its  duties  shall  be  to  nominate  for  election  by  this  Convention  the 
committees  listed  below,  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  assigned 
to  it.  This  Committee  shall  also  nominate  the  chairman  of  all  such  com- 
mittees. 

It  is  desirable  that  at  least  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  members 
nominated  to  all  committees  of  this  Convention  shall  come  from  church- 
es with  a  resident  membership  under  four  hundred  (400).  No  one  shall 
be  nominated  to  serve  on  more  than  one  (1)  committee  at  the  same  time. 
It  is  desirable  that  no  church  shall  have  more  than  six  (6)  members  serv- 
ing at  one  (1)  time  on  committees.  Any  addition  beyond  six  (6)  must  be 
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individually  justified  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  to  this 
Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Committees  shall  include  in  its  report  as  a  mini- 
mum the  name,  church,  home  town,  association,  occupation,  and  sex  of 
each  nominee,  the  name  of  the  committee  on  which  the  nominee  is  to 
serve  together  with  such  summary  information  as  will  make  clear  to  this 
Convention  the  diversity  and  breadth  of  representation  provided  by  the 
slates  of  nominees. 

The  above  committees  shall  upon  election  by  the  General  Board 
begin  their  work  no  later  than  March  1 . 

3.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS  shall  consist  of  fourteen  (14) 
members,  nine  (9)  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on 
Committees  and  elected  by  this  Convention  to  serve  three  (3)  year 
terms,  three  (3)  of  whom  will  rotate  off  each  year. 

The  five  (5)  remaining  members  shall  be  nominated  by  the  chair- 
person of  the  Executive  Committee  from  the  General  Board,  with  at 
least  two  (2)  of  the  five  (5)  from  the  Executive  Committee,  and  elected 
by  the  Executive  Committee  for  one  (1)  year  terms,  after  its  organiza- 
tional meeting  in  January. 
The  Committee  on  Resolutions  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  For  reviewing  all  properly  submitted  resolutions; 

b.  For  presenting  to  this  Convention  for  its  consideration  all  appropri- 
ate resolutions; 

c.  For  recommending  to  the  appropriate  committee  or  group,  or  to 
the  Convention  the  formation  of  a  special  committee,  for  study, 
those  concerns  which  arise  out  of  a  resolution  that  seems  to  call  for 
action. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  shall  observe  the  following  procedures: 

a.  All  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 
in  writing  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  Convention.  The 
committee  shall  consider  all  resolutions  submitted.  Those  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention  shall  be  printed  in  an  edition  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder  dated  prior  to  the  Convention.  Exceptions  to  prior 
publication  may  be  made  in  the  case  of  emergency  resolutions  deal- 
ing with  matters  such  as  national  disasters,  public  tragedies,  or  late 
developments.  Also,  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  pre- 
sent and  voting  at  the  Convention  the  rules  may  be  suspended  and 
a  resolution  taken  up  for  immediate  consideration. 

b.  The  Committee  may: 

(1)  reword  resolutions  for  clarity, 

(2)  combine  like  issues  into  one  resolution,  or, 

(3)  reject  resolutions  which  have  been  previously  addressed  or  are 
inappropriate. 

c.  The  Committee  shall  notify  those  submitting  resolutions  of  the  dis- 
position thereof.  Where  possible,  notification  shall  be  made  prior  to 
the  Convention. 

4.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20) 
members,  serving  four  (4)  year  terms,  five  (5)  of  whom  shall  rotate  off 
each  year.  No  individual  who  is  employed  by  this  Convention,  the 
General  Board,  or  any  institution  or  agency  of  this  Convention,  whether 
the  salary  be  total  or  supplemented,  shall  serve  on  this  committee. 
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This  committee  shall  nominate  persons  to  serve  on  the  boards  of 
trustees  and  directors  of  all  agencies,  institutions,  the  General  Board, 
and  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Committee  shall  nominate  at  least  twenty- 
five  percent  (25%)  of  the  members  to  the  various  boards,  institutions 
and  agencies  from  churches  with  resident  membership  under  four  hun- 
dred (400).  No  person  shall  be  nominated  to  serve  on  more  than  one 
(1)  board  at  the  same  time.  They  shall  also  nominate  members  for 
vacancies  for  the  twelve  (12)  members-at-large  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  and  such  other  nominations  as  may  be 
delegated  to  the  Committee  by  this  Convention.  It  is  desirable  that  no 
church  shall  have  more  than  six  (6)  members  serving  at  one  time  on 
Convention  boards.  Any  addition  beyond  six  (6)  must  be  individually 
justified  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  this  Convention. 

a.  The  Committee  shall  begin  to  function  upon  election.  It  shall  meet 
as  often  as  needed  to  prepare  recommendations  for  vacancies  and 
shall  begin  not  later  than  July  1  to  prepare  recommendations  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  this  Convention. 

b.  This  Committee  shall  invite  through  letter  each  institution  and 
agency  to  submit  recommendations  for  vacancies  for  their  respec- 
tive institutions  and  agencies  occurring  annually  or  between  annual 
sessions  of  this  Convention.  The  Committee  shall  invite  individuals 
through  the  Biblical  Recorder  to  submit  recommendations  for 
trustees  of  institutions  and  agencies  and  for  terms  on  the  General 
Board;  this  invitation  shall  include  a  current  list  of  how  many  per- 
sons are  to  be  elected  to  the  General  Board  in  that  year  from  each 
region.  All  recommendations  shall  be  accompanied  by  biographical 
material,  including  general  assessments  by  personal  and  church  ref- 
erences. Recommendations  and  supporting  material  shall  be  sub- 
mitted early  enough  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to 
acknowledge  and  carefully  evaluate  each  recommendation  and 
make  an  informed  decision  based  upon  character,  churchmanship, 
and  special  skills  required  by  the  particular  institution.  All  such 
materials  shall  be  kept  by  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  during  the  period  of  active  work  up  to  and  until  the 
time  of  the  Convention,  and  all  such  materials  received  from 
churches  and  individuals  shall  be  shared  upon  receipt  with  the  par- 
ticular institution  involved.  After  this  Convention  has  taken  action 
on  nominations,  the  chairperson  will  forward  all  biographical  mate- 
rials to  the  new  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

c.  When  the  Committee  meets  to  do  its  work,  it  shall  give  careful  con- 
sideration to  those  who  have  been  recommended  from  the  various 
sources  indicated  above  and  to  the  fact  that  the  trustees  of  each 
institution  or  agency  are  close  to  that  institution  or  agency,  have 
expert  knowledge  of  its  needs  and  possibilities,  possess  a  deep  inter- 
est and  concern  for  the  institution  or  agency,  and  know  the  men 
and  women  who  can  best  serve  the  institution  or  agency. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall: 
(1)   Consult  with  the  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Convention  institutions  and  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
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mining  the  specific  trustee  skills  needed. 

(2)  Consult  as  needed  with  persons  making  recommendations  with 
respect  to  their  recommendations  for  membership  on  the 
General  Board  and  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  institutions  and 
agencies. 

(3)  Share  with  the  institutions  and  agencies  its  proposed  nomina- 
tions prior  to  notification  of  these  nominees.  This  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  further  consultation  if  further  consultation  is  deemed 
necessary  by  either  the  Committee  or  the  Boards  of  Trustees. 

(4)  Then  it  shall  be  free  to  follow  its  own  best  judgment  in  making 
nominations  to  this  Convention  or  the  General  Board.  The 
Committee  should  strive  to  select  and  nominate  the  best  repre- 
sentatives of  our  Convention  from  the  vast  resources  available  to 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

d.  Special  emphasis  should  be  given  to: 

(1)  Stability  of  effective  leadership,  thus  assuring  the  continuous 
work  of  Baptists; 

(2)  Demonstrated  active  churchmanship,  thus  assuring  effective 
Baptist  State  Convention  representation; 

(3)  A  cross-section  of  membership,  thus  assuring  representation  of 
churches  of  various  sizes  and  types,  a  variety  of  professional  and 
educational  backgrounds,  geographical  areas,  different  age 
groups,  and  both  lay  persons  and  ministers.  It  is  desirable  to 
avoid  the  concentration  of  leadership  in  too  few  places. 

e.  Consent  of  the  nominee  to  serve  shall  be  secured  by  the  Committee 
prior  to  the  recommendations  to  this  Convention  or  the  General 
Board. 

f.  The  full  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  published  in  the  Biblical 
Recorder  at  least  four  (4)  weeks  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  this 
Convention.  The  report  shall  include  as  a  minimum  the  name, 
church,  home  town,  association,  occupation,  and  sex  of  each  nomi- 
nee, the  name  of  the  institution  or  agency  on  whose  board  the  nomi- 
nee is  to  serve,  together  with  such  summary  information  as  will 
make  clear  to  this  Convention  the  diversity  and  breadth  of  represen- 
tation provided  by  the  slates  of  nominees. 

The  name  of  any  person  to  be  nominated  from  the  floor  of  the 
Convention  and  the  name  of  the  nominee  intended  to  be  displaced 
shall  be  published  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  at  least  one  (1)  week  prior 
to  this  Conventions  annual  session.  In  addition,  biographical  materi- 
al relating  to  any  person  proposed  to  be  nominated  from  the  floor  of 
this  Convention  shall  be  given  to  the  institution  or  agency  involved 
and  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  one  (1)  week  prior  to 
such  session. 
5.     The  COMMITTEE  ON  CONVENTION  PROGRAM,  PLACE  AND 

PREACHER  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12)  members  serving  three  (3)  year 
terms,  four  (4)  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  This  committee  shall 
be  responsible: 

a.  for  recommending  the  preacher  for  the  next  annual  session  of  this 
Convention; 

b.  for  recommending  to  this  Convention  a  place  of  meeting,  when 
necessary; 
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c.  for  the  program  of  the  current  year  and  preliminary  plans  (speakers 
and  theme)  for  the  next  annual  session;  and 

d.  for  providing  time  prior  to  the  evening  session  on  Tuesday  for  the 
introduction  of  any  matters  of  business  requiring  a  vote  not  sched- 
uled on  the  agenda  and  will  designate  times  when  such  matters  will 
be  considered.  No  new  items  of  business  directing  the  Convention  or 
committing  funds  which  require  a  vote  may  be  introduced  following 
the  designated  time  on  Tuesday. 

e.  for  all  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  annual  session  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LOCAL  ARRANGEMENTS  shall  consist  of  nine 
(9)  members,  serving  one  (1)  year  terms,  who  are  residents  of  the  area 
where  the  convention  will  be  held.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  for  supervising  all  arrangements  with  the  local  auditorium  including 
furniture  and  needed  equipment; 

b.  for  working  with  Convention  staff,  Program  Committee,  and  the 
Committee  on  Enrollment  of  this  Convention  in  arranging  for  display 
booths,  sound  system  and  other  arrangements  necessary  for  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Convention; 

c.  for  the  Teller  Committee  (subcommittee  of  Local  Arrangements).  The 
chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Arrangements  shall  appoint 
three  (3)  members  of  the  Committee  on  Local  Arrangements  to  serve 
as  the  Teller  Committee.  This  subcommittee  will  receive  and  count 
all  ballots  on  votes  taken  during  the  Convention.  The  Teller 
Committee  chairman  will  report  results  on  all  votes  to  the 
Convention  president  or  presiding  officer. 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS  shall  consist  of  six  (6)  members, 
serving  three  (3)  year  terms,  two  (2)  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year. 
The  Committee  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  for  preparing  a  report  memorializing  ministers  and  lay  leaders  who 
have  died  since  the  adjournment  of  the  previous  annual  session  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention;  and 

b.  for  recommending  names  of  those  to  whom  the  Annual  of  this 
Convention  is  to  be  dedicated. 

THE  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12)  members, 
serving  four  (4)  year  terms,  three  (3)  of  whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year. 
This  committee  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  for  recommending  appropriate  measures  for  the  preservation  of 
Baptist  history; 

b.  for  seeking  to  preserve  the  minutes  and  records  of  all  Baptist  bodies, 
churches,  associations,  and  conventions;  historical  manuscripts; 
printed  materials,  including  correspondence;  and  museum  objects; 

c.  for  encouraging  the  writing  and  publication  of  high-standard  histo- 
ries of  individuals,  churches,  associations,  and  conventions; 

d.  for  recommending  which  historic  sites,  including  buildings,  should 
be  properly  marked  and  preserved  when  these  are  related  to  Baptist 
history; 

e.  for  working  in  close  collaboration  with  the  historical  researcher 
employed  jointly  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Wake  Forest 
University,  who  works  directly  with  the  Baptist  Collection  in  the 
Wake  Forest  University  Library;  and 
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f.      for  reporting  annually  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

9.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TRUSTEE  ORIENTATION  shall  consist  of  nine 
(9)  members,  serving  three  (3)  year  terms,  three  (3)  of  whom  shall  rotate 
off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  for  planning  and  promoting  an  annual  orientation  program  for 
trustees  and  directors  of  Convention  institutions  and  agencies; 

b.  for  preparing  a  brief  manual  of  instruction  for  use  by  trustees  and 
directors  of  Convention  institutions  and  agencies;  and 

c.  for  revising  this  manual  as  occasion  requires. 

10.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION  WITH  GENERAL  BAPTISTS 
shall  consist  of  six  (6)  members,  serving  three  (3)  year  terms,  two  (2)  of 
whom  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The  Executive  Director-Treasurer,  the 
President  of  this  Convention,  a  college  student,  and  the  African  American 
Strategist  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  voting  members.  These  members  shall 
form  a  joint  committee  with  a  comparable  group  from  the  General  Baptist 
Convention.  This  joint  committee  shall  be  responsible: 

a.  for  studying  and  recommending  periodically  to  their  respective 
groups  areas  of  cooperative  work  and  activities  and  projects  that  will 
strengthen  our  common  fellowship  as  well  as  advance  the  work  of 
our  Lord. 

b.  for  serving  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  African  American  Strategist. 

III.  ELIGIBILITY  FOR  MEMBERSHIP  ON  THE  GENERAL  BOARD,  ON  BOARDS 
OF  TRUSTEES  AND  DIRECTORS  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES  OF 
THIS  CONVENTION 

A.  Members  of  the  General  Board  and  Trustees  and  Directors  of  any  institution  or 
agency  of  the  Convention  shall  be  members  of  churches  cooperating  with  the 
Convention,  except  as  otherwise  specified  in  Articles  IX. B. 3  and  IX.B.5  of  the 
Constitution. 

B.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  on  January  1,  following  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Convention  at  which  members  were  elected;  and  shall  end  on  December 
31  following  the  Convention  at  which  their  successors  were  elected,  unless 
sooner  terminated. 

C.  In  no  case  shall  a  member  of  any  board  serve  a  continuous  term  of  more  than 
four  (4)  years,  provided;  however,  that  any  such  board  member  who  shall 
have  been  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  less  than  two  (2)  years,  shall  be  eligible 
to  be  re-elected  to  a  full  term.  No  person  employed  by  the  General  Board,  an 
institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention,  whether  the  salary  be  total  or  supple- 
mented, shall  serve  on  the  General  Board  or  Board  of  Trustees  or  Directors  of 
any  other  institution  or  agency 

D.  A  member  of  a  board  of  any  institution  or  agency  of  this  Convention  having 
completed  a  full  term  of  office  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  to  member- 
ship on  the  same  board  until  the  elapse  of  one  (1)  year,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
immediate  election  to  membership  on  the  board  of  any  other  institution  or 
agency  of  the  Convention. 

E.  A  member  of  the  General  Board  having  completed  a  full  term  of  office  shall 
not  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  General  Board  until  the  elapse  of  one  (1)  full 
term,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  immediate  election  to  membership  on  the  board 
of  any  other  institution  or  agency  of  the  Convention. 
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IV.    GENERAL  BOARD 

The  General  Board  (hereafter  referred  to  as  Board)  has  the  powers  and  duties 
and  responsibilities  as  charged  by  the  Convention  as  described  herein.  The  Board 
shall  organize  itself  in  a  manner  established  in  the  Bylaws  of  the  Convention. 
A.     POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

1.  Shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  work  of  this  Convention  in  the  inter- 
im between  sessions  of  this  Convention,  except  those  activities  commit- 
ted specifically  by  charter  to  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  its  institutions  and 
agencies;  and 

2.  Shall  have  the  power  to  act  for  this  Convention  in  the  interim  between 
sessions  of  this  Convention;  and  any  action  taken  during  the  interim 
shall  be  binding  on  this  Convention  and  reported  fully  to  this 
Convention  at  its  next  session;  and 

3.  Shall  make  and  approve  all  appropriations  at  its  January  meeting,  and 
thereby  implement  the  budget  as  adopted  by  this  Convention;  and 

4.  Shall  take  no  action  to  contravene  any  action  of  this  Convention  nor  to 
launch  any  new  institutions;  however,  it  may  provide  for  the  expansion 
of  any  phase  of  work  which  its  income  and  resources  may  make  possible. 
It  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  bringing  to  the  Convention  for  its  con- 
sideration recommendations  concerning  any  phase  or  work  that  is  being 
done  or  that  should  be  undertaken  in  order  that  this  Convention  may 
have  an  overall  picture  of  the  total  program  of  North  Carolina  Missionary 
Baptists.  Upon  any  proposal  being  referred  to  the  General  Board  under 
Article  XII,  paragraph  C  of  the  Constitution,  the  Board  shall  structure  a 
study  that  shall  provide  full  information  to  the  Convention,  prior  to  its 
next  regular  session,  including: 

a.  an  analysis  of  the  need  for  the  activity,  Institution,  Agency  or 
Council; 

b.  alternate  approaches  available  to  the  Convention; 

c.  a  feasibility  study,  showing  costs,  both  immediate  and  long-range; 
and 

d.  availability  or  lack  of  resources. 

5.  Shall  make  a  report  of  its  activities  during  the  year  to  the  Convention. 
The  Board  shall  have  its  report  printed  and  ready  for  distribution  at  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention,  including  reports  from  Education 
Institutions,  Hospitals,  Children's  Homes,  Retirement  Homes,  Baptist 
Foundation,  Biblical  Recorder,  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education, 
Council  on  Christian  Social  Services,  Council  on  Christian  Life  and 
Public  Affairs  and  all  other  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Convention. 

6.  Shall  recommend  to  the  Convention  the  budget  allocations  of 
Cooperative  Program  undesignated  gifts  for  each  objective  of  this 
Convention,  and  the  amount  or  percentage  of  Cooperative  Program 
funds  to  be  allocated  to  Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes. 

7.  Shall  employ  a  certified  public  accountant  each  year  to  make  a  complete 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  controller,  and  it 
shall  employ  or  cause  to  be  employed  a  certified  public  accountant  or 
accountants,  to  make  annual  audits  of  all  institutions  and  agencies  of  the 
Convention. 

a.      A  copy  of  the  annual  audit  of  the  General  Board  and  the  annual 
audit  of  each  institution  or  agency  receiving  funds  from  the 
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Convention  shall  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer 
of  the  Convention.  The  audit  of  the  General  Board  and  a  summary 
of  the  other  audits  shall  be  presented  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  not  later  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  of  the 
Convention,  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  Board,  in  the 
Biblical  Recorder. 
b.     The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer 
shall  have  the  authority  to  provide  the  forms  which  will  indicate 
what  items  should  appear  in  the  summary  of  the  other  audits. 
8.     Shall  receive  at  its  January  meeting  from  a  nominating  committee  con- 
sisting of  the  officers  of  the  Convention,  i.e.,  President,  First  and  Second 
Vice-Presidents;  a  list  of  proposed  nominees  to  serve  on  the  Committee 
on  Enrollment  and  the  Committee  on  Committees  of  the  Convention. 
The  Board  shall  consider  a  motion  from  the  nominating  committee  to 
elect  the  proposed  nominees. 
B.     ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

1.  MEETINGS 

The  Board  shall  meet  three  (3)  times  a  year.  The  first  and  third 
meetings  shall  be  in  January  and  September  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday.  The  mid-year  meeting  shall  be  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  May  or  a  more  conve- 
nient time  recommended  by  the  Executive  Director- Treasurer  and 
General  Board  president  and  voted  on  by  the  Executive  Committee  in 
the  March  meeting.  In  case  of  an  emergency,  a  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Board  or  by 
request  from  a  majority  of  the  General  Board  members. 

2.  OFFICERS 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  the  following  officers  shall  be 
elected  and  they  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied: a  President,  a  Vice-President,  and  a  Recording  Secretary. 

3.  AREAS  OF  MINISTRY  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

At  the  January  meeting,  all  of  the  work  of  the  Board  and  the 
Convention  shall  be  organized  and  promoted  under  the  following  areas 
of  ministry:

4.     COMMITTEES  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

The  Board  shall  organize  into  committees  to  assist  in  the  planning 
and  implementing  of  the  work  of  the  Convention  as  charged  to  the 
Board 
a.      Committee  Identification  and  Assignment  of  Board  Members 

(1)  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  committees  of  the  Board.  The 
identification  of  the  committees  is  consistent  with  the  organiza- 
tional structure  of  the  General  Board  staff.  More  specific 
description  and  duties  of  each  committee  are  set  forth  else- 
where in  the  Bylaws: 

(a)  Executive  Committee 

(b)  Business  Services  Committee 

(c)  Congregational  Services  Committee 

(d)  Convention  Relationships  Committee 

(e)  Mission  Growth  Evangelism  Committee

(2)  The  officers  of  the  Board,  namely  President  and  Vice  President, 
will  be  responsible  for  assigning  all  newly  elected  Board  mem- 
bers to  one  of  the  committees  of  the  Board.  The  assignment 
process  will  take  into  consideration  the  following  parameters: 
experience  in  the  convention,  experience  in  an  association, 
vocation,  personal  preference,  and  the  needs  of  the  convention. 
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The  assignment  process  and  notification  of  assignments  will  be 
finished  at  least  two  (2)  weeks  prior  to  the  January  meeting  of 
the  Board.  Also,  the  officers  will  review  and  take  into  considera- 
tion any  recommendations  furnished  by  the  Executive  Leader 
associated  with  the  work  of  a  specific  committee. 

(3)   The  committees  of  the  Board  reflect  the  organizational  structure 
of  the  Board  staff  and  the  work  of  the  Convention.  The  commit- 
tees will  meet  for  organizational  purposes  at  the  January  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  at  which  time  they  shall  elect  a  chairperson. 
They  will  meet  at  other  times  as  specified  or  as  called  by  the 
committee  chairperson,  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  or  the 
Executive  Group  Leader.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  serve  as 
ex  officio  voting  members  of  all  committees  and  subcommittees. 
The  Executive  Director-Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex  officio 
non-voting  member  of  all  committees  and  subcommittees. 

Committee  Structure,  Responsibilities  and  Duties 

(1)   Executive  Committee 

(a)  Structure 

The  Committee  as  constituted  the  year  previous  shall 
remain  intact  until  the  January  meeting  of  the  General 
Board  with  the  exception  of  the  newly  elected  Convention 
officers.  The  Committee  will  be  reconstituted  during  the 
January  meeting.  The  membership  of  the  Committee  is 
comprised  of  persons  serving  in  positions  of  leadership  list- 
ed below.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  serve  as 
Chairperson.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Board  shall  serve  as 
Vice-Chairperson.

{3}  Any  member  who  misses  two  (2)  consecutive  meet- 
ings without  acceptable  reason  shall  be  automatically 
replaced, 
(b)   Responsibilities  and  Duties 

{ 1 }   The  committee  shall  work  with  the  Executive  Leader 
of  the  Strategic  Initiatives  and  Planning  Group  to  pro- 
mote its  task  in  assisting  all  Groups  of  the  General 
Board  Staff  in  strategic  planning  and  implementation. 
{2}   The  committee  shall  assist  the  Strategic  Initiatives  and 
Planning  Group  in  helping  churches  to  be  aware  of 
the  cultural  trends  that  impact  their  ministries. 
5.     AGENCY  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

The  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  is  an  agency  of  the  General 
Board  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
a.      Board  of  Advisors 

The  operations  of  the  school  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  a 
Board  of  Advisors,  who  are  elected  by  the  General  Board. 
(1)   The  Board  of  Advisors  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12)  members, 
each  serving  a  four-year  (4)  term.  One-fourth  (1/4)  of  the 
members  shall  be  elected  each  year  at  the  September  meeting 
of  the  General  Board.  The  term  of  service  shall  begin  January  1. 
During  the  May  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
General  Board,  the  chairperson  shall  appoint  three  (3)  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve  as  a  nominating  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  recommending  nominees  for  the 
Board  of  Advisors  to  the  General  Board. 

(a)  One-third  (1/3)  of  the  membership  shall  be  chosen  from 
the  alumni  of  the  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  who 
may  or  may  not  be  presently  serving  as  members  of  the 
General  Board. 

(b)  One-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  shall  be  chosen  from 
those  presently  serving  on  the  General  Board. 

(c)  One-third  (1/3)  of  the  members  shall  be  chosen  at  large 
from  among  members  of  cooperating  North  Carolina 
Baptist  churches  not  presently  serving  on  the  General 
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Board.  The  at  large  members  should  have  expertise  in 
budget,  finance,  and  Baptist  life. 

(d)  At  least  four  (4)  of  the  members  shall  be  laypersons. 

(e)  If  for  any  reason  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Advisors  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member  of  a  church  cooperating  with  this 
Convention,  or  shall  remove  residence  from  the  state, 
membership  on  the  Board  will  be  thereby  terminated.  A 
member  whose  General  Board  membership  is  terminated 
due  to  a  relocation  within  the  state  may  continue  his/her 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Advisors  until  that  term 
expires.  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee  between  sessions  of  the  General 
Board. 

(f)  No  person  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Advisors  for  more 
than  one  (1)  four-year  term,  and  may  not  be  re-elected  to 
the  Board  until  one  (1)  year  has  elapsed. 

(g)  No  person  shall  serve  on  the  Board  of  Advisors  who  at  the 
same  time  is  employed,  either  partially  or  fully,  by 
Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  or  by  any  institution  or 
agency  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

(2)   Responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Advisors 

(a)  The  Board  of  Advisors  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General 
Board  and  ultimately  to  the  Convention  for  the  operation 
of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  and  for  all  administra- 
tive and  policy  decisions  of  the  Institute  in  the  regular  and 
proper  performance  of  the  task  of  the  Institute. 

(b)  The  Board  shall  report  annually  to  the  September  meeting 
of  the  General  Board,  and  a  synopsis  of  the  report  shall  be 
given  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Convention. 

(c)  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  submitting  an  annual 
budget  to  the  Budget  Committee  to  be  included  with  the 
budget  of  the  General  Board  for  approval  by  the 
Convention  in  annual  session. 

(d)  The  Board  has  the  responsibility  for  administering  the 
budget.  The  Board  shall  have  the  responsibility  for  all  per- 
sonnel matters  of  the  Institute  except  the  selection  or  dis- 
missal of  the  President  of  the  Institute. 

(e)  The  Board  shall  be  responsible  to  the  General  Board  for 
the  fiscal  operation  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  and 
shall  make  periodic  financial  reports  to  the  General  Board, 
including  independent  annual  audits. 

(f)  All  properties  shall  remain  in  the  trusteeship  of  the 
Convention.  No  debt  shall  be  incurred  without  the 
approval  of  the  General  Board. 

(g)  The  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  secure  endowment 
for  the  Institute  in  accordance  with  policies  of  the 
Convention  and  its  institutions  and  agencies. 

President  of  the  Institute 

The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
Institute  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Advisors.  For  the 
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employment  or  dismissal  of  a  President,  the  Board  of  Advisors  shall 
recommend  action  to  the  General  Board.  The  President  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  recommending  all  other  personnel  matters  to 
the  Board  of  Advisors. 

c.  Change  of  Status 

Any  change  of  status  regarding  the  purpose  of  Fruitland  Baptist 
Bible  Institute  shall  be  approved  by  the  Convention  in  annual  ses- 
sion, upon  recommendation  of  the  General  Board. 

d.  Other  Considerations 

All  other  considerations  regarding  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible 
Institute  not  specified  in  these  Bylaws  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  1986  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  Study  Committee  Report 
and  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  expressed  intent  of  that  docu- 
ment. 

V.     COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

A.  Duties  and  Responsibilities 

1 .  Shall  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  proper  correlation  of  the  work  and 
programs  in  the  several  educational  institutions  supported  by  the 
Convention; 

2.  Shall  study  the  needs  of  the  institutions  and  their  ability  to  meet  these 
needs,  and  upon  the  basis  of  its  findings  shall  recommend  to  the 
General  Board  allocations  to  the  institutions  of  such  funds  as  may  be 
made  available  for  Christian  Higher  Education  by  the  Convention  or  the 
General  Board; 

3.  Shall  formulate  and  promote  plans  for  increasing  interest  and  support 
for  these  institutions  and  to  make  reports  in  detail  to  the  General  Board 
concerning  all  its  work  and  findings; 

4.  Shall  study  all  requests  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  regard  to  a 
change  of  status  by  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  or  university  and  to 
make  such  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  as  the  Council  deems 
appropriate. 

B.  Executive  Director 

1.  The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  in  cooperation  with  the 
Executive  Director- Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  nominate  and  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  elect  an  Executive  Director. 

2.  Duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Director 

a.  Shall  be  responsible  to  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education 
and  through  the  Executive  Leader  of  the  Convention  Relationships 
and  Budget  Group  to  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer,  and  to  the 
General  Board; 

b.  Shall  work  in  cooperation  with  all  Groups  in  an  effort  to  secure  full 
support  for  the  program  of  higher  education  of  the  Convention; 

c.  Shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  business  manager  and  controller  of 
the  General  Board,  work  toward  promoting  a  uniform  method  of 
bookkeeping  for  all  institutions  of  higher  education  in  an  effort  to 
understand  and  interpret  all  their  budget  needs;  and 

d.  Shall  work  towards  correlating  the  programs  of  the  several  educa- 
tional institutions  and  securing  their  cooperation  and  shall  formu- 
late plans  for  promoting  an  interest  in  and  support  of  Christian 
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Higher  Education. 
C.     Meetings 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  three  (3)  times  a  year  in  con- 
junction with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Board.  The  President  and 
Executive  Director,  or  any  five  (5)  members  of  the  Council  may  call 
a  special  meeting. 

VI.  COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  SERVICES 

A.  Duties  and  responsibilities 

1.  Shall  consider  problems  common  to  all  of  the  social  service  institutions, 
and  keep  the  needs  of  these  institutions  before  the  General  Board  and 
the  Baptist  people  of  North  Carolina;  and 

2.  Shall  cooperate  with  all  the  Groups  in  order  to  create  a  better  under- 
standing of  all  the  problems  involved  in  providing  for  the  needs  of  these 
social  service  institutions. 

B.  Meetings 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  three  (3)  times  a  year  in  conjunction 
with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Board.  The  President  or  any  five  (5)  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  may  call  a  special  meeting. 

VII.  COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AND  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

A.     Description  of  Emphases  and  Activities 

1.  Objective 

The  Council  shall  assist  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  propagation 
of  the  gospel  by: 

a.  Helping  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  become  more  aware  of  the  ethi- 
cal implications  of  the  Christian  gospel  with  regard  to  such  aspects 
of  daily  living  as  family  life,  human  life,  moral  issues,  economic  life, 
and  daily  work,  citizenship,  public  affairs,  and  related  fields;  and 

b.  Helping  them  create  with  God's  leadership  and  by  His  grace  the 
kind  of  moral  and  social  climate  in  which  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  witness  for  Christ  will  be  most  effective.  This  emphasis  in 
the  field  of  applied  Christianity  is  to  be  pursued  with  the  full  aware- 
ness that  the  chief  concern  of  the  Council  is  in  the  area  of  Christian 
social  ethics  which  is  understood  to  mean  the  application  of 
Christian  principles  in  everyday  living.  The  primary  program 
assignment  of  the  Council  is  in  the  area  of  Christian  moral  develop- 
ment among  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

2.  Program 

a.  Makes  systematic  long-range  plans  for  emphasis  on  Christian  social 
ethics  in  the  life  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  and  its 
institutions  and  agencies.  These  plans  may  include  such  things  as 
suggested  methods,  organizational  patterns,  and  themes. 

b.  Plans  and  conducts  specialized  seminars  in  the  field  of  Christian 
ethics.  Specifically  these  seminars  for  leadership  may  deal  with  such 
subjects  as  family  life,  human  relations,  moral  issues,  economic  life, 
daily  work,  and  citizenship.  These  seminars  may  be  both  statewide 
and  regional  as  required  by  circumstances.  Such  plans  for  seminars 
should  take  cognizance  of  other  Convention  institutions  and  agen- 
cies having  interest  in  any  of  these  areas. 
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c.  Plans  and  conducts  a  Christian  social  ethics  literature  service, 
including  pamphlets,  tracts,  booklets,  posters,  etc.  The  material  is  to 
be  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Ethics  and 
Religious  Liberty  Commission  and  Joint  Committee  on  Public 
Affairs  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of  the  program  of  Christian 
moral  development. 

d.  Plans  and  conducts  seminars  in  the  dangers  of  alcohol  and  other 
controlled  substances,  provides  literature  and  research  and  services 
as  the  official  channel  of  action  on  the  question  of  sale  or  use  of 
alcohol  and  other  controlled  substances  among  our  people. 

e.  Provides  for  a  liaison  committee  or  person  that  would  work  with 
the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  on  legislation  on  matters  that  may  vitally  concern  the 
life  and  work  of  our  Baptist  people. 

f.  Plans  and  provides  articles,  mats,  quotes,  factual  data,  pictures,  and 
similar  material  on  current  pertinent  moral  and  social  issues  for  use 
by  state  Baptist  papers  and  other  mass  media  outlets  in  North 
Carolina. 

Information 

a.  Assembles  basic  materials  such  as  books,  pamphlets,  and  articles  so 
as  to  qualify  as  a  source  of  authentic  information  on  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  field  of  Christian  social  ethics,  including  alcohol, 
gambling,  pornography,  and  other  items. 

b.  Assists  editors,  scholars,  teachers,  writers,  and  other  specialists  in 
need  of  special  information  on  Christian  social  ethics  for  the  writ- 
ing projects  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

c.  Provides  a  mail  answering  service  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  and 
others  in  search  of  information  on  social  problems. 

Study  and  Research 

a.  Maintain  a  program  of  study  covering  the  field  of  Christian  social 
ethics  in  order  to  provide  reliable  help  to  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

b.  Provides  monographs,  papers,  and  studies  for  North  Carolina 
Baptist  leaders,  institutions  and  agencies  needing  service  in  the  field 
of  Christian  social  ethics. 

c.  Determines  by  means  of  opinion  sampling,  interviews,  etc.,  the 
thinking  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  on  moral  and  social  issues  so  as 
to  be  able  to  render  service  where  the  need  is  greatest.  The  research 
survey  facilities  of  existing  agencies  should  be  used  when  possible. 

Consultative  and  Advisory 

a.  Provides  associations  and  churches  with  ideas  by  which  achieve- 
ments in  Christian  social  ethics  can  be  measured. 

b.  Provides  counsel  as  requested  in  the  field  of  applied  Christianity  to 
other  Convention  agencies  and  groups. 

c.  Serves  in  a  liaison  capacity  with  non-North  Carolina  Baptist  groups 
in  the  field  of  social  ethics. 

(1)  Consults  with  organizations  working  in  alcohol  education, 
public  safety,  and  other  areas  of  social  concern. 

(2)  Presents  North  Carolina  Baptist  insights  for  consideration  in 
the  planning  of  programs  by  the  state  government  on  children 
and  youth,  aging,  housing,  employment,  public  health,  and 
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other  matters  pertaining  to  social  welfare. 
(3)   Brings  to  bear  Baptist  statements,  convictions,  and  insights  in 
the  field  of  Christian  ethics  upon  important  policy-making 
groups,  compilers  of  yearbooks,  various  welfare  organizations, 
etc 
d.     Encourages  the  inclusion  of  Christian  social  ethics  in  the  study  pro- 
grams of  various  Baptist  groups,  such  as  assemblies,  encampments, 
conferences,  colleges,  or  wherever  the  need  may  develop.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  study  developments  in  the  area  of 
church-state  relations,  to  be  alert  to  developments  within  the  state 
and  nation  which  violate  or  compromise  the  historic  Baptist  posi- 
tion of  a  free  church  in  a  free  state.  It  shall  attend  conferences  and 
seminars  where  these  matters  are  being  discussed.  It  shall  report  to 
the  Convention  on  any  developments  in  this  area  and  otherwise 
keep  our  people  informed.  The  Council  shall  recognize  that  its  pri- 
mary responsibility  is  to  speak  to  our  people  rather  than  for  them. 
6.     Relationships 

The  Council  should  work  directly  as  a  staff  and  service  agency  with 
the  Convention  and  its  institutions  and  agencies.  It  may  work  with 
Southern  Baptist  organizations  and  with  other  North  Carolina  organiza- 
tions through  whom  it  may  render  indirect  service  to  the  associations 
and  churches  and  their  leaders.  Its  staff  may  on  invitation,  conduct  asso- 
ciational  and  local  church  conferences  in  order  to  validate  plans  and 
techniques.  The  Council  may  relate  its  emphasis  on  Christian  social 
ethics  to  Baptist  associations,  churches,  and  leaders  through  printed 
media.  The  Council  shall  designate  three  (3)  of  its  members  for  nomina- 
tion for  Trustees  of  the  Christian  Action  League.  The  Council  shall 
cooperate  with  the  Christian  Action  League  in  its  efforts  to  combat  alco- 
hol and  other  social  evils. 

B.  Personnel 

1.  The  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  shall  nominate  an  Executive  Director  and  other  person- 
nel, as  needed,  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  consider  the  nominations  and  take  action.  If 
a  vacancy  occurs,  the  Executive  Director-Treasurer  will  serve  as  acting 
Executive  Director  of  the  Council  until  the  position  is  filled. 

2.  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Director 

a.  Shall  be  responsible  to  the  Council,  to  the  Executive  Leader  of  the 
Congregational  Services  Group,  and  to  the  General  Board,  and 

b.  Shall  cooperate  with  all  the  Groups  in  order  to  create  a  better 
understanding  of  all  the  problems  involved  in  providing  this 
Christian  ministry. 

C.  Reports 

The  Council  shall  make  a  report  to  the  September  meeting  of  the 
General  Board  and  to  the  Convention  at  its  annual  session. 

D.  Meetings 

The  Christian  Life  Committee  of  the  General  Board  shall  elect  its  chair- 
person at  the  January  meeting  of  the  General  Board.  The  chairperson 
becomes  President  of  the  Council  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board.  The  Council  shall  hold  at  least  three  meetings  a  year  in  con- 
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junction  with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Board.  Other  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  President  and  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  when  deemed 
necessary 
E.     Budget 

Budget  funds  for  the  work  of  the  Council  will  be  recommended  by  the 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board. 
Expenditure  of  budget  funds  will  be  supervised  by  the  committee  of  the 
General  Board,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Executive  Director- Treasurer. 

VIII.  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 

A.     Quality  of  Life 

1.  Each  institution  which  receives  financial  support  from  the  budget  of  this 
Convention  is  expected  to  take  specific  measures  to  ensure  that  the  life 
of  the  institution  is  so  infused  with  genuine  Christian  beliefs  and  prac- 
tices and  with  the  most  noble  elements  of  our  Baptist  heritage  that  as 
nearly  as  possible  every  person  who  is  a  part  of  that  institutions  life 
(administrators,  staff,  employees,  faculty,  students,  patients,  residents 
and  visitors)  will  have  opportunity  to  respond  to  the  institutions  posi- 
tive Christian  and  Baptist  influence. 

2.  No  preconceived  pattern  of  accountability  will  be  imposed  upon  any 
institution  or  agency  by  the  Convention,  but  each  institution  or  agency 
will  continue,  or  revitalize,  or  create  its  own  structures,  programs,  or 
events  for  the  achievement  of  this  goal.  This  might  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to,  such  things  as  these:  (1)  creation  or  strengthening  of  reli- 
gious organizations;  (2)  seminars,  conferences,  revivals,  guest  appear- 
ances of  religious  leaders,  or  other  such  events;  (3)  events  in  which  fac- 
ulty or  staff  members  discuss  significant  ethical  and  religious  topics  and 
their  application  in  various  phases  of  the  life  of  the  institution;  (4)  the 
creation  or  strengthening  of  a  structure  in  which  someone  who  is  a 
member  of  the  highest  level  administrative  council,  committee  or  cabi- 
net, directly  responsible  to  the  President  (or  other  Chief  Executive 
Officer),  is  charged  with  the  full-time  or  part-time  responsibility  of  giv- 
ing leadership  on  a  regular  basis  to  the  fostering  of  historic  Christian 
and  Baptist  values  in  the  institutions  life;  (5)  the  creation  or  strengthen- 
ing of  a  structure  in  which  a  committee  or  council  or  other  ongoing 
group  which  is  representative  of  various  areas  of  institutional  life,  exer- 
cises leadership  in  this  realm  on  a  regular  basis  in  the  life  of  the  institu- 
tion, working  together  as  a  team  to  encourage  existing  programs  and 
attitudes,  and  to  develop  and  implement  possible  new  policies  and  pro- 
grams relating  to  this  matter;  (6)  the  creation  or  strengthening  of  a 
structure  in  which  the  trustees  of  the  institution  form  a  committee  or 
take  other  specific  steps  to  ensure  close  cooperation  with  the  adminis- 
tration in  encouraging  this  dimension  of  institutional  life,  keeping  all 
trustees  well  informed  in  this  area  of  concern;  and  (7)  cooperation  with 
other  Baptist  institutions  in  North  Carolina  or  other  states,  possibly 
through  the  leadership  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  or 
the  Council  on  Christian  Social  Services,  in  seminars,  conferences,  or 
other  methods  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  concerning  this  subject. 

3.  Each  institution,  in  its  annual  written  report  to  the  Convention,  and 
oftener  if  it  desires,  shall  include  an  account  of  what  is  being  accom- 
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plished  in  this  dimension  of  its  life  and  work.  It  will  be  important  for 
this  report  to  give  enough  details  to  enable  the  messengers  at  the  annual 
session,  the  members  of  the  General  Board,  and  Baptists  across  the  state 
to  have  a  clear  picture  in  their  minds  concerning  the  distinctively 
Christian  and  distinctively  Baptist  elements  of  institutional  life.  It  will 
also  be  important  to  continue  and  strengthen  the  periodic  use  of  dra- 
matic presentations  depicting  the  work  done  by  each  institution,  making 
sure  that  the  religious  dimensions  of  institutional  life  are  effectively 
communicated  to  our  Baptist  family. 
4.     Because  of  much  smaller  staffs,  and  the  absence  of  students,  residents  or 
patients,  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation  must  find  other  ways  of  implementing  the  spirit  of  this  rec- 
ommendation through  their  respective  staffs  and  Boards  of  Directors, 
but  they  will  also  include  in  their  annual  reports  to  the  Convention,  and 
oftener  if  they  desire,  an  account  of  what  is  being  done  in  this  dimen- 
sion of  their  life  and  work. 
B.     The  Dismissal  of  Trustees 

In  the  event  that  it  should  become  necessary  for  this  Convention  to  con- 
sider removal  of  a  trustee,  it  shall  be  done  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  This  Convention  will  automatically  refer  the  matter  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  General  Board  for  consideration  and  action. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  will  first  seek  to  solve  the  problem  through 
the  regularly  elected  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  in  behalf  of 
this  Convention,  the  trustee  in  question  shall  have  charges  presented  in 
writing,  be  given  adequate  time  for  reply,  and  be  allowed  counsel. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee  will  report  its  action  in  full  to  the  General 
Board  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Convention  in  its  next  annual  ses- 
sion. 

DC   AMENDMENTS  TO  BYLAWS 

These  Bylaws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  registered 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Convention  after  the 
Monday  night  session,  provided  that  the  amendment  to  the  Bylaws  shall  appear  in  the 
Biblical  Recorder  in  two  (2)  separate  issues  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention  in  which  the  proposed  action  is  to  be  taken.  In  the  event  the  required 
notice  has  not  been  given,  these  bylaws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3rds)  vote  of  the  registered  messengers  present  and  voting  at  any  session  of  the 
Annual  Convention  after  the  Monday  night  session. 

X.     QUORUM

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170TH  ANNUAL  SESSION

Convention  Theme:  Partners  In  The  Harvest 

Scripture  Reference:  The  harvest  is  plentiful,  but  the  workers  are  few.  —  Matthew  9:37 

Monday  Evening,  November  13,  2000 

1.  The  assembled  orchestra  for  the  convention  provided  pre-session  music. 

2.  President  Michael  Cummings  convened  the  170th  session  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  at  6:30  p.m.  with  a  warm  welcome  to  everyone  present. 
He  then  recognized  Neal  Eller,  Jr.,  Convention  Leader  for  the  Music  and  Worship  Team, 
to  lead  the  assembly  in  singing  the  opening  hymn,  and  also  Ruby  Fulbright  of 
Greenville,  and  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  NC,  who  would  follow 
the  music  with  scripture  and  prayer. 

3.  Eller  directed  the  body  in  singing  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name,"  after 
which  he  recognized  the  deaf  group  from  Glen  Hope  Church  in  Burlington,  "Silence 
Broken,"  representing  the  Congregational  Services  Ministry  with  deaf  churches. 

4.  Fulbright  read  from  Philippians  1:1-11,  and  then  gave  a  brief  devotional  on 
prayer.  Afterwards  she  called  on  the  listeners  to  join  her  in  one  full  minute  of  deep 
prayer  prior  to  her  own  prayer,  focusing  on  God  and  his  holy  attributes,  instead  of  our 
own  noise,  hurry,  and  crowd. 

5.  The  President  spoke  highly  of  Winston- Salem  as  an  excellent  setting  for  our 
annual  sessions.  He  welcomed  Mr.  Dan  Norvaez,  assistant  to  Winston-Salem  Mayor 
Jack  Cavanagh,  Jr.,  who  is  a  seminary  graduate,  community  builder,  and  helper  in  solv- 
ing social  problems. 

6.  Mr.  Norvaez  spoke  briefly  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  the  city  in 
bringing  greetings  and  a  warm  welcome  to  the  city  His  speech  also  included  remarks 
about  the  growth  and  renewal  of  the  city  and  its  people. 

7.  To  begin  scheduled  committee  reports,  Rick  Jackson  of  Roaring  River,  chair  of 
the  Enrollment  Committee,  gave  the  following  registration  report:  526  senior  pastors; 
223  church  staff  members;  215  spouses;  915  members  of  the  laity;  thus,  making  a  total 
of  registered  messengers  at  6:25  p.m.  this  evening:  1,879.  An  additional  75  visitors  had 
registered,  bringing  the  grand  total  to:  1,952  persons  registered. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee,  the  chair  moved  that  the  messengers  now  regis- 
tered, plus  others  who  will  register  during  the  proceedings  of  the  session,  constitute  the 
170th  Annual  Session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  NC.  The  motion  was  approved 
by  voice  vote. 

8.  John  Tagliarini  of  Bryson  City,  chair  of  the  Program,  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  called  attention  to  the  "starred"  program  items  considered  fixed  order  of 
business  regarding  time.  The  chair  moved  the  program,  as  printed,  be  the  order  of  busi- 
ness for  this  convention.  The  motion  passed  on  a  voice  vote. 

9.  Brent  Lewis,  a  business  person  from  Greensboro,  chair  of  the  Local 
Arrangements  Committee,  expressed  thanks  to  the  coliseum  staff,  volunteer  ushers, 
Convention  staff,  committee  members,  and  others  who  have  assisted  in  preparing  for 
the  meeting.  Lewis  also  noted  the  locations  for  committee  meeting  rooms,  first  aid  sta- 
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tion,  and  the  shuttle  bus  to  and  from  the  Annex. 

10.  The  President  reminded  the  body  that  one  of  the  parliamentarians  would  be 
available  to  answer  questions  about,  or  assist  with,  proposed  motions  by  anyone  at 
tomorrows  miscellaneous  business  slots. 

1 1 .  Time  for  special  recognitions  was  given  by  the  President.  The  first  group 
asked  to  stand  was  "first  time"  messengers  to  the  state  meeting.  Also  recognized  were: 
Visitors;  Presidents  and  Trustees  of  institutions  and  agencies;  and  then  Jim  Royston, 
Executive  Secretary/Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  was  recognized  to  introduce  special 
partnership  guests  in  attendance.  These  included  the  new  partnership  launched  this 
year  with  Alaska;  and  a  year-long  recovery  in  North  Carolina's  eastern  section  from  a 
disastrous  flood.  The  first  guests  introduced  were:  Ken  Sorrell,  with  the  International 
Mission  Board  as  Strategist  for  Central  America,  and  Phillip  Johnson,  Field  Coordinator 
for  the  Honduran  Mission  with  the  1MB;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wade  (Marylin)  Henry, 
Partnership  and  Volunteerism  Coordinators  for  the  Alaska  Convention;  and  Dr.  &  Mrs. 
Marvin  (Sue)  Owen,  Pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Anchorage,  and  President  of  the 
Alaska  Convention.  Each  of  these  guests  came  forward  and  brought  greetings  and 
information  from  their  respective  constituencies.  A  new  three-year  partnership  with 
Honduras  awaits  approval  during  the  session  tomorrow. 

12. The  presiding  officer  recognized  new  pastors  in  the  state,  new  church  staff 
members,  and  recently  retired  staff  members,  former  Convention  presidents,  and  SBC 
representatives  present. 

13.  Second  Vice  President  Teresa  Brown,  now  presiding,  announced  the  upcom- 
ing special  report  from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  NC. 

14.  This  segment  began  with  a  solo,  'We've  a  Story  To  Tell  To  the  Nations,"  with 
others  eventually  joining  in  the  singing.  Many  different  groups  joined  in  to  present  the 
program,  including  youth,  children,  families,  local  students,  church  representatives  and 
groups,  divinity  school  student  mission  volunteers,  and  former  journeymen. 
Elizabeth  Edwards,  Director  of  the  Christian  Women's  Job  Corps  for  NC  WMU,  told 
about  this  ministry  with  women  helping  women  with  jobs,  training,  counseling. 
Currently,  there  are  sites  in  Raleigh,  Yates,  Metrolina,  Gaston,  Alexander,  Kings 
Mountain  and  Haywood  Associations.  New  sites  pursued  include:  Pee  Dee,  Pilot 
Mountain,  Central,  Wilmington,  North  Roanoke,  Cullom,  and  Carolina  Associations. 
Shelley  Berry  from  Raleigh,  who  has  two  children,  has  been  involved  in  this  program 
for  15  months,  and  she  spoke  about  her  experience  with  the  Women's  Job  Corps.  This 
was  a  very  positive  testimony  of  the  value  of  this  program. 

Joan  Askew,  a  volunteer  in  the  program  from  West  End  Church  in 
Henderson,  spoke  next  about  the  WMU  Retreat  at  Mundo  Vista  for  the  Raleigh 
Correctional  Center  in  September.  The  detailed  report  showed  how  volunteers  from  all 
over  the  state  partnered  with  inmates  from  the  prison  in  sharing  the  love  of  Christ  in 
many  practical  ways. 

Next,  Tara  Hayes,  a  2000  national  finalist  in  Acteens  and  a  1999  and  2000 
state  finalist  in  Acteens  shared  her  testimony.  She  said  that  she  had  been  an  Acteen  for 
six  years,  which  gave  her  a  chance  to  meet  many  other  Christian  girls  and  to  travel  to 
different  places  with  others.  Tara  stated  her  family,  her  church,  and  her  Acteens  work 
complete  her  life  at  this  juncture. 

Melanie  Edwards,  25  years  old,  told  about  her  two  years  in  Ukraine  as  a 
Journeyman.  She  now  serves  as  Youth  Minister  at  Angier  Baptist  Church  as  she  com- 
pletes her  last  year  of  theological  studies  at  Campbell  University  Divinity  School.  Her 
aim  is  to  apply  for  career  missionary  service  with  the  International  Mission  Board.  Next 
summer  she  plans  to  go  to  a  "last  frontier"  country  in  southeast  Asia.  The  WMU  was 
influential  and  instrumental  in  her  interest  in  becoming  a  missionary,  as  well  as  her 
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church  background  in  the  mission  groups  as  she  grew  up.  She  said  she  heard  God  call 
out  to  her  to  be  a  missionary  while  attending  a  summer  camp.  In  closing,  she  quoted 
from  the  hymn,  "We've  a  story  to  tell,  a  song  to  sing,  a  message  to  give,  and  a  Savior  to 
show  to  the  nations." 

The  music  leader  announced  the  singing  of  the  fourth  stanza  of  the  theme 
hymn,  "We've  a  Savior  to  show  to  the  nations." 

15.  David  Crocker,  First  Vice  President,  introduced  the  NC  Baptist  Men  for  their 
report  on  disaster  relief  in  North  Carolina  and  beyond,  and  also  their  role  in  partner- 
ship missions  at  home  and  around  the  world. 

16.  The  report  began  with  a  video  portraying  some  of  the  work  of  Baptist  Men 
during  the  past  year.  Baptist  Men  maintain  three  large  feeding  units  capable  of  feeding 
40,000  meals  per  day.  During  Hurricane  Floyd  disaster  relief,  the  Red  Cross  distributed 
1.5  million  meals,  and  NC  Baptist  Men  provided  937,000  of  those  meals.  There  are  75 
disaster  units  spread  across  our  state,  capable  of  responding  to  hurricanes,  tornadoes, 
or  floods.  Fifteen  thousand  individuals  have  participated  in  the  repair  and  rebuilding  of 
homes  after  Hurricane  Floyd.  Approximately  1,500  homes  have  been  involved,  and 
800  of  those  have  been  completed,  leaving  about  700  to  finish.  The  estimate  of  time 
given  amounts  to  about  300,000  hours  of  work.  A  total  of  2,400  volunteers  were  sent 
through  Baptist  Men  on  partnership  mission  projects  around  the  world,  with  over 

1 ,000  going  to  South  Africa  and  Alaska.  There  were  350  homes  rebuilt  in  Honduras  for 
folks  who  lost  everything  during  Hurricane  Mitch.  Teams  were  sent  to  Turkey,  Kosovo, 
Mozambique,  China,  India,  Czech  Republic,  Belgium,  and  Mexico.  A  spokesman  from 
South  Africa  asked  the  question,  "Why  should  someone  get  involved  in  volunteer  mis- 
sions?" His  answer  was  simple:  "To  see  that  God  is  at  work  around  the  world  in  touch- 
ing people's  lives  with  the  gospel,  and  to  set  their  lives  afire  for  missions,  and  return 
home  to  share  this  with  their  churches."  Volunteers  going  abroad  leam  that  missions  is 
not  only  in  Jerusalem,  but  in  Samaria,  and  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world.  A 
restricted  vision  of  missions  is  transformed  into  a  world  vision  for  the  gospel.  The 
Medical/Dental  bus  is  ministering  to  many  in  North  Carolina  who  have  never  had  such 
care  or  treatment.  They  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  about  Jesus  Christ  with  such  care 
for  their  bodies.  Support  for  Sports  Evangelism  in  many  countries,  such  as  Zimbabwe, 
has  been  provided  by  Baptist  Men.  Since  1963,  said  a  young  boy,  50,000  boys  like  him 
had  attended  summer  camps  at  Caraway,  and  more  than  5,000  had  given  their  lives  to 
Jesus.  More  than  100  "angel  flight  missions"  were  flown  last  year  by  volunteer  pilots 
and  staff,  taking  needy  people  to  hospitals,  rehab  centers,  etc.,  or  back  to  their  homes. 
One  such  example  was  shared  by  a  mother  from  Florida  who  had  to  bring  her  daugh- 
ter to  Duke  Hospital  in  Durham.  Several  trips  were  provided  for  this  family  in  need. 
Richard  Brunson,  Executive  Director,  closed  the  presentation  with  special 
remarks  about  the  work  of  NC  Baptist  Men  this  year.  He  asked  the  body  to  respond 
anytime  in  his  talk  in  which  he  said,  "The  Good  News  is...",  with  the  words,  "God  uses 
little  hands!"  Brunson  pointed  out  that  many  things  accomplished  as  outlined  in  the 
video  were  brought  about  by  God's  provision  through  the  use  of  "little  hands."  He  went 
on  to  apply  the  biblical  reference  of  Jesus  using  the  hands  of  a  little  boy  to  feed  the 
5,000  hungry  people  with  two  fish  and  five  loaves  of  bread.  In  this  instance,  Jesus  took 
the  little  hands,  blessed  what  they  brought,  multiplied  that,  and  did  great  things  with 
it.  International  missions  and  partnership  missions  are  some  of  the  ways  God  is  using 
little  hands  to  do  His  work.  About  680  volunteers  have  gone  to  Alaska  this  year.  More 
than  400  traveled  to  South  Africa.  Almost  2,000  North  Carolinians  have  volunteered 
for  mission  projects  in  Honduras.  The  flood  caused  by  Hurricane  Mitch  killed  over 
6,000  residents  there,  and  there  are  8,000  missing.  Broken  homes  and  broken  lives 
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have  been  rebuilt  by  these  mission  teams'  little  hands.  Max  Furr,  missionary  to 
Honduras,  states  that  80  new  churches  have  been  started  there  related  to  our  mission 
work.  Medical  mission  teams  have  gone  out  across  the  world  from  our  state.  All  across 
North  Carolina,  mission  teams  are  ministering  in  migrant  camps,  fairs,  and  other  such 
locations.  We  must  see  that  Baptists  around  our  state  are  gifted,  called,  and  sent  to  the 
needy  places  of  the  world,  using  their  "little  hands"  with  what  they  have  to  offer  in 
God's  call  to  serve  those  hurting. 

17.  David  Crocker  called  the  assembly  to  turn  now  to  the  period  of  worship.  He 
announced  that  Woodrow  Busch  of  Murphy,  the  stated  convention  preacher,  was  not 
present  because  of  illness.  Jack  Causey  recently  retired  pastor  of  First  Church, 
Statesville,  the  alternate  preacher,  would  be  bringing  the  annual  sermon  instead. 

18.  To  begin  the  worship  experience,  Larry  Harper  and  Revina  Mellnik  entered 
into  a  dramatic  dialog  entitled,  "Who  Wants  To  Be  A  Millionaire?"  (A  take-off  from  the 
popular  TV  game  show).  Acting  out  the  role  of  Regis  Philbin  on  the  actual  TV  pro- 
gram, Larry  Harper  interviewed  "Judy  Baxter"  with  the  big  question,  the  big  win,  and 
the  big  prize.  He  asked  Judy  her  final  question  for  the  big  win,  which  was,  "Which  reli- 
gious leader  said  these  words?  'I  have  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  have  it  to  the 
full.'  a)  Ghandi;  b)  Confucius;  c)  Pokemon;  or  d)  Jesus  Christ?"  Judy  guessed,  though 
not  sure,  that  it  was  Jesus  Christ!  She  said  she  could  not  believe  it,  that  she  had  won  a 
million  dollars,  she  was  rich,  a  millionaire.  But  Larry  probed  her  understanding  of  what 
she  had  really  won.  Was  it  a  million  dollars,  or  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  eter- 
nal life?  Judy  asked  what  could  be  better  than  being  a  millionaire.  Larry  asked  what 
could  be  better  than  a  full  and  meaningful  life?  It  was  then  that  Judy  realized  she 
would  not  get  the  million  dollars,  but  possibly  a  life  she  was  not  asking  for  at  all.  She 
got  the  right  answer,  Jesus  Christ,  but  she  had  the  wrong  motive  and  refused  to  accept 
the  truth,  the  real  purpose  for  living.  The  sobering  question  fell  heavily  on  all  hearts 
present. 

19.  The  assembled  choir,  orchestra,  and  congregation,  worshipped  together  with 
songs  entitled  "Open  the  Eyes  of  My  Heart"  and  "Be  Thou  My  Vision."  Steve  Loftis, 
Pastor  of  Hobbsville  Church,  Hobbsville,  led  in  prayer. 

20.  Jack  Causey  read  from  the  scriptures  that  were  listed  in  the  order  of  worship, 
John  14:1-6,  and  also  others  from  Joel  2:28  and  a  passage  from  Matthew's  Gospel.  The 
choir,  orchestra,  and  congregation  continued  the  music  of  the  evening  through  the 
hymns,  "No  Other  Name  but  the  Name  of  Jesus"  and  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus' 
Name." 

21.  The  prayer  before  the  sermon  was  given  by  the  preacher,  Jack  Causey. 

22.  The  annual  sermon  theme  centered  around  the  importance  of  dreaming  God's 
dreams  for  our  lives.  Christians  are  called  to  live  out  God's  dream  of  being  as  much  like 
Christ  as  possible.  He  emphasized  the  necessity  of  personal  generosity  and  kindness 
that  reveals  the  love  of  Christ  in  us.  He  said  the  first  calling  to  believers  is  not  to  build 
bigger  churches  and  adopt  ambitious  denominational  goals  but  to  be  more  Christ-like. 
He  said,  "I  have  a  dream  that  we  are  called,  first  and  foremost,  to  reflect  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  in  our  daily  lives." 

Causey  used  a  variety  of  illustrations,  including  America's  sport  of  baseball,  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  living  in  a  way  that  reveals  the  presence  of  Christ.  He 
reflected  on  Jesus'  call  of  the  12  apostles  and  the  dreams  they  may  have  had  along  the 
way,  before  or  after  they  met  Jesus.  Matthew,  the  tax  collector,  probably  dreamed  of 
being  the  richest,  most  powerful  Jew  in  all  of  Jerusalem.  And  Simon  Peter,  fisherman 
extraordinary,  probably  dreamed  of  owning  his  own  fleet  of  fishing  boats  one  day.  And 
Andrew,  Peter's  younger  brother,  always  seemingly  in  his  older  brother's  shadow,  most 
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likely  dreamed  of  the  time  to  come  when  he  would  be  bigger,  stronger,  smarter,  and 
taller  than  Simon  Peter.  Philip,  the  pragmatist,  might  have  dreamed  one  day  of  having 
his  own  adobe  house,  a  small  flock  of  sheep,  living  with  his  own  family.  Simon,  the 
Zealot,  must  have  dreamed  that  one  day  he  would  be  instrumental  in  helping  to  throw 
off  the  shackles  of  Rome.  Jesus  began  to  deal  with  his  disciples  by  teaching  them  to 
dream  new  dreams,  like  following  him  and  becoming  "fishers  of  men"  and  not  "fishers 
of  fish",  or  whatever  profession  they  followed  to  make  a  living.  As  one  seeks  to  follow 
God's  dream  of  reflecting  His  Spirit  in  the  way  we  believe  and  behave,  one  must  be 
willing  to  leave  behind  his  own  dreams  of  greatness.  We  must  distinguish  between  our 
own  dreams  and  God's  dreams.  Four  hundred  years  before  Christ,  in  the  time  of  Joel 
the  prophet,  God's  people  were  inundated  with  locusts  which  ate  up  their  crops  and  a 
drought  covered  the  whole  land.  But  God  through  the  prophet  Joel  offered  the  people  a 
word  of  hope.  God  promised  to  destroy  the  menacing  insects  and  return  the  seasonal 
rains  to  their  land.  Along  with  this,  God  promised  to  send  His  Spirit  upon  the  people, 
and  pour  out  His  blessings  on  them.  Sons  and  daughters  would  be  able  to  prophesy, 
old  men  would  dream  dreams,  and  young  men  would  see  visions. 

Causey  urged  everyone  present  to  join  with  God's  people  from  those  ancient 
days  to  prophesy  dream  new  dreams,  see  new  visions  for  God's  kingdom  work.  Causey 
admitted  he  has  a  new  dream,  now  being  a  retiree  with  a  Medicare  card.  He  himself  is 
endeavoring  to  reflect  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  to  be  like  Christ,  more  and  more  with  all  he 
has  left  in  this  world  after  retirement.  We  may  have  played  the  game,  "follow  the 
leader"  anywhere  as  a  child,  but  now  it's  time  to  follow  Christ,  our  only  leader  and 
guide.  The  Apostle  Paul  stated  this  clearly,  "Have  this  mind  in  you  which  was  also  in 
Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  challenge  for  us  to  begin  to  think  like  Christ,  believe  like  Christ, 
and  behave  like  Christ.  None  of  us  can  BE  CHRIST,  for  He  was  the  only  begotten  Son 
of  God,  the  Savior  of  mankind,  but  we  can  strive  to  be  more  like  him  everyday.  He  was 
wholly  God,  and  wholly  man.  The  world  wants  us  to  display  the  very  Spirit  of  Christ  in 
all  we  are,  do,  and  become  daily 

The  Old  Testament  story  of  a  dysfunctional  family,  the  family  of  Isaac  and 
Rebekahs  children,  illustrates  how  we  must  come  together  as  a  family  of  believers  in 
God  and  Christ.  Jacob  missed  his  brother  Esau  since  their  family  argument  had  divided 
them.  But  Jacob  began  to  try  to  find  a  way  to  reunite  with  his  brother  again,  not  know- 
ing just  how  he  would  react  since  he  had  been  the  wounded  one.  But  he  made  the 
effort,  and  reconciliation  began  to  heal  the  hurts  of  the  past  and  to  be  forgotten.  The 
conversation  began  with  Jacob  saying  to  his  brother  Esau  the  memorable  words, 
"When  I  look  into  your  face,  I  see  the  face  of  God."  Has  anyone  ever  looked  into  my 
face  and  seen  the  face  of  God?  Or  you?  Has  my  forgiveness,  repentance,  and  love  shone 
through  my  face  to  dispel  distrust,  hate,  and  envy  toward  others?  Do  others  see  under- 
standing, inclusiveness,  grace,  humility  and  love  in  such  a  way  as  to  see  the  very  face  of 
God  in  me?  Is  my  face  a  mirror  of  God  to  others?  Christianity  is  a  public  way  of  living, 
as  well  as  a  private  matter  of  life. 

Causey  quoted  this  from  a  commentary  by  Dale  Hanson  Bourke  which  ran  on 
January  12th  of  this  year  in  the  Charlotte  Observer: 

What  if  we  got  it  all  wrong? 

What  if  da  Vinci  and  Mozart  and  Michelangelo  were  all  mistaken? 
What  if  Christ  never  came  to  earth  to  inspire  cathedrals  or  cantatas  or  crusades?  Think 
what  the  last  2,000  years  might  have  been  like  if  Christianity  was  mostly  a  private  way 
of  life  instead  of  a  public  declaration.  Imagine  what  would  have  happened  if  Christians 
through  the  ages  had  placed  more  emphasis  on  Christ's  exhortations  about  lifestyle  and 
reverence  than  conversion  and  proclamation.  What  if  Christians  had  spent  all  their 
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energy  on  living  life  as  Christ  did  instead  of  telling  others  to  do  so?  I  can't  help  but 
wonder  what  would  have  happened  if  no  billboards  had  ever  been  erected,  no  TV 
shows  broadcast,  no  bumper  stickers  affixed  claiming  the  Christian  life  as  a  quick  and 
easy  fix.  What  if  Christians  only  told  about  their  faith  when  asked  and  then  gave  the 
tough  truth  first:  Being  a  Christian  is  not  the  easiest  way  to  live.  What  if  Christians 
tried  to  talk  those  interested  out  of  converting  and  explained  how  life  gets  infinitely 
more  complicated  if  you  really  start  asking,  "What  would  Jesus  do?"  What  if  Christians 
had  spent  the  last  2,000  years  quietly  worshipping,  reverently  following,  simply  obey- 
ing the  words  of  Christ?  What  if  we  had  followed  Jesus  so  closely  that  we  were  daily 
struck  dumb  in  awe?" 

What  if? 

Another  illustration  Causey  used  to  bring  his  point  home  toward  the  end  of 
the  sermon  was  self  explanatory.  It  dealt  with  an  American  soldier  after  World  War  II  in 
London  who  spotted  a  small  street  urchin  looking  anxiously  into  a  small  bakery.  Like 
many  children  during  and  after  the  war  in  Europe,  he  was  hungry  with  nothing  to  eat. 
The  soldier  stopped  his  jeep,  went  in  and  bought  a  dozen  doughnuts  and  gave  them  to 
the  hungry  boy.  The  child  looked  up  into  his  face  and  asked  poignantly,  "Mister,  are 
you  God?"  The  pastor  added,  "Never  are  we  more  like  God  than  when  we  are  reaching 
out  to  the  needs  of  our  fellowman."  If  we  were  striving  this  week  to  celebrate  the  joy 
we  have  in  Christ  and  following  Him,  we  might  not  have  before  us  tomorrow  the  anxi- 
ety of  anticipating  votes  and  budgets  and  elections  on  our  minds  and  hearts. 

Most  of  the  early  disciples  left  their  previous  dreams  and  accepted  the  invita- 
tion of  Christ  to  follow  His  dreams  for  them  and  begin  to  reach  others  for  Him.  James 
and  John,  for  a  short  while,  strayed  and  began  to  dream  again  their  own  dreams  of  high 
office  in  an  earthly  kingdom  they  wanted  Jesus  to  build.  Let  us  be  careful  that  we  not 
revert  back  to  our  old  dreams  instead  of  following  the  Lords.  This  is  the  genius  of  a 
Billy  Graham  and  a  Mother  Teresa,  with  different  dreams.  Graham  was  the  greatest 
evangelist  of  this  century,  and  Mother  Teresa  became  the  supreme  model  of  unselfish 
ministry  to  and  with  those  in  need.  They  came  from  vastly  different  backgrounds,  but 
they  both  modeled  the  Spirit  of  Christ  as  they  continued  to  trust  God  with  His  dreams 
for  their  lives  and  not  their  own.  We  must  learn  to  trust  God  like  these  servants,  and 
many  examples  from  the  Bible. 

23.  The  sermon  was  concluded  with  a  prayer  by  Dr.  Causey,  with  background 
music,  followed  by  the  song,  "What  Is  Jesus  Doing?"  by  the  Rick  Webb  Trio.  The  choir, 
orchestra,  and  congregation  led  in  the  song,  "Sometimes  By  Step."  Steven  E.  Loftis 
brought  the  benediction,  and  then  the  choir,  orchestra,  and  congregation  entered  into  a 
dramatic  presentation  entitled  "Majesty"  to  bring  the  evening  worship  session  to  a 
grand  climax. 

24.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  until  8:30  a.m.  on  Tuesday,  November  14th. 


Tuesday  Morning,  November  14,  2000 

25.  Michael  Cummings  called  the  morning  session  to  order. 

26.  Neal  Eller  led  the  group  in  singing  a  hymn,  "Rejoice  Ye  Pure  in  Heart." 

27.  George  Crouch  from  Charlotte,  President  of  NC  Baptist  Men,  read  the  scrip- 
ture passage,  Luke  10:1-2;  17-20,  and  led  in  the  opening  prayer  for  the  day.  Crouch 
also  recounted  how  he  and  his  wife  went  on  a  two-year  mission  assignment  with  the 
International  Mission  Board  to  Africa's  Ivory  Coast  country  to  assist  the  career  mission- 
aries there.  They  worked  with  the  feeding  program  in  one  of  the  national  prisons.  The 
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first  year  650  prisoners  died  from  malnutrition,  disease,  and  neglect.  There  was  a 
Baptist  church  there,  which  had  about  250  in  attendance.  Crouch  shared  a  story  about 
two  of  the  prisoners  who  were  being  released  for  return  to  Burkino  Faso. 

28.  David  Crocker  introduced  Tim  Moore  to  present  the  report  of  the  Council  on 
Christian  Higher  Education,  of  which  he  is  President.  Moore  gave  a  brief  background 
of  the  founding  of  the  NC  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Greenville,  from  which  has 
come  this  Council  as  they  established  colleges  and  universities.  He  presented  a  thumb- 
nail sketch  of  the  five  colleges  and  universities  now  supported  by  the  Convention. 

29.  Starting  with  Chowan  College,  located  in  northeastern  North  Carolina,  two 
representatives  of  the  college  spoke  about  its  merits  and  achievements.  Elaine  Myers 
from  Earlys  Church,  Ahoskie,  and  an  alumna  of  the  school  and  in  her  third  year  as  a 
Trustee,  shared  her  dual  experiences  as  a  student  and  Trustee.  Melissa  Riddick  spoke  as 
a  senior  at  the  college,  from  Sunbury  and  a  member  of  Beulah  Church,  sharing  her 
gratitude  for  the  NC  Baptist  Convention  scholarship  she  received  that  made  it  possible 
for  her  to  attend  Chowan. 

30.  Mars  Hill  College  is  located  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  in  the  Appalachian 
Mountains  north  of  Asheville.  Wayne  Higgins  was  the  first  representative  to  speak.  He 
is  a  proud  and  grateful  graduate  of  Mars  Hill,  and  now  a  Trustee.  Much  appreciation 
was  expressed  for  the  benefits  of  attending  Mars  Hill  College.  Beth  Huneycutt  shared 
next  as  a  senior  history  major.  She  spoke  of  the  challenging  experiences  she  had 
enjoyed  while  a  student  there  for  four  years. 

31.  Campbell  University  has  grown  to  unparallelled  proportions  from  its  infant 
days  as  Buies  Creek  Academy  began  in  January  1887.  Dr.  Norman  Wiggins  serves  as 
only  the  3rd  President  of  Campbell  in  its  114  year  history.  Dennis  Bazemore,  pastor  of 
First  Church,  Wallace,  is  a  1977  graduate  of  Campbell  and  is  now  a  Trustee.  Jess  Allen 
was  the  next  speaker,  a  third  year  Divinity  School  student  at  Campbell,  and  the  Youth 
Minister  at  Hayes  Barton  Church,  Raleigh.  He  spoke  of  the  principles  which  guide  and 
guard  the  unity  of  Baptists:  Christ-centered;  Bible-based;  and  ministry-focused.  This  is 
the  mission  statement  of  the  Campbell  University  Divinity  School,  and  his  own  by 
adoption.  Gratitude  was  expressed  for  the  commitment  of  NC  Baptists  in  the  area  of 
Christian  Higher  Education. 

32.  Wingate  University  is  located  about  twenty  miles  east  of  Charlotte.  The  uni- 
versity has  had  13  presidents  since  its  founding  in  1895.  It  has  been  ranked  among  the 
highest  in  the  category  of  small,  regional,  private  universities  in  America  by  the  US 
News  and  World  Report  magazine.  The  school  has  a  student-faculty  ratio  of  13  to  1. 
Jeffrey  Wisdom,  a  senior  of  the  first  graduating  class  of  Wingate  College  in  1979, 
shared  his  thoughts  about  the  school.  Heather  Campbell  spoke  as  a  representative  of 
the  graduating  class  of  2001.  Both  spoke  lovingly  of  the  University,  its  professors,  and 
the  school  as  a  whole. 

33.  The  Kings  Mountain  and  Sandy  Run  Associations  founded  Gardner- Webb 
College  in  1905,  located  in  Boiling  Springs  forty-five  miles  west  of  Charlotte.  Dr. 
Christopher  White  has  stated  the  goal  of  the  University  is  the  formation  of  character. 
Gardner- Webb  University's  Divinity  School  has  recently  been  given  full  accreditation  by 
the  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  America  and  Canada.  A  Divinity  School 
senior,  Jodi  Vaughn,  who  has  accepted  God's  call  to  the  ministry,  gave  a  compelling  wit- 
ness of  her  faith.  She  praised  the  University  and  others  who  have  supported  her  in  the 
call  from  God  to  serve  Him  through  the  Baptist  denomination.  The  theological  grants 
provided  by  the  Convention  in  its  giving  plans  helped  tremendously  in  her  calling  to 
prepare  for  ministry  in  North  Carolina.  She  said  she  was  just  an  example  of  many  oth- 
ers called  of  God  to  prepare  for  ministry,  who  could  not  afford  it  without  the  caring  of 
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NC  Baptists.  Jess  Porter  gave  his  testimony  also.  He  is  a  social  sciences  major  at  the 
University,  coming  from  Highlands.  He  knew  he  wanted  to  go  to  a  distinctly  Christian 
school,  and  it  was  normal  to  go  to  Gardner- Webb.  He  desires  to  be  a  high  school 
teacher.  He  is  enjoying  a  Baptist  leader  scholarship  made  possible  through  the 
Convention. 

34.  Moore  concluded  by  saying  that  535  students  from  NC  Baptist  churches  have 
attended  one  of  our  Baptist  colleges  or  universities  with  the  help  of  a  Convention  schol- 
arship. Since  the  Theological  Education  Grant  Program  began  with  Budget  Plans  B  and 
C,  570  students  have  received  scholarship  aid.  Everyone  present  who  had  graduated 
from  one  of  our  NC  Baptist  institutions  of  higher  learning  was  asked  to  stand  and  be 
recognized.  This  concluded  the  report. 

35.  Mike  Cummings  made  two  announcements:  1)  Please  keep  your  packet  of  bal- 
lots handy  today  as  there  will  probably  be  a  need  for  their  use.  More  ushers  will  be 
needed,  as  some  of  the  35  already  committed  did  not  respond,  and  the  attendance  is 
expected  to  rise  today.  Fifteen  new  ushers  were  required  to  take  care  of  the  balloting 
should  it  be  needed,  and  they  were  asked  to  come  down  to  the  front  to  meet  with  the 
chief  ushers;  and  2)  The  Nominating  Committees  report  is  coming  up  later  during  the 
morning  session  at  about  10:20.  All  committee  members  were  requested  to  make  their 
way  to  the  platform  just  before  their  time  slot.  Also,  John  Tagliarini,  chair  of  the 
Program  Committee,  was  asked  to  come  to  the  podium  and  make  a  special  recommen- 
dation. Tagliarini  made  a  motion  to  name  Charles  Page  of  First  Church,  Charlotte,  to  be 
the  Convention  Preacher  in  2001.  With  no  discussion,  the  motion  was  approved  by 
raised  ballots. 

36.  Larry  Harper,  President  of  the  General  Board,  was  presented  to  bring  the 
Report  from  the  Board  to  the  Convention.  Harper  expressed  thanks  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  and  its  Executive  Committee  for  the  privilege  of  serving  the  Convention  over  the 
past  year.  He  noted  the  written  report  of  the  Board  begins  on  page  three  of  the  Book  of 
Reports.  Highlights  of  the  report  on  business  conducted  for  the  Convention  during  the 
intervening  year  were  mentioned.  The  General  Board  functions  on  behalf  of  the 
Convention  when  it  is  not  in  session,  and  the  Executive  Committee  functions  on  behalf 
of  the  General  Board  and  the  Convention  when  neither  of  them  is  in  session.  The 
General  Board  President  praised  the  openness,  thoroughness,  and  accountability  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  General  Board  in  carrying  out  the  business  coming  before 
these  bodies.  The  Board  has  six  committees  and  three  councils,  which  elect  their  own 
leadership. 

37.  Board  members  finishing  their  terms  of  service  this  year  were  recognized,  as 
Eugene  Ridley,  Vice  President  of  the  Board,  assisted  President  Harper  in  handing  out  a 
token  gift  of  appreciation  for  their  faithful  service,  as  follows:  J.  Burlen  Aldridge;  Bill 
Bigham;  Lana  M.  Burgess;  Ronald  Burgett;  Louise  W  Carlton;  Buddy  Corbin;  F  Edward 
Denton;  Lloyd  V  Fish,  Jr.;  Johnny  L.  Foster;  C.  Earl  Haynes;  Floyd  C.  Helms;  Carolyn  F 
Hill;  Bill  M.Jones;  David  M.  Kime; Joyce  Love;  Roger  L.  Millsaps;  M.  Vann  Murrell;  O. 
Franklin  Myers;  Arnold  Keith  Navey  II;  William  B.  Poindexter;  Christopher  A.  Sanford, 
Sr.;  J.  Howard  Silver;  Paul  J.  Stainback;  Jean  R  Warren;  Bruce  Wood.  Personal  thanks  was 
given  by  the  President,  and  a  round  of  applause  was  awarded  by  the  congregation. 
Harper  acknowledged  the  service  of  Eugene  Ridley  as  Vice  President  and  a  staunch 
Board  member  for  four  years,  whose  term  also  expired  this  year. 

38.  Attention  was  given  to  the  new  Convention  logo  shown  on  page  5  of  the  Book 
ofRqjons,  describing  its  makeup  and  symbolic  meaning.  On  page  6,  partnership  mis- 
sions information  is  given  in  great  detail.  Between  $7.5  million  and  $10  million  worth  of 
disaster  relief  work  has  been  done  just  in  eastern  North  Carolina  the  past  year.  Notation 
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was  made  on  page  7  of  the  new  Leadership  Center  on  Lake  Hickory  which  was  pur- 
chased during  the  year.  A  young  man,  Marty  Beam,  with  a  vision  for  leadership  possibil- 
ities was  working  for  Duke  Energy  and  noticed  in  a  company  newsletter  that  this  prop- 
erty was  to  be  sold.  He  notified  Larry  Harper,  who  talked  with  Jim  Royston  about  the 
possibility  of  buying  this  strategic  property  for  a  unique  leadership  training  center.  Beam 
was  present  and  recognized  by  Harper,  and  received  applause  from  the  body  Mrs. 
Wyndolyn  Royster  Hollifield  made  a  generous  contribution  toward  the  purchase  of  this 
property,  and  it  was  named  in  her  honor. 

39.  Progress  is  being  made  on  the  Randy  Kilby  Memorial  Library  at  Fruitland 
Baptist  Bible  Institute.  The  construction  papers  were  signed  only  yesterday  and  we  can 
celebrate  this  long-awaited  addition  to  the  facilities  on  that  strategic  campus  of  our  min- 
istry to,  with,  and  for  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  kingdom  work. 

40.  On  page  7,  some  major  financial  issues  were  dealt  with.  In  paragraph  1,  letter 
c,  the  NC  Mission  Offering  was  increased  from  $2,520,748  to  $2,583,490.  This  Budget 
came  from  the  Budget  Committee  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  passed,  was 
approved  by  the  General  Board,  and  is  now  brought  to  the  Convention  for  final  action. 

41.  On  page  8,  item  #6,  the  Challenge  Budget  of  $600,000  for  1999  was  met  and 
distributed  as  designated  in  the  report. 

42.  Ken  Sorrell  of  the  International  Mission  Board,  Jim  Royston  and  Richard 
Brunson  were  requested  to  join  President  Harper  at  the  podium  for  a  special  recommen- 
dation from  the  General  Board  found  on  page  9  of  the  Book  of  Reports,  item  #1: 
Honduras  Partnership.  That  the  current  disaster  relief  project  with  Honduras  be 
changed  to  a  three-year  partnership  covenant,  to  begin  January  1,  2001  and  conclude 
December  31,  2003. 

43.  Convention  President  Cummings  interrupted  the  proceedings  for  a  personal 
privileged  motion  from  a  messenger.  His  name  is  Terry  Mclnnis,  McCotter  Blvd. 
Church,  Havelock,  Atlantic  Association.  He  stated  the  group  in  his  section  of  the  colise- 
um could  not  see  to  read  the  reports  or  program,  so  more  lighting  was  requested  in  that 
area.  The  request  was  acknowledged  and  acted  upon. 

44.  The  Honduras  Partnership  motion  was  read  by  President  Harper  for  the  body's 
consideration.  Since  there  was  no  discussion,  the  vote  was  taken  by  raising  ballots,  and 
it  passed.  Richard  Brunson  was  asked  to  come  forward  for  the  signing  of  the  agreement 
by  President  Cummings,  President  Harper,  Dr.  Jim  Royston,  and  Ken  Sorrell.  Ken  Sorrell 
extended  thanks  for  what  God  is  doing  and  is  going  to  do  through  this  lengthened  part- 
nership in  Honduras. 

45.  On  page  9  of  the  Book  of  Reports,  the  next  General  Board  recommendation 
deals  with  item  #3.  Amendment  to  Article  XIV 

President  Harper  read  the  recommendation  that  came  last  year  to  the 
Convention,  which  was:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  recommends  that  the  convention  meeting  in 
Winston-Salem,  November  15-16,  1999,  authorize  the  Executive  Committee  to  con- 
struct an  Article  XIV  to  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
that  would  dissolve  the  fraternal  relationship  between  the  Convention  and  Wake  Forest 
University.  This  amendment  will  be  recommended  to  the  annual  convention  scheduled 
to  meet  in  Winston-Salem,  November  13-15,  2000.  Carolyn  Hill,  chair  of  the 
Constitution  Committee,  will  come  and  speak  to  this  recommendation. 

46.  Before  the  foregoing  matter  could  be  dealt  with  completely,  time  for  this  part  of 
the  program  had  elapsed.  On  behalf  of  the  Program  Committee,  a  member  moved  that 
time  for  this  report  be  extended  until  9:45  a.m.  or  to  whatever  time  it  takes  to  complete 
the  report.  By  a  vote  of  uplifted  ballots,  the  motion  passed. 
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47.  Carolyn  Hill  recognized  the  members  of  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws 
Committee  who  served  with  her:  Jack  Glasgow,  pastor  from  Zebulon;  Tim  Moore,  pas- 
tor from  Charlotte;  Arnold  Harrell,  layman  from  New  Bern;  Steve  Roy,  pastor  from 
Durham;  Jeff  Watts,  pastor  from  Caroleen;  at-large  members  were:  Betty  Bodkin  from 
Raleigh;  Harry  Poovey  retired  pastor  from  Monroe;  and  John  Small,  layman  from 
Greensboro. 

48.  In  response  to  the  motion  brought  last  year  and  approved,  the  Committee 
brings  the  following  recommendation:  (The  current  reading  of  Article  XIV  and  the  pro- 
posed readings  of  parts  A  and  B  are  found  on  pages  9  and  10,  and  on  the  blue  sheet 
found  in  the  convention  entrance  hall). 

Proposed  Reading 

Article  XIV  Relationships  with  Affiliated  Educational  Institutions 

A.  Affiliated  Educational  Institution 

Affiliated  educational  institution  shall  mean  Meredith  College.  The  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  affiliated  educational  institution 
shall  have  a  fraternal,  voluntary  relationship  under  which  the  affiliated  educa- 
tional institution  is  autonomous  in  governance.  In  order  to  facilitate  that  rela- 
tionship, the  affiliated  educational  institution  will  have  an  associate,  non-vot- 
ing membership  on  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  and  will  be 
represented  by  the  same  officers  as  schools  which  are  members  of  the  Council. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  affiliated  educational  institution  shall  be  elected 
by  that  Board  in  accordance  with  such  procedures  as  that  Board  may  prescribe. 
The  affiliated  educational  institution  shall  not  share  in  the  distribution  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  except  scholarship  funding  for  North  Carolina 
Baptist  students  which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  the  affiliated  educational 
institution  was  receiving  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
at  the  time  the  affiliated  educational  institution  became  autonomous  in  its  gov- 
ernance. 

B.  Historical  Educational  Institution 

Historical  educational  institution  shall  mean  Wake  Forest  University.  The 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  recognizes  its  historical  relation- 
ship with  Wake  Forest  University  based  on  its  founding  of  Wake  Forest 
University  in  1834.  The  historical  educational  institution  is  autonomous  in  its 
governance  and  its  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  that  Board  in  accor- 
dance with  such  procedures  as  that  Board  may  prescribe.  The  Historical 
Educational  Institution  shall  not  share  in  the  distribution  of  Cooperative 
Program  funds  except  scholarship  funding  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  students 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  the  historical  educational  institution  was 
receiving  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  at  the  time  the 
historical  educational  institution  became  autonomous  in  its  governance. 

Carolyn  Hill  discussed  the  meaning  of  the  changes,  stating  clearly  that  the 
Poteat  Scholarships  would  not  be  changed,  and  the  Baptist  Archives  would 
remain  at  Wake  Forest  University  as  a  cooperative  and  joint  venture  between 
the  Convention  and  the  University.  The  chair  moved  the  question  for  the  con- 
stitutional change  involved,  which  required  a  2/3rds  majority  to  pass. 

49.  The  presiding  officer  opened  the  floor  for  discussion  of  the  motion. 

50.  Ray  Davis,  messenger  from  Calvary  Church,  Winston-Salem,  offered  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  the  motion,  as  follows: 

B.     Transitional  Provision 
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A  former  Affiliated  Educational  Institution  may  not  share  in  distribution 
of  Cooperative  Program  funds  except  to  complete  scholarship  funding  for 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Students  admitted  to  the  institution  prior  to  November 
13,  2000.  This  funding  shall  terminate  no  later  than  November  13,  2003. 

Davis  asked  to  speak  to  the  proposed  motion  if  a  second  was  made.  A  sec- 
ond to  the  motion  opened  up  the  floor  for  discussion,  and  Davis  was  allowed 
to  speak  first.  He  stated  he  had  no  pleasure  in  offering  such  an  amendment, 
but  three  years  of  working  on  this  matter  with  Wake  Forest  has  not  been 
resolved.  There  seems  to  be  no  effort  to  restrict  the  selling  of  alcohol  on  cam- 
pus, he  claimed.  Also,  the  same-sex  ceremony  held  recently  on  campus  is  an 
affront  to  Christianity  and  the  Baptist  cause.  He  said  that  Wake  Forest  had  left 
the  Convention,  not  vice  versa. 

Davis  said  in  an  effort  to  achieve  the  greatest  benefit  in  this  matter,  he 
offered  a  second  motion  to  amend  his  first  motion  to  amend  the  original 
motion.  It  reads  as  follows: 

DELETE:  This  funding  shall  terminate  no  later  than  November  13,  2003: 
REPLACE  THE  DELETION  WITH  THIS: 

This  funding  shall  terminate  no  later  than  February  1,  2004. 
ADD  THIS: 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  Convention  may  autho- 
rize payments  to  a  former  Affiliated  Educational  Institution  for  services  ren- 
dered to  maintain  historical  records  of  the  Convention  and  of  its  churches  and 
associations  and  for  the  support  of  a  Baptist  Student  Union. 

A  second  to  the  motion  was  received.  Davis  asked  to  speak  first  to  his 
new  motion.  He  said  he  made  this  additional  motion  so  that  no  one  would  be 
cut  short  of  funds  if  available,  and  also  he  said  he  would  like  to  see  a  Baptist 
Student  Union  maintained  on  the  campus,  as  it  is  badly  needed. 

51.  Mike  Jamison,  pastor  of  Peace  Haven  Church,  Winston-Salem,  rose  to  speak 
against  the  second  motion  to  amend.  He  said  his  son  attended  Wake  Forest  on  a  Poteat 
Scholarship,  and  he  hoped  nothing  today  would  be  done  to  seriously  impair  NC  Baptist 
students  from  attending  Wake  Forest  University  Without  that  scholarship,  his  son 
could  not  have  enrolled  there.  He  urged  the  messengers  to  vote  against  this  amend- 
ment. 

52.  Pat  Wood,  pastor  of  Tabernacle  Church,  near  Fayetteville  in  Rockfish,  spoke 
for  the  second  motion.  He  spoke  favorably  of  past  relationships  with  the  University  and 
the  contribution  they  have  made  to  Baptist  work.  However,  he  said  he  opposed  the  con- 
tinued relationship  with  the  University  because  it  would  send  a  confusing  message  to 
the  world  about  alcohol  abuse  and  the  sanctity  of  marriage.  He  believes  it  is  time  to 
take  a  stand  for  righteousness  and  marriage,  he  claimed. 

53.  Doug  Murray,  messenger  from  First  Church,  Wilson  spoke  against  the  second 
motion.  He  gave  a  testimony  of  good  report  on  the  Poteat  Scholarships.  He  stated  he 
was  against  extending  the  date  from  November  13,  2003  to  February  1,  2004,  after 
President  Cummings  attempted  to  clarify  that  he  should  be  relating  to  the  second 
motion,  rather  than  to  the  first  motion  made  by  Davis. 

54.  Ray  Barnhill,  Forest  Hills  Church,  Wilson  spoke  for  cutting  off  the  Poteat 
Scholarships  at  the  new  date  Davis  suggested. 

55.  Tim  Moore,  messenger  from  Sardis  Church,  Charlotte,  called  for  the  question 
of  the  second  motion.  There  was  a  second  to  this  motion. 

56.  Two-thirds  approval  to  stop  debate  on  the  second  motion  is  needed  to  pass. 
Voting  was  by  raising  the  ballots  for  and  against  the  motion  to  call  for  the  question. 
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The  motion  passed. 

57.  Vote  on  the  second  motion  was  held  by  raising  the  ballots.  The  motion  passed. 

58.  The  main  motion,  as  now  amended,  to  amend  the  original  motion  brought  by 
the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee  is  now  open  for  floor  discussion  and  debate. 

59.  A  messenger  spoke  without  identifying  himself,  nor  did  the  presiding  officer 
ask  for  his  identification.  He  seemed  not  to  know  what  he  wanted  to  say,  or  how  to  say 
it,  but  finally  said  there  was  someone,  a  young  lady  from  a  Freewill  Baptist  Church  in 
his  town  who  he  understood  had  received  a  Poteat  Scholarship  and  he  would  like  to 
see  her  keep  it.  However,  then  he  spoke  for  the  Davis  motion  to  amend  the 
Committees  recommended  reading,  because  he  felt  Wake  Forest  did  not  honor  the 
Word  of  God. 

60.  John  Small,  messenger  from  Parkway  Church,  Greensboro,  and  a  member  of 
the  Committee,  came  forward  to  speak  against  the  motion  to  amend.  He  said  the 
Committee,  in  drawing  up  the  original  motion,  was  acknowledging  an  actual  historical 
relationship.  The  Convention  has  the  privilege  to  fund,  or  defund,  their  part  in  the 
Poteat  Scholarships  year  by  year  in  approving  the  annual  budget.  Thus,  the  constitu- 
tional limit  is  not  necessary  to  restrict  funds  going  to  this  scholarship  fund.  The 
Convention  has  never  restricted  their  relationships  through  the  constitution  with  any 
other  institution,  Baptist  or  otherwise.  Mr.  Davis  already  shows  how  temporary  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  can  be,  since  he  has  already  amended  his  own  proposal 
before  it  is  adopted.  The  preservation  of  our  historical  record  of  our  Convention  in  all 
its  aspects  is  important.  We  do  not  know  what  our  future  relationships  may  desire  or 
need  to  be  with  Wake  Forest  University.  After  these  remarks,  Small  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  urged  the  messengers  to  cast  a  vote  against  this  proposed  amendment  to 
the  original  motion  of  the  Committee. 

61.  Michael  Holmsley  of  Christ  Community  Church  in  Huntersville,  was  recog- 
nized to  speak  for  the  amendment.  He  stated  that  Wake  Forest  has  not  tried  to  change 
conditions  on  campus  with  regard  to  alcohol  through  several  years  of  negotiations  by 
Mr.  Davis.  He  also  cited  several  other  objections  to  things  occurring  on  the  campus  at 
Wake  Forest.  His  appeal  was  along  the  same  line  as  others  who  had  objections  to  Wake 
Forest  University's  handling  of  these  matters  of  disagreement. 

62.  Allen  Baines  of  Mt.  Harmony  Church,  Sandy  Run  Association,  posed  a  ques- 
tion. "Are  we  the  only  contributors  to  the  Poteat  Scholarship  Fund?"  The  President 
answered  "No."  Then  Baines  asked,  "Can  we  legally  cut  off  funds  that  we  have 
promised  to  students?"  The  presiding  officer  said  there  were  no  legal  restrictions  on  the 
Convention  cutting  off  funds  to  this  Scholarship  Fund  beginning  with  February  2004. 
Another  question  was  offered,  "Would  our  action  here  today  cut  off  any  student  aid 
from  this  fund  who  is  receiving  it  at  this  time?"  Again,  the  chair  replied  that  no  student 
presently  enrolled  who  remains  for  four  years  would  be  ineligible  to  receive  these  funds 
if  accepted  in  2000  through  the  spring  of  2004. 

63.  Steve  Batts,  messenger  from  Tabernacle  Church,  New  Bern  made  a  motion  to 
call  for  the  question.  The  motion  received  a  second. 

Raising  of  the  ballots  was  used  to  vote  on  calling  the  question,  and  the  motion 
passed. 

64.  Debate  on  the  first  motion  by  Davis  as  amended  was  now  up  for  considera- 
tion. 

65.  Nathan  Parrish,  pastor  of  Unity  Church,  Winston-Salem  came  forward  to 
speak  against  the  motion.  He  stated  he  was  against  any  motion  that  would  permanently 
sever  relationships  with  Wake  Forest,  with  the  exceptions  of  these  just  made.  The  pre- 
siding officer  stated  this  was  true,  until  it  was  changed  again.  Parrish  admitted  he 
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would  prefer  to  restore  the  fraternal  relationship,  but  he  felt  this  would  not  happen.  He 
stated  that  such  a  motion  as  is  before  the  body  implies  that  the  administration  of  the 
University  will  be  as  it  is  forever,  and  as  if  there  will  never  be  another  day  when  things 
could  change  for  the  better.  He  admitted  he  shared  some  anger  about  some  things  at 
the  University,  but  he's  not  ready  to  give  up  yet.  He  said  he  saw  a  lot  of  good  still  going 
on  there,  such  as  students  dedicated  to  the  ministry  studying  there.  He  quoted  the 
scriptures  about  Gods  everlasting  love  and  continuing  grace  toward  all  of  us,  though 
we  are  sinners.  He  said  he  was  glad  God  did  not  judge  him  as  harshly  as  this 
Convention  is  attempting  to  do  with  some  of  its  institutions.  He  encouraged  the  body 
to  consider  the  advantages  of  keeping  the  relationship  with  Wake  Forest  and  working 
to  make  it  even  better. 

66.  Jesse  Yarborough,  Columbus  Church,  asked  someone  to  read  the  motion  in 
full  as  amended.  This  was  carried  out  by  the  parliamentarian. 

67.  Wayne  Martin,  messenger  from  the  Weldon  Church,  Weldon,  came  to  a  floor 
microphone  to  speak  against  the  motion.  The  President  apologized  for  having  mis-rec- 
ognized the  speaker  instead  of  someone  else  who  was  ahead  of  him. 

68.  Carolyn  Hill,  chair  of  the  Committee,  called  for  the  question.  The  motion 
received  a  second.  A  two-thirds  vote  was  required  to  pass  and  the  question  was  called 
for  with  over  two-thirds  voting  in  favor. 

69.  A  vote  was  taken  by  uplifted  ballots,  but  the  final  decision  was  unclear. 
Therefore,  the  presiding  officer  stated  the  voting  would  require  a  punched  ballot  vote. 

70.  Rick  Jackson  came  to  the  platform  and  announced  that  ballot  #2  would  be 
used  for  this  vote,  in  the  "yes"  and  "no"  section.  The  ballots  were  cast  and  collected  by 
the  ushers  for  transfer  to  the  counting  room  for  the  results  of  the  vote. 

71.  David  Crocker,  presiding,  stated  time  for  the  election  of  President  of  the 
Convention  for  the  incoming  year  was  at  hand.  He  said  that  several  agenda  items  had 
been  skipped  over  due  to  the  extension  of  time  for  the  General  Board  report,  but  these 
items  will  be  handled  immediately  after  the  election  of  the  President,  until  11:20  a.m. 
when  another  fixed  order  of  business  will  occur. 

72.  The  floor  was  opened  for  nominations  for  President.  Timmy  Chavis,  messen- 
ger from  Bear  Swamp  Church,  Pembroke,  came  to  the  platform  to  nominate  Mike 
Cummings  for  re-election.  Roy  Smith,  Crab  tree  Valley  Church,  Raleigh,  moved  that 
Mike  Cummings  be  elected  by  acclamation.  When  the  vote  was  taken,  the  election 
failed  by  one  vote,  since  such  motions  must  be  unanimous  (or  without  objection)  in 
order  to  pass.  The  presiding  officer  then  resorted  to  a  simple  voice  vote  of  "aye"  and 
"no",  which  resulted  in  Mike  Cummings'  re-election  without  opposition. 

73.  During  the  interlude  of  business,  the  congregation  sang  the  hymn,  "Joyful, 
Joyful,  We  Adore  Thee,"  in  contemporary  mode. 

74.  With  Teresa  Brown  presiding,  James  H.  Royston  was  recognized  for  the 
Executive  Secretary-Treasurer's  annual  report  to  the  Convention 

Dr.  Royston  noted  that  it  was  exactly  three  years  ago  this  evening  when  the 
Convention  voted  to  call  him  to  his  present  position,  and  he  expressed  gratitude  for 
this  privilege. 

Royston  said  that  approval  of  the  2001  budget  represented  an  increase  of  nearly  $6 
million  in  cooperative  missions  giving  over  the  past  four  years.  Increased  giving  to  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  to  designated  missions  offerings  has  made  nearly  $3  million 
of  new  money  available  for  Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes.  He  acknowledged 
gratitude  for  a  talented  and  dedicated  staff,  and  for  the  enormous  participation  of 
churches  and  individuals  throughout  the  state  in  kingdom  work.  He  highlighted  the 
cooperative  ministries  going  on  around  the  state  and  out  of  state  in  partnership 
missions.

He  devoted  much  of  his  shortened  address,  due  to  running  overtime  on  the 
General  Board  report,  to  the  issue  of  leadership.  "The  world  and  the  church  are  facing  a 
unique  challenge  in  the  digital  age,"  he  said.  "Leadership  is  more  desperately  needed 
than  at  any  time  I  have  experienced." 

The  Baptist  State  Conventions  purchase  and  dedication  of  the  Wyndolyn 
Royster  Hollifield  Leadership  Center  is  a  step  toward  training  more  effective  leadership 
in  his  view  A  vision  was  outlined  for  devoting  the  Lake  Hickory  facility  to  leadership 
development.  "This  will  be  new  and  different  for  us,"  he  said,  noting  that  it  requires  a 
heavy  up-front  financial  commitment  and  may  develop  slowly.  But  the  end  result  of 
developing  creative,  intelligent  and  technologically  prepared  leaders  will  be  worth  it. 
This  leadership  center  will  help  us  develop  our  aims  and  goals  in  mobilizing  for  min- 
istry in  this  new  century.  Leadership  skills  are  desperately  needed  all  over  our  state  by 
our  young  leaders.  Our  mission  statement  urges  that  we  are  to  mobilize  Baptists. 

Royston  reviewed  the  Baptist  State  Conventions  vision  goals:  to  proclaim  the 
gospel;  to  birth  congregations;  to  resource  partnering  churches,  associations  and  institu- 
tions; and  to  revision  churches.  He  said  that  North  Carolina  has  more  than  3.5  million 
residents  who  do  not  know  Christ,  and  he  emphasized  the  need  to  begin  new  churches, 
as  well  as  assist  existing  ones  in  their  growth  and  development.  It  is  even  more  impor- 
tant than  ever  for  our  Convention  to  work  more  and  more  closely  with  our  Baptist  col- 
leges and  universities,  as  well  as  with  our  other  institutions  and  agencies,  camps  and 
conference  centers,  he  indicated. 

75.   For  the  Congregational  Services  report,  Dan  Deaton  was  introduced  by  Jim 
Royston  to  speak  about  an  event  in  his  association  that  he  was  burdened  about.  Ten  of 
their  40  churches  were  without  pastors.  Deaton  said  he  felt  he  must  try  to  do  some- 
thing about  the  situation.  He  said  that  he  picked  up  the  phone  and  called  Don  Bouldin 
about  some  help  from  Congregational  Services.  Don  responded  to  this  call  by  taking 
seven  specialists  from  the  Convention  to  the  Little  River  Association  for  a  meeting  with 
the  pastors.  Deaton  says  he  was  shocked  they  would  come  to  them,  rather  than  asking 
them  to  drive  to  Cary  He  assembled  a  series  of  four  meetings  with  pastors  and  these 
helpers  from  the  Convention  staff.  Helping  congregations  through  troubles  and  hot 
spots  can  assist  the  pastors  in  completing  longer  pastorates.  In  concluding  his  team's 
report,  Bouldin  presented  various  kinds  of  congregational  services  available  from  the 
Convention. 

Janice  Haywood  developed  a  certification  program  with  Campbell  University 
for  the  laity  working  with  preschool  and  children  in  the  churches.  A  video  presentation 
outlined  this  program  through  one  of  the  students  involved  in  it.  This  is  the  only  pro- 
gram of  its  kind  in  the  state,  helping  lay  leaders  approach  this  kind  of  ministry  with  a 
deep  theological  and  biblical  base. 

Young  pastors  out  of  seminary  just  a  few  years  need  continued  training  in  the 
practical  needs  and  everyday  problems  of  the  pastorate.  Several  examples  were  cited  of 
such  crises  in  the  church  and  life  of  an  inexperienced,  or  young  pastor.  Fred  McGehee, 
Wayne  Oakes,  and  other  counselors  in  this  area  of  ministry  are  often  called  on  by 
churches  and  pastors  for  help  in  solving  problems  in  the  church.  There  are  so  many 
new  kinds  of  churches  today  and  also  many  new  kinds  of  pastors  as  well.  Traditional 
churches  are  learning  to  help  sponsor  "new  types"  of  mission  churches,  while  the  origi- 
nal congregations  continue  in  their  historic  approaches  to  ministry  and  mission.  An 
exemplary  model  of  this  new  partnership  was  presented  by  ministers  from  both  mod- 
els. Chad  Hall  in  Congregational  Services  helps  with  this  kind  of  working  together  for 
new  church  ministries. 

Siler  City  has  many  new  Hispanic  and  Latino  communities.  The  challenge  of 
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the  churches  there  is  to  incorporate  many  different  nationalities  and  cultures  together, 
using  the  Hispanic  language  as  a  common  denominator.  They  have  called  upon  the 
Congregational  Services  group  in  Cary  to  help  them  with  their  work.  The  Hispanic 
pastors  have  received  much  help  and  encouragement  through  this  ministry  of  our 
Convention.  The  many  groups  Congregational  Services  is  striving  to  help  include  eth- 
nic work,  the  deaf,  the  lonely,  the  blind,  and  the  emotionally  challenged.  Also,  the 
HIV  patients,  the  hungry,  singles,  seniors,  young  families,  those  with  moral  decisions, 
developing  worship  experiences,  and  helping  to  build  dynamic  Sunday  schools. 

Cathy  Hopkins  has  helped  churches  to  become  by  decision  what  is  called 
"faith  churches."  This  happens  to  churches  which  have  plateaued  and/or  are  declin- 
ing. They  are  becoming  energized  with  faith  and  encouragement  to  attempt  things 
they  have  not  done  before  or  for  a  long  time.  There  are  some  20,000  such  churches 
across  America.  An  active  church  member  gave  her  testimony  about  the  change  that 
came  in  her  life  and  her  church  after  getting  involved  in  this  approach.  It  involves  a 
unified,  concentrated  outreach  effort  through  the  Sunday  school.  Long-time  church 
members  learn  after  many  years  how  to  share  Christ  with  someone  for  the  first  time. 

This  is  congregational  services,  helping  all  of  you  to  build  healthy  churches. 
We  are  partners  together  with  you  in  congregational  services. 

76.  David  Crocker,  presiding,  asked  the  committee  chair  for  the  Program,  Place 
and  Preacher  Committee  to  come  and  share  how  to  proceed  at  this  point.  The  agenda 
items  missed  this  morning  (10:35-11:05  a.m.)  due  to  the  extension  of  time  for  the 
General  Board  report  will  be  on  schedule  this  afternoon,  so  those  responsible  were 
asked  to  be  prepared  to  come  for  their  part  on  the  program  at  any  given  time.  The 
General  Board  report  will  be  at  3:10  p.m.  and  the  meeting  may  go  beyond  4:00  p.m. 
this  afternoon. 

77.  Dan  Euliss  is  Team  Leader  in  the  Resource  Development  and  Promotion 
group.  Their  report  was  begun  with  a  person  who  works  in  this  group,  giving  a  broad 
description  of  the  work  of  this  staff  group  in  the  Convention.  John  Roberson  is  one  of 
the  Executive  Group  leaders.  Stewardship  promotion  and  education  are  a  big  part  of 
their  work.  The  top  giving  churches  to  the  Convention  work  were  honored  during 
this  presentation  for  their  Cooperative  Program  and  missions  offering  giving.  These 
churches  are  listed  by  the  actual  amount  of  their  giving  and  others  by  their  percentage 
of  giving  against  their  attendance  figures.  The  top  churches  in  each  category  were  list- 
ed for  the  messengers  in  their  packets  and  recognized  here  as  pastors  and/or  church 
members  came  forward  to  receive  special  plaques. 

78.  Second  Vice  President  Teresa  Brown  began  presiding  at  this  juncture.  The 
fixed  order  of  business,  the  Presidents  Message,  arrived  at  11:20  a.m.  A  musical  group 
sang  the  song,  "Jesus  Christ  Is  the  Lord  of  All."  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Singers 
sang  several  selections  in  preparation  for  the  message  by  the  President. 

79.  Brown  presented  the  Rev.  James  Daniel,  pastor  of  Greater  Joy  Church, 
Creedmoor,  to  read  the  scripture  from  Romans  10:1-10. 

80.  President  Mike  Cummings  called  on  messengers  in  his  sermon  to  "share 
Gods  heart  for  things  that  matter."  He  used  II  Peter  3:9-14  as  his  text  to  speak  about 
God's  heart  on  Gods  promise,  Gods  heart  on  people,  and  God's  heart  on  peace. 

Some  of  the  readers  who  Peter  addressed  had  begun  to  lose  faith  in  God's 
promise  regarding  the  return  of  Christ,  but  Peter  reminded  them  that  God  is  not  slack 
about  his  promises.  Trust  in  God's  Word  is  an  important  tradition  for  Baptists,  he  said, 
a  tradition  that  should  be  trusted,  transplanted  and  turbo-charged  to  meet  contempo- 
rary needs.  He  cited  illustrations  of  ways  NC  Baptists  have  trusted  God's  promise  and 
he  charged  messengers  to  continue  being  faithful. 
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Peter  told  his  readers  that  Christ's  delay  in  returning  was  based  on  Gods  pas- 
sion for  people,  Cummings  said,  and  believers  should  have  a  similar  passion  for  bring- 
ing others  to  Christ.  The  pluralism  of  todays  society  leads  many  to  reject  Jesus'  claim 
to  be  the  only  way  to  salvation  (John  14:6)  and  Peter's  insistence  that  "there  is  none 
other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved"  (Acts  4:12). 
Our  Convention  is  more  diverse  than  ever  before,  and  this  diversity  has  made  us  more 
dynamic.  We  must  move  forward  together. 

"1  urge  us  to  reclaim  God's  passion  for  people  and  their  need  for  Him," 
Cummings  said.  Bringing  people  to  Jesus  requires  Christians  to  be  at  their  personal 
best,  he  said,  and  that  involves  being  at  peace  with  God  and  with  one  another.  He  said 
that  Peter  joins  peace  with  godliness  in  2  Peter  3:14,  and  that  both  come  from  holi- 
ness in  character  and  the  knowledge  of  Christ. 

"Partnership  is  the  shape  of  peace  among  Baptists,"  he  said.  "Some  are  suspi- 
cious of  fundamentalist  denominational  control  while  others  fear  moral  and  scriptural 
compromise.  I  worry  about  both.  Neither  control  nor  compromise  is  an  option  for 
partners  in  the  harvest." 

Baptists  could  learn  from  Indians  the  art  of  the  "pow  wow,"  Cummings  said. 
He  described  the  pan-Indian  tradition  in  which  tribes  come  together  for  times  of 
story-telling,  singing  and  dancing  that  energize  the  community  through  the  celebra- 
tion of  common  bonds.  "I  taught  my  children  our  story  and  they  have  taught  me  to 
dance,"  he  said.  Cummings  asked,  "When  have  you  danced  in  your  heart  or  at  your 
altar?  Our  children  need  faith  that  makes  them  want  to  dance.  We  dance  or  we  die." 

He  urged  NC  Baptists  "to  supercharge  our  partnership  with  passion  for  peace 
with  God  and  one  another,  to  embrace  local  churches'  choices  in  supporting  missions 
to  training  church  leaders  through  NC  Baptist  Schools,  to  affirm  missions  and  evange- 
lism as  the  underlying  assumption  of  joint  mission,  and  to  celebrate  the  Cooperative 
Program  as  God's  good  gift  to  Baptists." 

He  said,  "We  can  make  partnership  work  in  North  Carolina."  "Let's  put  a 
Maglite  focus  on  the  matters  that  matter,"  Cummings  said  as  he  ended  his  message. 

81.  Charles  Edwards,  member  of  the  Local  Arrangements  Committee  and  pastor 
of  College  Park  Church,  Winston-Salem,  presented  a  report  on  the  ballot  taken  con- 
cerning the  relationship  with  Wake  Forest  University  He  reported  the  following: 
3,954  ballots  were  cast;  for  the  Davis  motion:  2,390  (60.45  percent  of  the  vote); 
against  the  Davis  motion:  1,564  (39.55  percent).  Since  a  two-thirds  majority  was 
required  to  pass  this  motion  amending  the  constitution,  the  motion  failed  to  pass. 

82.  Lamar  Eiland,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  closed  the  session  with 
prayer,  after  asking  the  group  to  join  hands  across  the  aisles. 

83.  The  session  was  adjourned  until  the  afternoon  session,  beginning  at  2:00 
p.m.

84.  At  the  beginning  of  this  session,  Neal  Eller,  Jr.,  recognized  some  of  the  NC 
musicians  assisting  with  the  music  during  these  sessions  of  the  annual  meeting:  on 
the  piano  —  Carole  Cone;  and  on  the  organ  —  Billy  Summers.  An  expression  of 
thanks  from  Eller  and  the  audience  was  extended  by  words  and  applause.  The  praise 
band  has  been  led  by  Richard  Kingsmore,  artist-in-residence  at  Calvary  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  and  also  a  world-renowned  arranger  and  composer.  Thanks  was  also 
extended  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Singers;  the  Rick  Webb  Trio;  Dan  Ridley,  the 
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Music  Consultant  for  the  Music  and  Worship  Team,  for  helping  to  put  together  the 
wonderful  orchestra,  and  many  people  who  helped  him  do  that;  the  Creative 
Movement  Team  from  Greenwood  Forest  Church,  Cary,  who  provided  the  interpretive 
movement  for  the  anthem,  "The  Love  of  God";  Dr.  Mary  Alice  Seals,  Director  of  the 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Singers;  Jim  Davidson,  Director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Wind  Ensemble;  Calvary  Church,  Winston-Salem,  for  providing  percussion 
instruments;  and  many  churches  who  helped  provide  music  stands;  and  those  orches- 
tra players  who  took  special  efforts  to  be  here  and  help  us  in  providing  this  wonderful 
music  for  these  two  days. 

Eller  introduced  the  next  hymn  to  be  sung  in  a  contemporary  style,  "Blessed 
Be  the  Name." 

85.  With  Teresa  Brown  presiding,  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session  of  the  NC 
Baptist  State  Convention  was  convened.  She  recognized  John  Tagliarini  for  an 
announcement.  He  said  the  Program,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  held  a  meeting 
with  the  presiding  officers  to  decide  how  to  deal  with  the  schedule,  which  by  now  was 
far  behind  because  of  the  long  extension  granted  for  completion  of  the  General 
Boards  report  during  that  scheduled  time  frame.  All  scheduled  reports  which  were 
missed  during  the  morning  session  were  agreed  to  be  canceled.  They  were:  The 
Special  Report  from  Mission  Growth  Evangelism;  Committee  on  Nominations; 
Committee  on  Committees;  and  the  Resolutions  Committee;  the  Special  Report  of  the 
Business  Services;  the  Special  Report  of  Strategic  Initiatives  and  Planning;  and  the 
Miscellaneous  Business  time  slot. 

The  two  special  reports  this  afternoon  will  assume  their  scheduled  spots, 
with  the  Children's  Homes  report  at  2:10  p.m.,  and  the  Convention  and  Budget 
Report  at  3:00  p.m.. 

Tagliarini  announced  the  election  of  additional  officers  at  2:40  p.m.,  which  is 
a  fixed  order  of  business,  after  which  three  of  the  committees  missed  this  morning 
will  give  their  reports  in  reverse  order,  beginning  with  the  Resolutions  Committee, 
then  the  Committee  on  Committees,  and  the  Committee  on  Nominations  last. 

86.  Margie  Laney  messenger  from  North  Wilkesboro,  and  retired  Director  of 
Mission  in  the  Stone  Mountain  Association,  shared  devotions  from  II  Corinthians  8:1- 
7  and  led  in  prayer.  Laney  stated  that  stewardship  was  highly  emphasized  in  this 
chapter  and  chapter  nine,  yet  the  Apostle  Paul  never  used  the  word  "money,"  but  he 
urged  the  prosperous  Corinthians  to  share  what  they  had  with  the  congregation  in 
Jerusalem,  and  he  used  the  Macedonians  as  an  example  to  motivate  the  Corinthians  to 
give.  The  Macedonians  had  suffered  much  persecution  and  many  other  problems 
including  extreme  poverty.  They  had  given  help  beyond  their  means,  and  they  experi- 
enced great  joy.  Their  liberality  was  a  direct  product  of  the  grace  of  God,  she  said.  The 
Macedonians  appeared  to  have  their  priorities  in  the  right  place,  as  exemplified  in 
"first  giving  themselves,  and  then  giving  of  their  financial  resources."  Laney  urged 
each  of  us  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  around  us  and  around  the  world 
through  the  many  channels  offered.  This  opportunity  to  share  is  for  our  own  benefit 
first,  and  should  not  be  taken  lightly.  "Christ  gave  His  all,  becoming  poor  that  we 
might  become  rich,"  she  said. 

87.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  report,  entitled  "Embracing 
God's  Children,"  was  presented  by  a  large  group  of  children  and  staff  from  the  various 
group  homes  in  the  state,  led  by  Michael  Blackwell,  President.  The  program  began 
with  a  young  girl  singing  a  solo  part  of  "Jesus  Loves  Me,  This  I  Know,"  with  a  vast 
choir  joining  in  on  the  verses.  The  Homes  were  established  by  the  Convention  on 
November  11,  1885,  and  have  been  "embracing  God's  children"  for  115  years  since 
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that  date.  Over  125  children  and  young  people  stationed  on  the  platform  participated 
in  the  report  in  various  ways.  Two  of  the  special  children  reporting  were  named 
"Patricia"  and  "Joseph."  Both  children  gave  testimonies  of  thanksgiving  of  how  they 
represent  so  many  other  children  who  need  "a  place  to  call  home,  medical  care,  par- 
ents, brothers  and  sisters." 

Blackwell  stated  these  were  but  two  of  the  2,000  children  embraced  by  the 
Children's  Homes  in  the  year  2000.  He  went  on  to  say  that  five  years  ago  today  at  the 
1995  Convention,  he  had  the  privilege  to  introduce  to  the  messengers  a  young  man 
named  Jason  Davis.  He  was  then  a  junior  student  at  Tuscola  High  School  in 
Waynesville,  an  honor  student,  and  he  shared  his  dream  that  day  which  was  to  get  a 
college  education.  He  desired  to  become  an  officer  in  the  US  Air  Force,  where  he 
could  soar  like  the  eagle.  A  video  clip  of  Davis'  appearance  five  years  ago  before  this 
Convention  was  shown  at  this  time.  He  gave  an  account  of  his  life  situation,  including 
his  father's  death  due  to  lung  cancer.  His  mother  was  a  drug  addict  and  alcoholic,  try- 
ing to  stop  her  pain,  he  said.  Social  Services  removed  him  from  his  home  because  of 
this.  He  went  to  live  with  his  maternal  grandmother  and  things  went  well  for  a  short 
while,  until  his  mother  showed  up  and  attacked  her  mother.  Davis  was  then  removed 
from  this  situation  and  brought  to  Broyhill  Home.  This  changed  his  life  for  ever,  and 
started  him  on  the  road  to  Christian  living,  he  stated  in  the  video. 

Blackwell  presented  this  young  man,  now  a  student  at  the  Citadel  in 
Charleston,  SC,  where  he  has  received  numerous  awards  and  honors.  In  May  of  2001, 
he  will  graduate  near  the  top  of  his  class  at  the  Citadel  as  an  honor  student  with  virtu- 
ally every  honor  one  can  receive  there,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  in  the  US  Air 
Force. 

Davis  thanked  Blackwell  and  the  Convention  for  the  privilege  to  be  in  atten- 
dance again  with  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  He  said  his  life  was  in  danger 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  13,  but  NC  Baptist  Children's  Homes  came  to  his  rescue 
and  embraced  him.  He  admitted  the  Children's  Homes  are  due  much  of  the  credit  for 
what  he  has  achieved  and  for  all  the  honors  and  awards  he  has  received,  he  said.  He 
told  how  he  wants  to  serve  in  the  law  enforcement  division  of  the  Air  Force,  and  later 
in  life  as  a  law  enforcement  officer  to  help  people  in  all  walks  of  life,  and  to  repay  soci- 
ety for  what  he  has  been  given.  His  desire  was  clear  that  he  would  always  stay  close  to 
the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  NC  for  their  role  in  helping  to  redeem  his  life  from 
danger. 

The  entire  presentation  was  a  "great  big  thank  you"  to  all  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  their  gifts  of  love,  stated  by  Blackwell,  as  well  as  many  of  the  individual 
children,  while  the  choir  sang  "Thank  you,  for  giving  to  the  Lord,  1  am  so  glad  you 
gave." 

The  pledge  Blackwell  gave  at  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation  was  to  con- 
tinue the  sacred  pledge  of  offering  to  help  hurting  children  and  heal  broken  families. 

A  new  ministry  began  by  North  Carolina  Baptists,  initially  assigned  to  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes,  has  been  started.  It  goes  by  the  name  of  "Developmental 
Disabilities  Ministry."  The  first  home  was  opened  in  Winston-Salem  not  far  from  the 
coliseum,  named  "Baptist  House  at  Bethabara."  Two  more  homes  like  it  will  be  built 
on  this  site  in  2001,  and  in  the  next  10-year  plan,  homes  will  be  built  all  across  the 
state.  Donna  Adams  shared  what  this  kind  of  home  has  meant  to  her  family,  and  their 
daughter  Hannah,  and  what  it  can  mean  to  many  others.  She  stated  this  was  an 
answer  to  prayer  for  them  from  their  daughter's  birth  in  1979  in  Elkin,  and  for  many 
other  families  like  them. 

Blackwell  concluded  the  report  by  appealing  to  the  messengers  and  churches 
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to  acknowledge  "the  defining  moment"  in  the  life  of  the  NC  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
at  this  time,  because  this  month  is  when  the  special  offering  for  their  ministry  is 
received.  The  goal  for  this  offering  this  year  is  the  largest  ever:  $1  million!  He  said, 
"My  question  to  you  is  a  challenge.  And  my  challenge  to  you  is  a  question:  Will  you 
be  the  one  to  go  back  home  and  'embrace  God's  children'?  Will  you  be  the  one  to 
affirm  and  bless  a  child  in  your  home,  in  your  church?  WILL  you  be  the  one?  Will 
you  be  the  ONE?  Will  YOU  be  the  one?" 

A  song  trailed  off  from  Blackwell's  message,  "In  a  world,  full  of  broken 
dreams,  where  the  truth  is  hard  to  find,  for  every  promise  that  is  kept,  there  are  many 
left  behind.  Though  it  seems  nobody  cares,  it  still  matters  what  you  do,  'cause  there's  a 
difference  we  can  make,  but  the  choice  is  up  to  you.  Will  you  be  the  one,  to  answer 
the  call?  Will  you  stand  when  those  around  you  fall?  Will  you  be  the  one,  to  take  His 
life  to  a  darkened  world?  Tell  me,  will  you  be  the  one?" 

88.  President  Cummings  thanked  Blackwell  for  the  way  they  thanked  North 
Carolina  Baptists  for  their  support  in  the  ministry  through  this  fine  presentation. 

89.  The  fixed  time  for  election  of  persons  for  the  office  of  First  Vice  President, 
Second  Vice  President,  Recording  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  was 
announced. 

90.  For  the  office  of  First  Vice  President,  Allen  Blume,  pastor  of  Mt.  Vernon 
Church,  Boone,  nominated  Johnny  Henderson,  pastor  of  Cross  Roads  Baptist  Church, 
Asheboro.  Kathryn  Hamrick,  messenger  from  Boiling  Springs  Church,  Kings 
Mountain  Association,  nominated  Buddy  Corbin,  Pastor  of  Calvary  Church,  Asheville. 

With  no  further  nominations,  Charles  Edwards  came  to  give  directions  for 
the  balloting  between  these  two  candidates.  Ballot  #5  was  picked  for  this  purpose, 
using  the  numbered  circles.  To  vote  for  Buddy  Corbin,  punch  out  #3  circle.  To  vote 
for  Johnny  Henderson,  punch  out  #5  circle.  Pass  ballots  to  the  right,  with  the  clipped 
corner  together  in  each  stack.  The  ushers  will  receive  them  and  take  them  to  the 
counting  room  for  tabulation  and  a  report  later.  Additional  ushers  were  called  to  help 
with  this  task. 

91.  Nominations  for  Second  Vice  President  were  in  order.  Steve  Scoggins,  mes- 
senger of  First  Church,  Henderson ville,  nominated  Max  Holland,  Bear  Creek  Church, 
Bakersville.  Bill  Yates,  messenger  from  Ardmore  Church,  Winston-Salem,  nominated 
Larry  Harper,  pastor  of  Forest  Hills  Church,  Raleigh,  and  President  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  State  Convention  for  the  past  three  years.  Charles  Edwards  from  the 
Tellers  Committee  came  to  discuss  the  ballot  process.  Ballot  #8  was  chosen  for  this 
vote.  The  circled  numbers  across  the  top  were  to  be  used,  with  #3  for  Larry  Harper, 
and  #5  for  Max  Holland.  The  same  instructions  were  given  for  processing  these  bal- 
lots as  before. 

92.  Ed  Stines,  messenger  from  College  Park  Church,  Winston-Salem,  nominated 
Ray  W  Benfield,  member  of  Northwest  Church,  Winston-Salem,  for  re-election  as 
Recording  Secretary.  With  no  further  nominations,  he  was  elected  on  a  voice  vote. 

93.  Ollis  Revels,  messenger  from  Lakeview  Church,  Union  Association,  nominat- 
ed C.  Gene  Booker,  member  of  Oakhurst  Church,  Randolph  Association,  as  Assistant 
Recording  Secretary.  With  no  further  nominations,  he  was  elected  on  a  voice  vote. 

94.  The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee  was  in  session  at  this  time,  but  the 
President  announced  they  were  meeting  to  try  to  find  a  way  to  bring  the  Wake  Forest 
University  issue  back  to  the  convention  for  a  parliamentary  conclusion. 

95.  Rick  Byrd,  messenger  from  Cornerstone  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  and 
chair  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  was  recognized  for  a  report.  The  chair  presented 
committee  members  sitting  on  the  platform,  and  they  were  named.  He  presented  two 
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resolutions  in  the  form  of  a  motion,  as  follows: 

96.  Resolution  #1:  (To  the  host  city,  Winston-Salem) 

WHEREAS,  the  170th  Annual  Session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  is  meeting  November  13-14,  2000,  in  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina; 

WHEREAS,  the  local  citizens  involved  in  welcoming  and  facilitating  our 
sessions  have  done  so  in  a  very  caring  and  effective  manner; 

THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  messengers,  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  at  the  Lawrence  Joel  Veterans 
Memorial  Coliseum  in  Winston-Salem,  November  13-14,  2000,  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  the  officials  and  people  of  Winston-Salem,  and  to  the  Local 
Arrangements  Committee,  for  outstanding  service  and  kindness  rendered  to  us 
during  this  annual  meeting. 

The  motion  passed  by  a  voice  vote  of  the  messengers  without  discussion. 

97.  Resolution  #2:  (Reaffirmation  of  commitment  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention) 

WHEREAS,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  was  founded 
in  1830; 

WHEREAS,  this  State  Convention  has  been  historically  and  traditionally 
aligned  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention; 

WHEREAS,  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
establishes  a  cooperative  relationship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention; 

WHEREAS,  this  relationship  has  been  established  to  affect  evangelism 
and  missions  efforts  here  in  North  Carolina,  North  America  and  around  the  world, 
in  order  to  reach  the  lost  with  the  message  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ; 

WHEREAS,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  demonstrated  their  ability  to 
work  together  in  cooperative  efforts; 

AND  WHEREAS,  it  is  our  desire  to  continue  our  traditional  and  constitu- 
tional relationship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina, 
meeting  in  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina  on  November  13-14,  2000  does  hereby 
reaffirm  our  commitment  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  Cooperative 
Program  giving  and  on  mission  efforts  and  partnerships. 

98.  With  the  floor  open  for  discussion,  Paul  Pridgen,  messenger  from  Edenton 
Church,  Edenton,  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  motion: 

I  move  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding  after,  "WHEREAS,  Article  II  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  establishes  a  cooperative  relation- 
ship with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention;"  the  following:  "WHEREAS,  Article  III 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  establishes  the  autonomy  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention;"  and  by  adding  after,  "BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  in  Winston- Salem,  North 
Carolina  on  November  13-14,  2000,  does  hereby  reaffirm  our  commitment  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  Cooperative  Program  giving  and  on  mission 
efforts  and  partnerships;"  the  following,  'BE  IT  FINALLY  RESOLVED  THAT,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  does  hereby  reaffirm  our  autonomy  as 
a  Baptist  body  and  giving  plans  for  cooperative  missions." 

99.  The  presiding  officer  consulted  with  the  parliamentarian  as  to  how  this 
motion  to  amend  the  proposed  resolution  should  be  handled.  The  chair  ruled  that  par- 
liamentary procedure  requires  the  RESOLVED  clause  in  question  to  be  acted  on  first, 
before  the  WHEREAS  clause  can  be  dealt  with  accordingly. 
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100.  The  fixed  order  of  the  day,  the  continuation  of  the  report  from  the  General 
Board,  had  arrived,  so  the  chair  ruled  the  foregoing  motion  to  amend  the  proposed 
resolution  be  delayed  until  after  the  General  Board  completes  its  report. 

101.  Larry  Harper  was  recognized  to  present  the  matters  before  the  Convention 
from  the  General  Board.  He  stated  the  Proposed  Budget  for  2001  was  the  next  main 
item  of  business. 

102.  Harper  referred  the  body  to  page  nine  of  the  Book  of  Reports  for  recommen- 
dation #2.  The  motion  by  the  General  Board  President  on  behalf  of  the  General  Board 
was  as  follows:  The  General  Board  recommends  the  names  of  Gerald  Arnold, 
Lillington;  John  Webb,  Wilson;  and  Wayne  Stevenson,  Raleigh;  as  Trustees  for  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  the  year  2001  and  that  Mr.  Gale 
Parker,  Raleigh,  be  elected  as  Trustee  Emeritus  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  motion  was  approved  without  discussion  by  raising  ballots. 

103.  Tom  Womble,  Leader  for  Denominational  Relations,  and  Kenneth  Ridings, 
President  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  were  requested  by  Larry  Harper  to  come 
to  the  podium  for  brief  remarks. 

104.  Womble  stated  that  certain  groups  decided  to  give  up  their  time  on  the  agen- 
da this  afternoon.  However,  some  felt  a  few  words  should  be  shared  about  one  of  the 
very  important  happenings  in  one  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  institutions.  He  asked 
Kenneth  Ridings  to  step  to  the  podium  and  give  an  update  on  Fruitland. 

105.  Ridings  said  he  had  waited  a  long  time  to  get  to  do  this,  on  behalf  of 
Fruitland's  Board  of  Advisers,  faculty,  staff,  student  body,  and  alumni.  He  said,  "Thank 
you,  thank  you,  thank  you,  thank  you,  Executive  Committee,  General  Board,  and 
North  Carolina  Baptists  for  all  of  your  help,  for  all  of  your  prayers,  and  for  all  of  your 
support.  Keep  on  praying  for  Fruitland,  help  us  all  you  can,  come  to  see  us." 

Womble  reported  the  contract  for  building  the  new  library  had  been  signed, 
and  hopefully  within  a  year,  everyone  will  be  invited  to  share  in  its  opening  and  all 
the  festivities  to  go  along  with  it.  Thanks  was  extended  to  all  for  supporting  Plan  D, 
and  other  kinds  of  support,  for  Fruitland  to  build  this  much  needed  facility. 

106.  The  proposed  budget  for  2001  was  now  before  the  body.  Harper  spoke  of  the 
process  through  which  the  budget  came  to  be  finalized  for  presentation.  Reference 
was  made  to  page  eight  in  the  Book  oj Reports,  item  #2,  A  Budget  Study  Task  Force, 
which  was  authorized  to  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  chair.  The  pur- 
pose for  this  committee  was  to  examine  the  budget  process  in  the  light  of  strategic 
planning  within  the  Convention  and  to  report  its  evaluations,  findings,  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Harper  said  this  may  take  several  years  to  finish,  and  it  is  simply  an  honest 
effort  to  make  the  best  use  of  funds  entrusted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  by  the 
churches. 

107.  The  presentation  of  the  2001  proposed  budget  was  made  by  Larry  Harper  on 
behalf  of  the  General  Board  in  the  form  of  a  motion,  as  found  on  page  10  of  the  Book 
of  Reports. 

MOTION:  2001  Mission  and  Ministry  Budget 

The  General  Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  2001  Mission  and 
Ministry  Budget  of  $35,750,000,  a  Challenge  Budget  of  $1,000,000,  and  a  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  Budget  of  $2,583,490. 

108.  Dixon  Free,  messenger  of  First  Church,  Lincolnton,  and  Chair  of  the  Budget 
Committee,  came  to  discuss  the  proposed  budget.  Giles  Blankenship,  a  Campbell 
University  Divinity  School  student,  gave  a  testimony  of  appreciation  for  the  privilege 
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to  attend  a  theological  school  supported  by  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  Free  stated 
that  Blankenship  was  a  living  example  of  this  year's  theme,  "Laborers  Together."  This 
way  of  working  together  means  being  partners  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation  in  unity  and 
purpose.  We  are  to  pursue  our  number  one  job  mandate,  fulfilling  the  Great 
Commission.  It  is  thought  about  half  of  North  Carolina's  people  do  not  attend  church, 
and  many  of  them  are  lost.  Taking  a  moment  to  affirm  our  mission  and  vision  state- 
ments, the  2001  cooperative  missions  budget  was  applied.  Phillippa  Mathis  and  David 
Horton  were  presented  to  speak  about  the  vision  statements  of  the  Convention. 
Various  committee  members  highlighted  different  areas  of  the  budget.  Free  thanked 
the  committee  members  for  highlighting  the  impact  of  the  new  budget.  He  empha- 
sized another  achievement  of  NC  Baptists,  which  is  missions  giving.  He  said  there  are 
37  state  conventions  and  2  fellowships  related  to  the  SBC,  and  North  Carolina  ranks 
second  in  giving  to  international  and  home  missions  causes.  On  behalf  of  all  recipi- 
ents of  the  benefits  from  this  budget,  Free  thanked  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their 
support  of  these  worthy  causes.  He  said  this  is  a  result  of  the  cooperative  efforts 
among  us,  as  we  partner  together  as  Great  Commission  Christians,  and  this  pursuit 
will  sustain  us  throughout  the  twenty-first  century  and  beyond. 

109.  The  presiding  officer  opened  the  floor  for  discussion  of  the  proposed  budget. 
There  was  no  discussion  or  questions.  The  vote  was  taken  by  raising  the  ballots  for 
and  against.  The  budget  passed. 

110.  Larry  Harper  thanked  the  body  for  their  support,  and  he  invited  everyone  to 
take  note  of  the  many  things  the  General  Board  did  during  the  year  on  behalf  of  the 
Convention,  such  as  employing  many  new  personnel,  continuing  with  the  restructur- 
ing of  the  work  of  the  General  Board  staff  and  the  Board.  He  said  the  Board  meets 
only  three  times  a  year,  but  the  councils  and  committees  meet  at  other  times  during  a 
given  year  to  carry  out  their  responsibilities  and  duties. 

This  ended  the  General  Board  report  to  the  Convention. 

111.  Jim  Royston  was  recognized  to  come  to  the  podium  for  a  special  presenta- 
tion to  Larry  Harper.  Along  with  other  fourth  year  Board  members  rotating  off  this 
year,  Harper  was  selected  at  this  time  to  receive  commendations  for  his  good  work 
and  leadership  on  the  Board.  Royston  spoke  highly  of  Harper's  leadership  and  friend- 
ship through  the  Presidency  of  the  General  Board  over  the  past  three  years  since  he 
has  been  the  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Convention.  He  presented  a  small 
token  of  thanksgiving  to  Harper  for  his  excellent  service  on  this  Board. 

112.  The  chair  of  the  Tellers  Committee  came  forward  to  give  the  results  of  the 
election  of  officers:  For  First  Vice  President,  a  total  of  3,679  ballots  were  cast.  Buddy 
Corbin  received  2,068  votes  (56.21  percent);  and  Johnny  Henderson  received  1,611 
votes  (43.79  percent).  The  chair  declared  Buddy  Corbin  elected  First  Vice  President. 

For  Second  Vice  President,  3,719  ballots  were  cast.  Larry  Harper  received 
1,967  votes  (52.88  percent);  and  Max  Holland  received  1,752  votes  (47.12  percent). 
The  chair  declared  Larry  Harper  elected  Second  Vice  President. 

1 13.  The  President  brought  back  the  matter  of  business  related  to  Pridgen's 
amendment  to  the  resolution  on  affirmation  of  the  SBC.  The  second  part  of  that 
amendment,  having  to  do  with  the  "RESOLVED"  part  of  it,  was  the  focus  of  this  sepa- 
rate motion  to  amend  the  proposed  resolution.  The  motion  was  made  by  Paul 
Pridgen,  who  submitted  the  original  proposed  amendment,  and  it  received  a  second. 

114.  Roy  Smith,  messenger  from  Crabtree  Valley  Church,  Raleigh,  rose  to  speak 
for  the  amendment,  stating  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  historically  cooperated 
with  other  Christian  groups  in  kingdom  enterprises,  such  as  the  Protestants  and  oth- 
ers united  for  separation  of  church  and  state,  American  Bible  societies,  the  Christian 
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Action  League  which  is  an  ecumenical  ministry.  Thus,  he  said,  any  resolution  on 
cooperation  adopted  by  this  body  should  make  it  open  and  inclusive  rather  than  nar- 
row and  restrictive.  He  indicated  he  saw  no  need  for  this  resolution  at  all,  but  if  we 
have  such  a  statement,  we  should  not  fence  ourselves  in. 

115.  Speaking  against  the  motion  to  amend  the  proposed  resolution,  Ben  Cole, 
messenger  from  the  Wake  Crossroads  Church,  Raleigh,  said  he  believed  it  to  be 
unnecessary.  He  stated  he  felt  we  were  already  autonomous  by  our  constitution,  and 
that  N.C.  Baptists  should  speak  clearly  and  exclusively  in  this  resolution  about  our 
relationship  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  our  partners  in  the  harvest.  He 
claimed  so  many  other  denominations  were  falling  apart  at  the  core,  so  it  seemed  nec- 
essary to  make  this  a  strong  statement  about  our  affiliation  with  the  SBC.  He  wanted 
our  Convention  to  affirm  all  the  SBC  is  doing,  including  the  seminaries. 

116.  The  chair  stated  there  were  no  other  speakers  desiring  to  speak  on  this 
amendment,  so  he  brought  the  matter  to  a  vote  by  raising  the  ballots.  The  amendment 
was  declared  approved  by  raised  ballots. 

117.  Now,  the  first  segment  of  Pridgens  original  proposed  amendment,  having  to 
do  with  the  "WHEREAS"  part,  was  brought  before  the  body  as  a  motion.  A  second 
was  made.  Pridgen  was  then  presented  to  speak  to  this  part  of  his  original  proposed 
amendment.  He  said  while  the  resolution  calls  for  the  reaffirmation  of  the  commit- 
ment to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  is  it  not  even  more  necessary  that  we  reaf- 
firm the  autonomy  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  plans  by  which  we  sup- 
port the  missions  enterprise.  He  stated  clearly  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  is  not  a  franchise,  nor  a  subsidiary,  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  We 
voluntarily  choose  to  cooperate  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  other 
Baptist  bodies,  and  with  other  Christian  bodies  for  the  very  purposes  of  the  Gospel. 
Article  II  of  the  constitution  speaks  of  a  cooperative  relationship  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  for  the  very  purpose  of  missions.  Article  III  speaks  further  as  to 
the  nature  of  that  cooperative  relationship  by  establishing  the  autonomy  of  this  body 
in  its  missions  endeavors.  Pridgen  said  the  question  before  this  body  is  "why  do  we 
have  this  resolution  in  the  first  place?  Why  is  it  even  presented?"  He  indicated  his  rea- 
sons for  this  amendment  were  because  of  todays  environment. 

118.  Don  Satterwhite,  messenger  from  First  Church,  Raeford,  and  member  of  the 
Resolutions  Committee  which  brought  the  resolution,  spoke  about  the  reasons  for 
bringing  it  before  the  convention.  He  said  it  was  in  support  of  a  method  of  giving  sup- 
ported by  Southern  Baptists  since  1925,  the  Cooperative  Program.  He  said  he  felt  this 
last  amendment  offered  was  unnecessary,  because  we  would  not  be  here  if  we  weren't 
already  autonomous.  He  urged  the  body  not  to  "throw  it  away."  He  indicated  other 
denominations  were  searching  for  better  ways  to  support  their  work,  but  we  already 
have  the  best  method,  and  we  need  to  stay  with  it.  He  said  he  felt  this  amendment 
was  divisive. 

119.  Speaking  against  the  amendment,  Bob  Garbett,  messenger  from  New  Hope 
Church,  New  River  Association,  said  it  was  to  affirm  a  relationship  that  has  been 
under  assault.  He  said  the  SBC  had  not  tried  to  tell  churches  what  to  do,  assaulting 
their  autonomy. 

120. Jason  Cardwell,  messenger  from  Hickory  Mountain  Church,  Siler  City,  said 
he  was  planning  to  vote  for  the  amendment,  so  he  was  speaking  for  it  too.  He  stated 
we  should  spend  less  time  worrying  about  our  rights  and  our  privileges,  and  more 
time  about  serving  each  other,  and  about  treating  each  other  as  more  important  than 
ourselves,  as  the  Bible  calls  us  to  do.  We  need  to  spend  more  time  focusing  on  the  call 
of  Christ,  rather  than  elevating  ourselves,  and  making  sure  we  have  our  territory 
protected. 
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121.  Paul  Berry,  messenger  from  Columbia  Church,  Columbia,  spoke  against  the 
motion.  He  asked  if  Paul  Pridgen  could  cite  any  instances  where  North  Carolina  has 
been  violated  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  at  the  state  convention  level,  the 
associational  level,  or  the  church  level.  He  said  he  agreed  with  the  previous  speaker 
who  urged  us  to  get  on  with  the  cause  of  Christ.  He  indicated  he  would  appreciate 
Paul  Pridgens  response  to  his  question. 

122.  Don  Gordon,  messenger  from  First  Church,  Mt.  Olive,  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
motion.  He  pointed  out  how  we  tend  to  choose  and  pick  biblical  texts  to  support  our 
positions,  and  we  conveniently  disregard  other  passages  which  challenge  our  think- 
ing. He  said  the  same  was  happening  here.  He  said  the  resolution  gives  the  appearance 
of  abiding  by  the  spirit  of  our  constitution  by  citing  Article  II  which  encourages  coop- 
eration with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  But  this  resolution  disregards  the  very 
next  Article  (III)  which  affirms  the  Baptist  principle  which  pre-dates  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  That  principle  is  the  autonomy  of  the  State  Convention  and  its 
member  churches.  He  shared  the  fact  that  he  supports  this  amendment  so  we  will  not 
lay  the  groundwork  for  excluding  good  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  meaningful  partic- 
ipation in  North  Carolina  Baptist  life. 

123.  Warner  Doles,  messenger  from  Fraley  Memorial  Church,  Gastonia,  said  he 
fears  the  resolution  brought  before  the  body  has  been  determined  to  be  something 
other  than  the  intent  of  the  resolution.  As  another  member  of  the  Resolutions 
Committee,  he  said  the  committee  labored  a  long  time  with  this  resolution,  trying  to 
reach  a  middle  ground  where  all  parties  would  be  satisfied.  He  stated  unequivocally 
there  was  no  intent  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  do  otherwise,  and  hoping  it 
would  be  non-divisive  and  supported  by  all  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

124.  The  chair  called  for  the  vote  on  the  motion  by  raising  ballots.  The  amend- 
ment clause  passed. 

125.  The  original  resolution,  with  the  two  additional  clauses  inserted,  was  now 
before  the  body  for  a  final  vote. 

126.  Discussion  on  the  amended  motion  was  invited.  Bruce  Martin,  messenger 
from  Village  Church,  Fayetteville,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amended  resolution.  He 
offered  the  thought  that  not  a  handful  of  people  present  had  ever  read  the  1928  agree- 
ment between  the  SBC  and  the  states.  He  referred  to  pages  34  and  35,  section  three, 
where  it  says,  "The  SBC  will  not  in  any  way  violate  the  autonomy  of  any  state  conven- 
tion," and  in  a  like  manner  he  quotes,  "No  state  convention  can  violate  the  autonomy 
of  the  SBC  by  taking  money  away  from  any  objects  in  the  southwide  budget."  He  said 
he  believed  they  used  to  call  this  the  "Cooperative  Program"  as  he  understood  it.  He 
went  on  to  rationalize  in  his  statements  that  the  states  had  violated  the  agreement 
with  the  SBC,  and  not  the  other  way  around. 

127.  The  chair  asked  all  in  favor  of  this  amended  resolution  to  raise  their  ballots, 
and  those  opposed  to  do  the  same.  The  chair  ruled  that  this  amended  resolution 
passed.  The  President  thanked  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  the  messengers  to  the 
convention. 

128.  The  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  was  recognized  to  bring  their 
report.  Mike  Queen,  chair,  and  messenger  from  First  Church,  Wilmington,  presented 
the  recommendations,  calling  attention  to  pages  95  and  96  in  the  Book  oj  Reports  to 
the  lists.  He  thanked  all  those  from  across  the  state  who  sent  in  recommendations  to 
the  committee,  and  to  the  committee  members.  They  were  recognized  on  the  stage  as 
a  group.  The  chair  presented  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the  committee  that  the  report  on 
pages  95  and  96  be  accepted.  The  report  was  opened  for  discussion,  but  no  one  came 
forward.  The  vote  was  taken  by  raising  ballots,  and  it  passed  almost  unanimously.  The 
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chair  thanked  Queen  and  his  committee  for  their  work  on  behalf  of  the  convention. 

129. The  Nominating  Committees  report  was  due  next  on  the  agenda. 

130.  However,  while  the  committee  was  assembling  on  the  platform,  the  chair 
announced  the  decision  of  the  Constitution  Committee  not  to  bring  back  the  matter 
on  the  Wake  Forest  University  proposed  amendment. 

131.Julian  Mills,  chair  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  messenger  from 
Roanoke  Rapids  Church,  Roanoke  Rapids,  gave  the  committee  report  for  nominations 
to  serve  on  boards  of  institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Convention.  The  committee  was 
composed  of  20  members  at  first,  but  lost  two  members.  They  started  their  work  in 
February,  2000.  He  recounted  the  list  of  their  various  schedules  and  activities  while 
completing  their  task  this  year.  He  stated  they  had  tried  very  hard  to  be  fair  in  their 
distribution  of  nominees.  He  introduced  the  members  of  the  committee  by  name.  He 
said  77  percent  of  nominees  are  male,  23  percent  are  female,  26  percent  are  clergy,  74 
percent  are  laity,  and  66  percent  are  from  churches  with  400+  membership,  and  34 
percent  from  churches  under  400  membership.  Mills  moved  the  adoption  of  this 
report  on  beha'f  of  the  committee,  which  is  found  on  pages  97-99  of  the  Book  oj 
RepoUs,  with  several  additions  whose  names  for  one  reason  or  another  did  not  appear 
in  the  Biblical  Recorder  or  are  not  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Two  are  for  full  term  nomina- 
tions, which  end  in  2004,  and  they  are:  1)  J.  H.  Fossingham,  Jr.,  trustee  for  Campbell 
University,  member  of  Mt.  Airy  FBC  in  Surry  Association,  with  over  400  members,  he 
is  a  businessman;  and  2)  Ralph  Bentley  trustee  for  Gardner  Webb  University,  a  physi- 
cian, member  of  FBC  Statesville,  which  has  over  400  members  in  the  South  Yadkin 
Association  The  next  four  nominees  are  to  fill  unexpired  terms  which  have  just 
become  open.  They  are:  1)  William  S.  "Bill"  Goodwin,  to  fill  the  2001  unexpired  term 
of  the  late  Ruby  Alexander,  on  the  NC  Baptist  Foundation  board.  He  is  a  business 
man,  member  of  the  Apex  Church,  Apex,  with  over  400  members,  Raleigh 
Association;  2)  James  A.  Harrington,  2001  unexpired  term  of  Donald  Y.  Cherry,  on  the 
General  Board  from  Region  I.  Harrington  is  from  Fellowship  Church,  Moyock,  under 
400  members,  in  Region  I;  3)  Ronald  L.  Russell,  2003  unexpired  term  of  Tom  Ziegler 
on  the  General  Board  from  Region  6.  He  is  from  a  mission  church  in  Stanfield  with 
over  400  members  in  Region  6;  and  4)  Jim  Dean  for  the  2001  unexpired  term  of 
Michael  Vanzura  on  the  General  Board,  Region  10,  from  East  Sylva  Church,  Sylva, 
with  over  400  members.  Again,  the  motion  was  stated  to  include  all  nominations  on 
pages  97-99  of  the  Book  oj  Reports,  plus  those  added  verbally  in  the  report  today 

132.  The  floor  was  opened  for  discussion.  Bob  Garbett,  messenger  from  New 
Hope  Church,  New  River  Association,  presented  the  name  of  Robert  L.  Hunter,  Jr., 
pastor  from  Beulahville  Church,  Beulahville,  a  church  of  under  400  members,  to 
replace  the  name  of  Mark  E.  Gaskins,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Fairmont,  who  was 
nominated  by  the  committee  for  a  full  term  on  the  General  Board  from  Region  3.  The 
motion  received  a  second,  and  discussion  was  opened  on  the  floor.  Garbett  was 
allowed  to  speak  to  his  motion.  He  simply  said  his  nominee  was  a  friend  of  his,  also 
his  pastor  (before  Garbett  became  a  pastor),  his  church  gives  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  (about  one  third  of  their  budget),  they  participate  in  missions  projects 
around  the  world,  and  he  said  he  believes  he  would  be  a  good  candidate. 

133.  Ed  Beddingfield,  from  the  Nominating  Committee,  addressed  this  substitute 
nomination.  He  was  assigned  by  the  committee  to  do  the  liaison  work  in  contacting 
prospective  candidates  in  Region  3.  He  said  he  was  proud  to  stand  up  for  Mark 
Gaskins,  the  one  nominated  by  the  committee  for  this  General  Board  term  of  office. 
According  to  Beddingfield,  all  nominees  were  thoroughly  researched  and  his  excellent 
record  in  a  number  of  good  churches  he  has  served,  including  the  Fairmont  Church, 
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is  self  evident.  His  pastorates  have  all  been  strong  and  faithful  North  Carolina  church- 
es. He  was  reported  to  be  no  stranger  to  NC  Baptist  life,  having  served  last  year  as 
chair  of  the  Memorials  Committee,  currently  First  Vice  President  of  the  Campbell 
University  Board  of  Visitors,  recommended  by  Roger  Gilbert,  a  former  member  of  the 
General  Board  and  Executive  Committee.  Another  pastor  in  the  association,  as  well  as 
a  former  pastor  in  the  church  he  is  serving,  both  gave  high  marks  for  his  good  work, 
and  also  an  administrator  and  faculty  member  at  Campbell  University.  He  has  been 
reported  by  his  peers  to  be  fair-minded,  with  no  ax  to  grind,  and  with  no  hidden 
agenda,  no  contentiousness.  The  Associational  Director  of  Missions  has  endorsed  him, 
and  his  church  contributes  through  the  State  Conventions  plan  of  giving  which  allows 
for  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Baptist  Fellowship,  as  reported  in  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
Fairmont  Church  supports  all  the  missions  offerings  of  N.C.  Baptists,  and  sponsors  six 
endowed  scholarships  at  Campbell  University.  His  church  also  supports  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  causes  through  Plan  B  with  13  percent  of  undesignated  gifts  to  the 
church.  The  committee  was  quoted  as  standing  behind  their  nominee,  Mark  Gaskins, 
and  the  body  was  urged  to  affirm  this  strong  nomination. 

134.  Michael  K.  Moore,  messenger  from  Godwin  Heights  Church,  Lumberton, 
and  Director  of  Missions,  Robeson  Association  spoke  against  the  motion.  He  said  he 
was  speaking  in  favor  of  the  nomination  of  Mark  Gaskins,  and  against  the  amendment 
to  replace  him  with  someone  else.  Moore  spoke  of  his  impeccable  character  and  coop- 
erative spirit,  a  man  of  knowledge  in  Baptist  history  and  life. 

135.  Wayne  Martin,  messenger  from  Weldon  Church,  Weldon,  called  for  the 
question  on  this  matter.  The  motion  was  seconded,  and  with  at  least  a  two- thirds 
majority  to  end  discussion,  it  passed. 

136.  The  vote  on  the  proposed  amendment  was  now  in  order.  The  motion  failed 
to  pass;  thus,  Mark  Gaskins'  name  remained  in  place  for  a  vote  along  with  all  other 
nominees  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

137.  The  original  list  of  nominees  from  the  Nominating  Committee  was  voted  on 
by  uplifted  ballots,  and  it  was  approved.  A  word  of  thanks  to  the  chair  and  committee 
was  extended  by  the  President. 

138.  Time  for  miscellaneous  business  arrived.  Tim  Wilkins,  messenger  from 
Richland  Community  Church,  Raleigh  Association,  made  the  following  motion:  "In 
order  to  honor  Jesus  Christ,  who  said  he  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost,  and  to  promote  a  more  redemptive  approach  to  the  homosexual,  I  would  move 
that  the  program  committee  for  next  year's  meeting  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  invite  a  man  or  a  woman  who  has  experienced  freedom  from  homo- 
sexuality to  share  their  testimony  at  that  convention.  The  motion  received  a  second. 
The  one  who  made  the  motion  said  the  scripture  teaches  us  in  Mark  5  that  broken 
humanity  is  enjoined  to  go  forth  and  tell  what  Christ  is  doing  in  redeeming  sexually 
broken  men  and  women."  The  speaker  also  added  that  he  would  honor  the  program 
committees  decision  as  to  whether  this  can  be  accomplished  or  not.  The  vote  was 
taken  by  standing  for  or  against  this  motion.  The  motion  passed. 

139.  Wayne  Martin,  messenger  from  the  Weldon  Church,  Weldon,  recommended 
that  the  Convention  go  back  to  the  old  schedule  of  a  longer  convention,  since  this 
shortened  session  is  too  stressful  and  wearing  everyone  out.  He  said  with  reports  and 
other  business  of  the  Convention  being  handled  in  less  than  six  hours,  this  limits 
debate  and  reports,  and  he  would  recommend  going  back  to  the  old  schedule.  The 
chair  asked  him  to  hold  his  motion  (recommendation),  as  he  had  already  several  oth- 
ers to  ask  for  a  special  committee  to  be  appointed  to  study  the  annual  meeting  sched- 
ule, programming,  etc.,  and  he  would  like  to  consider  this  procedure.  The  President 
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stated  he  would  appoint  this  special  committee  to  look  into  this  for  next  year.  Martin 
heartily  agreed  to  this  suggestion. 

140.  Tommy  Tripp,  messenger  from  Bethany  Church,  Colerain,  rose  to  support 
the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  referring  to  the  inspiring  program  pre- 
sented earlier  for  this  convention,  and  urged  many  more  churches  to  support  the 
annual  November  offering  for  the  Homes.  He  stated  that  a  little  under  1 ,000  churches 
supported  this  offering  each  year. 

141. James  (Gene)  Lathan,  messenger  from  Thrift  Church,  Charlotte,  made  a 
motion  the  President  appoint  a  special  committee  to  build  on  the  success  the 
Convention  has  experienced  over  the  past  couple  of  years  in  an  effort  to  increase 
unity  and  cooperation  in  this  fellowship.  He  added  that  a  report  should  be  brought 
back  next  year  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  motion  received  a  second.  The  speaker  was 
offered  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  his  own  motion.  He  referred  to  another  committee 
that  was  appointed  earlier  and  asked  to  bring  back  a  report.  They  fulfilled  that  request 
with  a  proposal  to  join  a  shared  leadership  plan  among  moderates  and  conservatives, 
he  stated,  and  their  motion  almost  passed.  He  said  he  had  voted  against  that  motion 
because  of  the  mechanics  involved,  but  he  said  he  believed  the  Convention  had  made 
great  strides  in  a  voluntary  effort  to  achieve  shared  leadership  in  this  Convention.  He 
said  he  felt  there  should  be  a  definite  plan  of  action  to  keep  this  spirit  going.  The  vote 
on  the  motion  was  approved. 

142.  Charles  Wilson,  messenger  from  the  Bear  Swamp  Church,  North  Roanoke 
Assn.,  moved  that  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  go  on  record  as 
opposed  to  the  2000  Baptist  Faith  and  Message.  The  chair  thanked  the  messenger  for 
his  sentiments,  but  it  was  ruled  out  of  order  as  it  was  a  motion  to  approve  of,  affirm, 
or  disapprove  of  a  matter,  which  is  essentially  a  resolution  and  cannot  be  dealt  with  at 
this  time  in  the  order  of  business. 

143.  First  Vice  President  Crocker  moved  that  the  convention  adjourn,  subject  to 
the  installation  of  the  new  officers.  There  was  a  second  to  this  motion.  All  in  favor 
said  "aye"  and  all  opposed  said  "no"  and  the  "ayes"  prevailed. 

144. Jim  Royston  was  invited  to  the  podium  to  recognize  and  express  appreciation 
to  the  outgoing  officers  of  the  Convention.  First,  Mrs.  Teresa  Brown,  Second  Vice 
President  during  the  past  year  was  acknowledged  with  a  plaque  designating  her  term 
of  service.  David  Crocker,  in  his  third  year  as  either  Second  or  First  Vice  President, 
was  given  a  plaque  stating  his  three  terms  of  elected  office. 

The  new  officers  were  presented  and  given  an  opportunity  to  speak  briefly 
before  the  body.  First,  Mike  Cummings  came  to  formally  accept  a  second  full  year  as 
President,  in  addition  to  the  partial  year  as  President  before  that  (moved  up  from  First 
Vice  President) .  Buddy  Corbin  made  his  way  to  the  platform  to  accept  the  role  of  First 
Vice  President,  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  Larry  Harper,  elected  Second  Vice 
President,  was  already  on  the  platform  to  be  presented.  Ray  W.  Benfield,  who  was  re- 
elected Recording  Secretary,  was  acknowledged.  C.  Gene  Booker,  elected  as  Assistant 
Recording  Secretary,  was  the  last  to  be  introduced. 

145.  Bill  Ireland,  pastor  and  messenger  from  Ardmore  Church,  Pilot  Mountain 
Association,  brought  the  closing  prayer.
